PROCEEDINGS 


At a meeting of the Delegate# from the several Councils of this 
State, held at the Masonic Hall in Fayetteville, North Carolina, on the 
21st June, 1822. 

ILLUSTRIOUS COMPANIONS DELGATES PRESENT! 

Roanoke Council , No. 1, Edmund B. Freeman and Elisha H. Eure. 

Winslow Council , No. 2, Robert Strange and Esek Arnold.

Comp. E. Strange was chosen Chairman, and Comp. James Morgan 
appointed Secretary. 

When the following Resolutions were unanimously adopted, viz : 

Resolved , That it is expedient to establish a Grand Council of Select Masters 
within and for the State of North Carolina. 

Resolved , That a committee composed of one Delegate from each Council, 
be appointed to draft a Constitution for the Grand Council. 

Companions T. O’Gready, Arnold, Eure, Gomez and Hunter were 
elected to compose the Committee. 

Re&olved, That a committee composed of three be appointed to draft regu- 
lations for the government of this Convention. 

Companions O’Gready, Freeman and Strange were appointed on 
said Committee. 

Convention adjourned to meet again on Saturday at 10 o’clock, 
A. M. 


Saturday, June 22, 1822. 

Convention met according to adjournment. Delegates all present. 

The committee who were appointed to draft rules and regulations 
for the government of the Convention, reported the following, which 
was adopted, viz : 

Rule 1. When the hour arrives to which the meeting of the Convention 
may have been adjourned, some member thereof shall be appointed chairman 
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by nomination, who shall preside over the Convention during that meeting. 
He shall preserve order and decorum, and decide questions of order, subject 
to an appeal to a majority of the meeting. 

Rule 2. Every member wishing to express his opinion, or to submit a 
motion, proposition or resolution, shall rise and respectfully address the 
chairman. 

Rule 3. All questions shall be decided by ballot, each Council being 
entitled to three votes.

The Committee who were appointed to draft a Constitution for the 
government of the Grand Council, reported progress, and obtained 
leave to report on Monday next. 

The Convention adjourned to meet again on Monday next at 8 
o’clock, A. M. 


Monday, June 24, 1&22. 

The Convention met pursuant to adjournment, Elisha H. Eure in 
the Chair, and James Morgan, Secretary. 

The Committee who were appointed t© draft a Constitution for the 
Grand Council, reported the following, which was read and adopted: 

CONSTITUTION 

OP THE GRAND COUNCIL OP ROYAL AND SELECT MASTERS. 

Article 1 . The Grand Council shall consist of a Grand Puissant, Deputy 
Grand Puissant, Grand Thrice Illustrious, Grand Principal Conductor, Grand 
Captain of the Guard, Grand Treasurer, Grand Recorder, Grand Chaplain, 
Grand Steward, and Tyler, and likewise of the Thrice Illustrious Grand 
Masters, Deputy Illustrious Grand Master and Principal Conductor, for the 
time being, of the several Subordinate Councils under this jurisdiction. 

Art. 2. This Grand Council shall have the sole government and superin- 
tendence of the several Councils within this State, may assign their limits 
and settle all controversies that may arise between Subordinate Councils or 
between any such Councils and individual companions. 

Art. 3. Every Council of Royal and Select Masters shall have a warrant 
of constitution from the Grand Council under the seal thereof, and under the 
sign manual of the Grand Puissant, Deputy. Grand Puissant, and Grand 
Thrice Illustrious, countersigned by the Grand Recorder, or letters of dis- 
pensation from the Grand Puissant or Deputy Grand Puissant, under his 
private seal, and no Council shall be deemed legal without such warrant or 
letters of dispensation, and Masonic communication is hereby interdicted and 
forbidden, either in public or private, between any Council under this juris- 
diction or any member thereof, and any Council that may be so illegally 
opened or holden, or any member thereof, or any person advanced and 
acknowledged in such illegal Council. But nothing in this article shall be 
construed to affect any Council which has been hitherto legally established. 

Art. 4. The Grand Puissant and Deputy Grand Puissant shall have 
power to issue letters of dispensation under their private seals, only during 
the recess of the Grand Council, and such letters of dispensation shall cease 
to be effective after the succeeding regular meeting of the Grand Council, 
to which the officer granting such letter of dispensation shall make report. 

Art. S. The number of Councils established by this Jurisdiction shall not 


at any time exceed the number of Royal Arch Chapters which may then be 
established in this State. 

Art. 6. The several Councils in' this State shall be numbered according 
to the dates of their respective charters, and each Council which may be 
hereafter constituted by this authority shall, previous to receiving a charter 
or letter of dispensation pay to the Grand Treasurer, for the use of the 
Grand Council, the sum of twenty-five dollars, and also a fee of five dollars 
to the Grand Recorder. 

Art. 7. No charter or dispensation shall be granted except on the peti- 
tion, in writing, of nine regular select Masters, accompanied by a recom- 
mendation from the Council nearest to the place where such new Council is 
proposed to be established, vouching for the moral character and Masonic 
qualifications of the petitioners. 

Art. 8. An assembly of the Grand Council of this State shall be holden 
annually, on the 23d day of June, in the town of Fayetteville and Tarborough 
alternately, and special assemblies may be convened by the Grand or Deputy 
Grand Puissant, at such times or place as they may severally deem expedient. 

Art. 9. The officers of the Grand Council shall be elected annually, at 
the stated meeting in June. 

Art. 10. Each Council shall be entitled to three votes in all elections and 
decisions made by the Grand Council : Provided, That no individual member 
shall represent the officers of more than one Council. 

Art. 11. For defraying the expenses of this Grand Council, each subor- 
dinate Council in the State shall pay to the Grand Treasurer the rate of fifty 
cents for each and every member thereof annually: Provided, That no such 
Council shall pay less than five dollars, or more than ten dollars, annually. 

Art. 12. Every Council shall have power to confer degrees of Royal and 
Select Masters, upon such persons as possess the constitutional qualifications, 
for such fees as the by-laws of such Council may prescribe: Provided , That 
the same shall not be less than .five dollars. 

Art. 13. If any Council under the jurisdiction of this Grand Council shall 
forfeit or surrender its charter, the funds, furniture, jewelry, and clothing of 
such Council, shall become the property of this Grand Council. 

Art. 14. This Constitution shall not be altered or amended, except at a 
Convention assembled for that purpose, at the request of two-thirds of the 
subordinate Councils.

Treasurer; John Crusoe, Grand Recorder; William Green, Grand 
Chaplain; Dillon Jordan, G. Steward and Tyler. 

The Convention then adjourned to meet again on Wednesday, the 
26th. 
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Wednesday, June 26th, 1822. 

Convention met pursuant to adjournment, Comp. Strange in the 
Chair; John Crusoe, G. R., being present, was appointed Secretary. 

Resolved , That a Committee of three he appointed to draft rules and regu- 
lations for the government of the Subordinate Councils. 

The Committee are Companions Strange, Arnold and MacNeill. 

On motion, 

Ordered , That the Deputy Puissant issue letters of dispensation, counter- 
signed by the Grand Recorder, to the several Councils subordinate to this 
Grand Council, empowering them to work until the first meeting of the 
Grand Council, and to such other Councils as may solicit admission, signify- 
ing their assent to the authority of the Grand Council. 

Resolved , That one hundred copies of the proceedings of this Convention, 
and one hundred copies of the Constitution of the Grand Council, be printed 
and distributed to the officers of the subordinate Councils, members of this 
Convention and Grand Officers. 

Companions Strange, Arnold and MacNeill were appointed to carry 
the same into effect. 

Resolved , That the thanks of this Convention be presented to the officers 
and members of the Phoenix Lodge for their liberality in granting to them 
the use of their rooms. 

Resolved , That such of the members of this Convention as may be members 
of the Legislature of North Carolina, at its next session, be requested to 
obtain a Charter of Incorporation of this Grand Council . 

Resolved , That a ticket be presented to Comp. Dillon Jordan for services 
rendered as Steward of this Convention, signed by the Grand Recorder, and 
countersigned by the Deputy Grand Puissant, authorizing him to receive 
from the Grand Treasurer the sum of ten dollars, and that the thanks of this 
Convention be presented therewith.

Resolved, That Comp. Strange recommend some suitable device for a com- 
mon seal for the use of this Grand Council. 

The following resolutions were submitted to the Grand Council, 
severally read and agreed to : 

Resolved , That it would more fully promote the prosperity of the Degrees of 
Royal and Select Masters in this State, and the welfare of Masonry in general 
that the Grand Council should be permanently located in some one town. 

Resolved That the Grand Council recommend to the Subordinate Councils 
the propriety of meeting in convention at Tarborougk, on the 23d day of 
June next, A. D. 2824, for the purpose of so altering and modifying the con- 
stitution of the Grand Council, as to attain the aforesaid object; and to 
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make such other alterations therein as the convention, in its wisdom, may 
think most advantageous to masonry in general. 

On motion, • 

Resolved , That this Grand Council issue charters to the several Subordinate 
Councils, which have acknowledged the jurisdiction of this Grand Council, 
and that the said Subordinate Councils surrender to this Grand Council, the 
dispensations or charters under which they have heretofore worked. 

On motion, 

Resolved , That the Grand Puissant issue letters of dispensation to the Coun- 
cils under the jurisdiction of this Grand Council authorizing them to work 
until they shall have received charters. 

The following resolution was submitted to the Grand Council for 
their concurrence: 

Resolved, That Eureka Council, in Newbern, be admitted into the Grand 
Council of North Carolina, on the same terms with other Subordinate Coun- 
cils, acknowledging the jurisdiction of this Grand Council. 

On motion, 

Resolved, , That this subject be postponed until a future meeting. 

Grand Council adjourned until to-morrow morning, at 9 o’clock. 


Thursday Morning, June 26th, A. D. 2823.

Reported, That he has had the same under consideration, and submits 
the following, viz: A seal of copper, two inches in diameter, engraved; a 
triangle with a trowel in the centre, surrounded by rays of glory, as repre- 
sented in the 44th page of the Masonic Chart, the whole to be encircled by 
the words “ Grand Council of North Carolina.”

The report was read and concurred in. 

The Committee, to whom was referred the subject of drafting By- 
Laws for the government of this Grand Council, Report: 

That they deem it unnecessary to adopt By-Laws inasmuch as the Grand 
Council in this State must be supported at the same expense as the Grand 
Chapter, and there being no absolute necessity for the two having a separate 
existence, they therefore propose that this Grand Council recommend to the 
Convention to be assembled at Tarborough, in June next, to place the gov- 
ernment of the Subordinate Councils in this State under the Grand Chapter, 
and to dissolve the Grand Council, and at the same time the By-laws adopted 
by the Grand Chapter, at its present session, be adopted by this Grand Coun- 
cil, as far as they can be made applicable thereto. 

Respectfully submitted, ESEK ARNOLD, Chairman. 

Which report was read and unanimously concurred in. 

On motion, 

Resolved. That the resolution passed at this Convocation of the Grand Coun- 
cil, directing charters to issue to the Subordinate Councils be rescinded, and 
that they be directed to work under the dispensation they receive from the 
Grand Puissant. 

On motion, 

Resolved , That the Grand Puissant be authorized to draw on the Grand 
Treasurer for such moneys as may be necessary to defray the contingent ex- 
penses of this Grand Council. 

On motion, 

Resolved , That each Subordinate Council shall pay to the Grand Recorder 
the sum of one dollar, for issuing a dispensation. 

On motion, 

Resolved , That the resolution submitted to the Grand Council, relative to 
the admission of Eureka Council into the Grand Council, on the same terms 
with other Subordinate Councils, be adopted.^ 


On motion, 
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Resolved , That one hundred copies of the proceedings of this Convocation 
of the Grand Council, be printed and distributed to the officers of the Subor- 
dinate Councils, members of this Grand Council, Grand officers, and to such 
other Councils as may exist in the United States, and that the Grand Re- 
corder carry the same into effect. 

On motion, 

Resolved , That the Grand Recorder be allowed the sum of five dollars for 
carrying the aforesaid resolution into eftect.

Wilmington, June 6, 1860. 

Pursuant to appointment, the following Royal and Select Mas-

The following Committee on credentials was th6n appointed, viz:

From Greensboro’ Council, No. 3. — Comp. John F. Howlett, T. I. G. M., 
and proxy for I. H. T., and P. C. W. 


Comp. Alexander Murdoch then offered the following preamble and 
resolutions, which were adopted : — 


Whereas , It appears from the Report of the Committee on Credentials, that 
three subordinate Councils, duly organized by the Supreme Council for the 
Southern Jurisdiction of the United States, are represented in this Conven- 
tion, therefore 

Resolved , That we do now proceed to organize a Grand Council of Royal 
and Select Masters for the State of North Carolina. 

Restlved , That we adopt as a provisional Constitution, the provisional 
Constitution of the Grand Council of South Carolina, and that a committee 
of three be appointed to report a permanent Constitution and By-Laws at 
our next meeting. 

Resolved , That we now proceed to the election of Officers. 

An election was then held, which resulted in the choice of the fol- 
lowing Officers:

By request of the companions, Dr. Albert G. Mackey, S. G. I. G., 
then installed the above Officers, Companions Martin, Fanning and 
Wolfe being installed respectively as proxies of Treasurer, Captain of 
the Guards and Conductor of the Council. 

Comp. S. W. Neal then offered the following Resolution, which was 
adopted : 

Resolved , That a charter be granted to the Companions Royal and Select 
Masters of Wilmington, without charge, authorizing them to open a Council, 
to be known and designated in our Register as Wilmington Council, No. 4. ^ 

The Most Puissant Grand Master then appointed the following 
Companions as the committee on the Constitution and By-Laws, viz: 
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Comps. A. Martin, R. G. Rankin a&d F. C. Schafer, with instructions 
to report at our next meeting. 

The Thrice Illustrious Deputy Grand Master then offered the follow- 
ing Resolution, which was adopted : 


Resolved , That the next Convocation of this Grand Council be held in Wil- 
mington during the next Annual Convocation of the Grand Chapter, in the 
first week of June, 1861.

111. G. P. Cond. of the Work, and the three principal officers for the time 
being, of the several Councils under the jurisdiction of this Grand Coun- 
cil. All of whom shall be entitled to a vote in the Grand Council : Pro - 
vided, That when any past Grand Officer shall cease to be a member of a 
Subordinate Council, his membership in this Grand Council shall cease. 

REGULAR MEETINGS. 

Art. 2. The regular convocations of this Grand Council shall be held 
in Wilmington, N. C., on the first Tuesday in June, of each and every year. 
And in case of the absence of the M„ P. Grand Master, the Thrice 111. Dep- 
uty Grand Master or 111. G. P. C., or either of thejn, shall preside, taking 
precedence according to rank. In the absence of all the above named 
officers, then tlie 0 oldest Grand Officer of those grades present ; and if 
there be none of the Past Grand Officers of the rank above named 
present, then the first officer of the oldest Subordinate Council 
present shall have power and authority to preside,, and the representatives 
of Three Subordinate Councils shall constitute a quorum. If, on the day 
of meeting, there be not a quorum, present, the presiding officer may ad- 
journ the Grand Council from day to-day, until the close of the fourth day, 
when, if there be not a quorum present, the meeting shall be adjourned 
until the day for the next Annual Convocation, unless sooner or especially 
convened. 


M. E. GRAND ROYAL ARCH CHAPTER. 
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TIME OP ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

Art. 3. The officers of this Grand Council shall be chosen at each 
regular Annual Convocation for the term of one year. But should the 
Annual Convocation not be held at the stated time, they shall hold their 
offices until others are chosen, and the Most Puissant G. Master, or in 
his absence the Thrice 111. Deputy Grand Master for the time being, shall 
have power to call special meetings whenever they may deem it expedient, 
of which all the Subordinate Councils shall have due and timely notice. 

VOTES. 

Art. 4. All questions before this Grand Council shall be determined by 
a majority of the votes cast. 

ELECTIONS AND VACANCIES. 

Art. 5. The Constitutional Officers of this Grand Council shall be 
elected by ballot, except the Grand Sentinel, who, together with the Grand 
Lecturer, shall be appointed by the Most Puissant G. Master. All of whom 
shall be installed before the closing of the Grand Communication. And in 
case of the death or removal from this jurisdiction of any of the officers 
of rank below the then superior Grand officer, the vacancy may be filled 
by such superior officer. 

REPRESENTATIVES. 

Art. 6 . None but Royal and Select Masters, holding membership in a 
Subordinate Council, under the jurisdiction of this Grand Council, shall act 
as representative. Nor shall any person represent more than two Subordi- 
nate Councils, at any Grand Communication. 

VOTING. 

Art. 7. The Constitutional Grand and past Grand officers shall, each, 
have one vote, and each Subordinate Council, by its representative, or 
representatives, three votes in this Grand Council. When the three 
principal officers are present, representing their Councils, they shall each 
have one vote ; if two only, the highest in rank shall have two votes, and 
the other one vote. If but one be present he shall cast the vote of the 
Council, and should any Subordinate Council fail to appoint a delegate in 
season, the Thrice 111. Master, for the time being, if unable to attend, shall 
have power to appoint a proxy to represent his Council. 

GRAND LECTURER. 

Art. 8 . The Grand Lecturer shall be furnished with a commission by 
the Most Puissant G. Master, under the seal of the Grand Council, attested 
by the Grand Recorder ; and the Councils by which he may be employed 
shall make him such compensation as may be agreed upon by the parties. 
He shall make no alterations in the work and lectures adopted by this 
Grand Council. 
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PROCEEDINGS OF THE 


TREASURER AND RECORDER. 

Art. 9. The Grand Treasurer and Grand Recorder shall have their 
Books ready for examination at the commencement of each Annual Com- 
munication, and a committee shall be appointed on the first day of the 
meeting for that purpose, who shall report before any election takes place. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

Art. 10. Petitions for warrants to open new Councils must be signed 
by nine Select Masters, living within the jurisdiction, and accompanied 
by a certificate from the Council within the State, nearest the contemplated 
location of the new Council, vouching for the Masonic abilities and moral 
character of the petitioners, and recommending that a charter be granted ; 
and the Most Puissant Grand Master, or the 111. Deputy Grand Master may, 
upon such petition, if approved, grant his Dispensation for the same, to 
remain in force until the first Grand Annual Communication, succeeding, 
when said Council shall petition for a charter, unless, for good and satis- 
factory reasons, this warrant shall be continued, and if no application is 
made at the succeeding Grand Annual Communication, for a charter, said 
warrant shall then be revoked. 

FEE FOR DISPENSATION. 

Art. 11. The fees for a warrant for a new Council shall be Thirty Dol- 
lars, of which the the Grand Recorder shall receive Five Dollars ; and no 
warrant shall be granted until the fee is paid, which fee shall be in full, 
both for the warrant and charter, should one be issued. 

DUES OF SUBORDINATES. 

Art. 12. The several Councils under this Grand Council, shall pay for 
the support thereof into the hands of the Grand Recorder, annually, the 
sum of Ten Dollars : Provided , That Councils under dispensation shall pay 
nothing for the time that may elapse between the date of such Dispensa- 
tion, and the next succeeding Grand Annual Communication. But in case 
of the extension of the warrant, they shall pay the fee as a Council under 
charter, for the time that the warrant may have been extended. 

CHANGE OF LOCATION. 

Art. 13, No Council under this jurisdiction shall change its location 
without the concurrence of this Grand Council, and the recommendation 
of the Council nearest the place to which it is proposed to be removed. 

RETURNS, 

Art. 14. Every Council under this Grand jurisdiction shall make 
returns annually to the Grand Recorder, at each Grand Annual Convoca- 
tion, of the names of their officers, and members, together with all admis- 
sions, deaths, suspensions, expulsions and withdrawals. And if any 
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Council, under this jurisdiction, shall fail to assemble during any year, or 
shall neglect to be represented in this Grand Council for two years in suc- 
cession, or shall fail for two successive years to make returns as above and 
pay its dues, then and in that case, the said Council shall forfeit to the use 
of this Grand Council, its Charter, Records, Jewels and Furniture, together 
wifti its money, and all other property of every kind and description. 

APPLICATIONS. 

Art. 15. The application of every candidate for the degrees, in any 
Council under this jurisdiction, shall be made in writing, signed by the 
applicant and recommended by a member of said Council, and the said 
application shall lay over for the consideration of the members at least one 
meeting, unless by a unanimous vote of the members present it shall be 
determined to ballot on said petition at the time it is presented ; and no 
Council, under this jurisdiction, shall confer the degrees for a less sum 
than Ten Dollars, which fee must, in all cases, accompany the petition. 

ADMISSIONS TO MEMBERSHIP. 

Art. 16. No Council, under this jurisdiction, shall admit to member- 
fillip, any person who is a member of, or in arrears to another Council, nor 
without a demit from the Council of which he was last a member. 

DEGREES AND JURISDICTION. 

Art. 17. No Council, under this jurisdiction, shall confer the degrees 
or entertain the petition of any person who is a resident of another Grand 
or Subordinate Jurisdiction, without the written permission and recom- 
mendation of the Council nearest his place of residence. 

IRREGULAR COUNCILS. 

Art. 18. No Council within this jurisdiction acting without a warrant 
from this Grand Council, shall be deemed lawful, and all communication 
with such Council, and with any person made therein, is hereby strictly 
forbidden, under a penalty of expulsion ; or, in the case of a Council, the 
arrest of its Charter. 

JURISDICTION. 

Art. 19. This Grand Council shall have original jurisdiction over all 
matters of controversy, between its Subordinate Councils, and appellate 
jurisdiction in all matters of controversy arising therein. 

TRIALS. 

Art. 20. The trial of all Masonic offences before any Council under this 
jurisdiction, shall be conducted according to the rules laid down in the 
Constitution of the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of North Carolina, under 
Article 24. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Art. 21. No alteration or amendment of this Constitution shall be 
made at any other than a resridar Communication. 
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REPEAL. 

Art. 22. All former Constitutions of this Grand Council are hereby 
repealed.

ADDBESS. 


Illustrious Companions of the Grand Council : 

By tlie land care of our Almighty Father, we are once more permit- 
ted to assemble in Grand Convocation, to renew our congratulations 
and vows around our common Altar, and to consider what legislation 
may be necessary for the prosperity of this branch of our beloved 
Order. Our first care should be to return our “ unfeigned and hearty 
thanks” to Him who has preserved our select numbers complete 
While the grim tyrant, Death, has been reaping his harvest all around 
us, so far as I am informed, he has not, during the past year, invaded 
our ranks. 

I have not been called upon during the time that I have been hon- 
ored to serve you as your presiding officer, to perform any official act. 

The hope expressed at our last Convocation, that there would be a 
sufficient amount of funds in the Treasury to defray the expenses of a 
delegate to a Convention of B. and S. Masters, which was appointed 
to be held at St. Louis in September, 1868, was not realized We learn 
from the report of those who were there at that time that no Conven- 
tion was held. The time of the Companions was so fully occupied 
with the General Grand Chapter and General Grand Encampment, to- 
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gfether with the enjoyment of the princely hcpitality of the ‘ 1 Sir Knights 
of St. Louis,” that the Convention of Royal and Select Masters was 
allowed to go by default.* 

This is much to be regretted, as there are some questions of interest 
to our body w hich cannot well be settled except in General Conven- 
tion. One of these questions has been under consideration by this 
Grand Council for two years, and we hope the Committee appointed 
to report the proper titles for officers of the Councils will be able to 
make a satisfactory report to this Convocation. 

Another question which has excited considerable interest during the 
past few years, is that of the adoption of the Super-Excellent Masters 
Degree. This degree has been adopted (as we learn from a report of 
HI. Comp. Josiah H. Drummond, of Maine,) by fifteen of the twenty- 
nine Grand Councils. Two only have rejected it. Finding that the 
degree w T as attracting considerable interest, we last year received it, 
while on a visit to New York, and have since conferred it upon one 
member of this body. Should it be deemed advisable, a Committee 
can be appointed to consider its merits and report thereon. The only 
advantage, in my estimation, to be derived from its adoption, would 
be, that members from this jurisdiction w r ould not then be excluded 
by those Grand Councils which demand a knowledge of this degree as 
a prerequisite to admission to their Councils. 

I have the honor to annqunce that I have received credentials from 
the Grand Council of New Brunswick, advising me of my appointment 
as representative of that Grand Council in the Grand Council of North 
Carolina. I would recommend the reciprocation of this favor by the 
appointment of a representative near that Grand Council, and nomi- 
nate as a suitable person, 111. Comp. D. R. Munro, of St. John, N. B. 

I recommend that the Constitution of this Grand Council be repub- 
lished, with your printed proceedings of this Convocation, inasmuch 
as some amendments have been made to it since its last publication, 
and also because but few copies of it can now be found. 

In conclusion, Companions, permit me to return to you my sincere 
thanks for the honor you have conferred upon me, and rest assured 
that it is my ardent desire that our labors here in the secret vault may 
be prosecuted with fervency and zeal, so that, when completed, we 
may return to our homes with the proud satisfaction of having faith- 
fully performed our duty to the Craft. 

*Since the close of the Grand Council, I have been officially notified that the 
Grand Council of Alabama, at its last Assembly, December, 1869, adopted the 
following resolution, viz : 

‘ ‘ Resolved , That the Grand Puissant of this Grand Council, or any proxy 
appointed by him, be and he is hereby appointed as a delegate to meet other 
delegates of the several Grand Councils of the United States and the British 
Provinces, in a General Convention in the city of New York, on the 1st Mon- 
day in September, 1870, or at such other place and time as may be agreed 
upon, to consult upon the interests of Cryptic Masonry, and especially as to 
Work, Titles and Degrees.” 

I have addressed the Grand Recorder of Alabama, informing him that I 
approve the call for a Convention, as well as the time and place.

CONSTITUTION 

OP THE 




ORGANIZATION. 

Art. 1. Tliis Grand Council shall consist of the following officers > 
viz : Most Puissant Grand Master, Thrice HI. Deputy Grand Master* 
111. G. P. Cond. of the Works, Grand Treasurer, Grand Recorder* 
Grand Cap. of the Guard, Grand C. of the Council, Grand Steward* 
and Grand Sentinel, together with the past Most P. Grand Masters? 
T. I. Deputy Grand Masters, HI. G. P. Cond. of the Work, and the 
three principal officers for the time being, of the several Councils un- 
der the jurisdiction of this Grand Council. All of whom shall be enti- 
tled to a vote in the Grand Council: Provided , That when any past 
Grand Officer shall cease to be a member of a Subordinate Council, his 
membership in this Grand Council shall cease. 

REGULAR MEETINGS. 

Art. 2. The regular convocations of this Grand Council shall be 
held in Wilmington, N. C. , on the Thursday after Jhe last Monday in 
November of each and every year. And in case of the absence of the 
M. P. Grand Master, the Thrice HI. Deputy Grand Master or 111. G. 
P. C., or either of them, shall preside, taking precedence according to 
rank. In the absence of all the above named officers, then the oldest 
Grand Officer of those grades present; and if there be none of the Past 
Grand Officers of the rank above named present, then the first officer 
of the oldest Subordinate Council present shall have power and 
authority to preside, and the representatives of three Subordinate 
Councils shall constitute a quorum. If, on the day of meeting, there 
be not a quorum present, the presiding officer may adjourn the Grand 
Council from day to day, until the close of the fourth day, when, if 
there be not a quorum present, the meeting shall be adjourned until 
the day for the next Annual Convocation, unless sooner or especially 
convened. 

TIME OE ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

Art. 3. The officers of this Grand Council shall be chosen at each 
regular Annual Convocation for the term of one year. But should the 
Annual Convocation not be held at the stated time, they shall hold 
their offices until others are chosen, and the Most Puissant G. Master, 
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or in liis absence, the* Thrice 111. Deputy Grand Master for the time 
being, shall have power to call special meetings whenever they may 
deem it expedient, of which all the Subordinate Councils 6hall have 
due and timely notice. 

VOTES. 

Art. 4. All questions before this Grand Council shall be determined 
by a majority of the votes cast. 

ELECTIONS AND VACANCIES. 

Art. 5. The Constitutional Officers of this Grand Council shall be 
elected by ballot, except the Grand Sentinel, who, together with the 
Grand Lecturer, shall be appointed by the Most Puissant G. Master. 
All of whom shall be installed before the closing of the Grand Com- 
munication. And in case of the death or removal from this jurisdic- 
tion of any of the officers of rank below the then superior Grand Offi- 
cer, the vacancy may be filled by such superior officer. 

REPRESENTATIVES. 

Art. 6. None but Royal and Select Masters, holding membership 
in a Subordinate Council, under the jurisdiction of this Grand Coun- 
cil, shall act as representative. Nor shall any person represent more 
than two Subordinate Councils, at any Grand Communication. 

VOTING. 

Art. 7. The Constitutional Grand and Past Grand officers shall, 
each, have one vote, and each Subordinate Council, by its represen- 
tative, or representatives, three votes in this Grand Council. When 
the three principal officers are present, representing their Councils, 
they shall each have one vote; if two only, the highest in rank shall 
have two votes, and the other one vote. If but one be present he 
shall cast the vote of the Council, and should ^ny Subordinate Coun- 
cil fail to appoint a delegate in season, the Thrice 111. Master, for the 
time being, if unable to attend, shall have power to appoint a proxy 
to represent his Council. 

GRAND LECTURER. 

Art. 8. The Grand Lecturer shall be furnished with a commission 
by the Most Puissant G. Master, under the seal of the Grand Council, 
attested by the Grand Recorder; and the Councils by which he may 
be employed shall make him such compensation as may be agreed 
upon by the parties. He shall make no alterations in the work and 
lectures adopted by this Grand Council. 

TREASURER AND RECORDER. 

Art. 9. The Grand Treasurer and Grand Recorder shall have their 
Books ready for examination at the commencement of each Annual 
Communication, and a committee shall be appointed on the first day 
of the meeting for that purpose, who shall report before any election 
takes place. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

Art. 10. Petitions for warrants to open new Councils must be signed 
by nine Select Masters, living within the jurisdiction, and accom- 
panied by a certificate from the Council within the State, nearest the 
contemplated location of the new Council, vouching for the masonic 
abilities and moral character of the petitioners, and recommending 
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that a charter be granted; and the Most Puissant Grand Master, or 
the III. Deputy Grand Master may, upon such petition, if approved, 
grant his Dispensation for the same, to remain in force until the first 
Grand Annual Communication, succeeding,* when said Council shall 
petition for a charter, unless, for good and satisfactory reasons, this 
warrant shall be continued, and if no application is made at the suc- 
ceeding Grand Annual Communication for a charter, said warrant 
shall then be revoked. 

FEE FOE DISPENSATION. 

Art. 11. The fees for a warrant for a new Council shall . be Thirty 
Dollars, of which the Grand Eecorder shall receive Five Dollars ; and 
no warrant shall be granted until the fee is paid, which fee shall be in 
full, both for the warrant and charter, should one be issued. 

DUES OF SUBOEDINATES. 

Art. 12. The several Councils under this Grand Council, shall pay 
for the support thereof into the hands of the Grand Eecorder, annu- 
ally, the sum of Ten Dollars: Provided, That Councils under dispen- 
sation shall pay nothing for the time that may elapse between the 
date of such Dispensation, and the next succeeding Grand Annual 
Communication. But in case of the extension of the warrant, they 
shall pay the fee as a Council under charter, for the time that the 
warrant may have been extended. 

CHANGE OF LOCATION. 

Art. 13. No Council under this jurisdiction shall change its location 
without the concurrence of th>s Grand Council, and the recommenda- 
tion of the Council nearest the place to which it is proposed to be re- 
moved. 

EETUENS. 

Art. 14. Every Council under this Grand jurisdiction shall make 
returns annually to the Grand Eecorder, at each Grand Annual Con- 
vocation, of the names of their officers and members, together with all 
admissions, deaths, suspensions, expulsions and withdrawals. And if 
any Council under this jurisdiction shall fail to assemble during any 
year, or shall neglect to be represented in this Grand Council for two 
years in succession, or shall fail for two successive years to make re- 
turns as above and pay its dues, then and in that case, the said Coun- 
cil shall forfeit to the use of this Grand Council, its Charter, Eecords, 
Jewels and Furniture, together with its money, and all other property 
of every kind and description. 

APPLICATIONS. 

Art. 15. The application of every candidate for the degrees, in any 
Council under this jurisdiction, shall be made in writing, signed by 
the applicant and recommended by a member of said Council, and the 
said application shall lay over for the consideration of the members at 
least one meeting, unless by a unanimous vote of the members present, 
it shall be determined to ballot on said petition at the time it is pre- 
sented; and no Council under this jurisdiction shall confer the degrees 
for a less sum than Five Dollars, which fee must, in all cases, accom- 
pany the petition. 

ADMISSION TO MEMBEESHIP. 

Art. 16. No Council under this jurisdiction shall admit to member- 
ship any person who is a member of, or in arrears to, another Council, 
nor without a demit from the Council of which he was last a member. 
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DEGREES AND JURISDICTION. 

Art. 17. No Council under this jurisdiction shall confer the degrees 
or entertain the petition of ^ any person who is a resident of another 
Grand or Subordinate jurisdiction, without the written permission and 
recommendation of the Council nearest his place of residence. 

IRREGULAR COUNCILS. 

Ajit. 18. No Council within this jurisdiction, acting without a war- 
rant from this grand Council, shall be deemed lawful, and all commu- 
nication with such Council, and with any person made therein, is 
hereby strictly forbidden, under a penalty of expulsion; or, in the case 
of a Council, the arrest of its Charter. 

JURISDICTION. 

Art. 19. This Grand Council shall have original jurisdiction over 
all matters of controversy, between its Subordinate Councils, and ap- 
pellate jurisdiction in all matters of controversy arising therein. 

TRIALS. 

Art. 20. The trial of all masonic offences before any Council under 
this jurisdiction, shall be conducted according to the rules laid down 
in the Constitution of the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of North Caro- 
lina, under Article 21. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Art. 21. No alteration or amendment of this Constitution shall be 
made at any other than a regular Communication. 

REPEAL. 

Art. 22. All former Constitutions of this Grand Council are hereby 
repealed.

It is my pleasure again to greet you in Annual Assem- 
bly with the exchange of fraternal salutations.

To the M. P. Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters of North Caro- 
lina : 

Illustrious Companions : Permit me to congratulate you, as assem- 
bled again around our Mystic Altar, with ranks unbroken, our hearts 
ascend in gratitude to our Supreme Grand Master who has so merci- 
fully preserved us since last we met in this place. 

While I am unable to report to you that any great progress has been 
made in the construction of our Arches during the past six months, 
yet I have reason to believe that those previously reared, have been 
strengthened and supported by the addition of good material, well 
cemented together. 

My official duties since my last report to you have not been very bur- 
densome, simply extending to the issuing of dispensations to some of 
our Companions, who were unable to meet at their stated terms for the 
transaction of their business. 

In February last I received a Commission from the Grand Council of 
Tennessee appointing me their Representative at this Grand Council 
and conferring upon me the Rank of Past Deputy Grand Master in the 
Grand Council of Tennessee. 

In March last I received a similar appointment from the Grand Coun- 
cil of Missouri. 

I recommend the reciprocation of these honors by this Grand Coun- 
cil and nominate as suitable Companions to represent us in their re- 
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spective Grand Councils, Companion Joseph Megowan Towler, of 
Tennessee, and Comp. George Frank Gouley, of Missouri. 

I have received and perused with much pleasure the proceedings of 
most of our Sister Grand Councils. With scarcely an exception they 
all look with favor upon the proposition to hold a Convention of Grand 
Councils for the purpose of agreeing upon a common nomenclature and 
system of work. I had made arrangements to be present at the Con- 
vention appointed to assemble in New York last fall, but finding that 
owing to insufficient notice or other causes, the attendance there at 
that time would be too small to accomplish any good, I concluded not 
to go. The Grand Council of Maine at its Annual Convocation on 3d 
of Slay last authorized Comp. Drummond (who has labored very as- 
siduously for years in the endeavor to procure harmony of work and 
titles among the several Grand Councils) to call a Convention, which 
he has done as follows : 

Portland, Maine, May 10, 1871. 

M. P. Companion : 

At the session of the Grand Council of Maine, held on the third in- 
stant, after a conference with Companions from Massachusetts, I was 
directed to call a convention of Representatives from the several Grand 
Councils of Royal and Select Masters to meet in New York in June, 
1872, for the purpose of securing uniformity in the ritual, &c., of the 
Cryptic Rite. 

Accordingly, I have lived upon the second Wednesday in June of 
that year, and your Grand Council is hereby invited to be represented 
on that occasion : or if your Grand Council declines or neglects to act 
in the premises, we shall be happy to meet there any of the Compan- 
ions in your State. 

Massachusetts and Maine will be there prepared to exemplify their 
ritual, even if they have only themselves to witness it. 

Due notice of the place of meeting will be given.

One of the principal items of discussion in the Reports on Foreign 
Correspondence of the various Grand Councils is the Super Excellent 
Master’s degree. I think it probable that this degree, as conferred in 
Rhode Island for the last fifty years, possesses more of importance and 
interest to the Craft than attaches to it, as it has been, received by a 
few in this jurisdiction. Unless such shall appear to be ttie fact when 
the subject conies before the attention of a Convention of Grand Coun- 
cils, I should oppose its adoption by us, except it might be for the 
purpose of conforming to the wishes of other Grand Councils. 

The most important business to come before us at this time is the 
Report of the Committee on Work. 

Therefore, let me urge upon you, Companions, to devote sufficient 
time and attention to this subject in order that you may return to your 
homes with the proud satisfaction of having faithfully performed your 
duty to the Craft.

On motion of Comp. Munson, the Address and Review 
of the M. P. G. M. was ordered to be spread oh the min- 
utes. 

Illustrious Companions of the Grand Council of 

Royal and Select Masters of North Carolina : 

By the merciful Providence of our Supreme Grand Master, I am 
again permitted to welcome you to our Annual Convocation, If I can- 
not assure you that great prosperity has attended our labors during the 
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past year, yet I am confident many efficient co-workers have been added 
to our select numbers and no unwelcome intruder has invaded the se- 
cret vault or interrupted the work so happily begun. 

A few days since I received a communication from Comp. Josiah H. 
Drummond, of Portland, Maine, informing me that the Contention oT 
Representatives of Grand Councils to which I was appointed Repre- 
sentative last year, would assemble at Council Hall, No. 8 Union. 
Square, New York, at ten, a. m., on the second Wednesday of June. 
I trust that you will, at this time, make the necessary arrangements ta 
be represented at that meeting by my successor in office. I think it 
very desirable that such a Convention should be held in order that a 
uniform ritual and nomenclature may be agreed upon 

In accordance with request, made last year, I will now proceed to 
review as briefly as can properly be done the proceedings of othejr 
Grand Councils. 


ALABAMA. 

This Grand Council met in Montgomery, December 6, 1871. From? 
the address of Grand Master, we learn that the Grand Council of New 
Brunswick has assumed jurisdiction over the degree of Red Cross 
Knight and that the Grand Master of Templars of the United States, 
recognizes this action as legitimate. 

The Committee on Work made a report, which was concurred in. 

A representation to the Convention of Grand Councils was appointed 1 . 

Comp. Dan’l Sayre presented an excellent report on Foreign Corres- 
pondence. He argues very conclusively against cheap Masonry and 
against the practice of conferring degrees by the Grand Council. 

ARKANSAS. 

Grand Council met November 2, 1871, at Little Rock, George A. 
Donnelly, Grand Master. There was no address and no report on For^ 
eign Correspondence. The degrees of Royal and Select Master were 
conferred on seven candidates elected by the Grand Council. 

CONNECTICUT. 

The last assembly of this Grand Council of which we have intelli- 
gence was held in May, 1871. The Grand Master, C. W. Stearns^ 
urges the impropriety of granting dispensation to confer degrees in 
less than the usual times prescribed by the by-law r s. He considers 
Cryptic Masonry in that jurisdiction to be in a prosperous condition. 

No report on Correspondence, in consequence of the death of the- 
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Committee, Comp. Wm. Storer, whose loss is greatly deplored wher- 
ever his able reports on Correspondence have been received during the 
past twenty-five years. 


GEORGIA. 


Annual Convocation, April 26, 1871. 

The Grand Master was appointed Representative to the Convention 
next month. The representative system was adopted. We quote 
from the address of the Grand Master, as follows : 

The necessity for uniformity in Cryptic Masonry is patent to every 
member of the Order. Since the relinquishment of all jurisdiction in 
territories possessing Grand Bodies by the Supreme Grand Council of 
the A. & A. Scottish Rite at their meeting in Baltimore last May, the 
work of the degrees should conform exactly to that as practiced in 
that Rite. Again, it is important to know whether Cryptic Masonry 
claims two or three degrees, without going into the discussion of the 
relevancy of the Super-Excellent degree, an authoritative declaration 
from a Convention of all the Grand Councils might put this much vex- 
ed question at rest. The nomenclature of titles, although not rising 
to the dignity of work in the degrees, yet if we could have uniformity, 
would lessen greatly the confusion now existing. 

ILLINOIS. 

We have the Proceedings of the 18th and 19th Assemblys, October, 
1870 and 1871. There are fifty-three subordinate Councils in this 
jurisdiction and Cryptic Masonry is in a most flourishing condition. 
This Council works the Super-Excellent Master’s degree as third in 
the series. No report on Correspondence. 

INDIANA. 

Sixteenth Annual Assembly, October, 1871. 

The Grand Master, Comp.- W. W. Austin, in his address reviews the- 
Proceedings of sister Grand Councils. We quote the following as a 
sample: u The spirit of Masonry cannot be imbibed in one evening’s 
work , and the Master must not expect to turn out a good square Ma- 
son like the turner does a top, by a few motions of the chisel. If we 
expect to be the instrument in making others love a work, we must 
first become filled with the love of it ourselves — if we want to make 
Masons, we must feel that we are such an one ourselves, and this we 
can only do by a thorough study of its history, its principles and its 
aims. We have too many virtual Masters, too few actual .” 
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IOWA. 

We have heard nothing from this jurisdiction since their Annual 
Convention, October 17, 1871. 

The address by the Grand Master, Benj. Crabb, shows that he ac- 
complished a good deal, of official work during the year. He ventures 
the assertion (and who will dispute it ?) u that if the officers connected 
with the different subordinate Councils will faithfully do their duty, 
and learn the work, they will appreciate it. The ceremonies of the 
degrees in Council Masonry are equal in beauty and impressiveness to 
any in our Order.” This we think correct as far as it goes, but we 
will venture to add that the Lectures of the Boyal and Select Master’s 
degrees exceed in beauty and Masonic lore any that we have ever 
heard in any Masonic institution. 

KANSAS. 

We have in one small pamphlet the proceedings of this Grand Coun- 
cil from 1868 to 1871 inclusive. The meagreness of their published 
proceedings may be accounted for by the following from the address 
of Comp. John L. Pliilbrick in 1871 : 

At our last Annual Convocation nothing was done but to meet, elect 
officers, and close. The whole entire session did not last one hour. 
If such a practice is continued for a few years the usefulness of the 
Grand Council will be destroyed, — the shadow may be maintained but 
the substance will be wanting, and the interests of the Craft in Cryptic 
Masonry must go unprovided for within this jurisdiction. 

And again : 

I am fully satisfied that the work in our Councils would be greatly 
improved and benefited if many of the little twigs which have been 
cast away from this branch of the old tree of Masonry, or have been 
torn off from the parent branch by the storms of time, or have fallen 
front it for the want of sufficient nourishment to sustain life, could be 
gathered together again and restored to the limb where they formerly 
grew, and the green shoots and thrifty suckers, now so numerous, 
were cut off and cast away. 

Some of these young shoots are truly beautiful, but who will say that 
the old twigs were not equally so ? besides, they had age to recom- 
mend them, which to the Craft generally has ever been, and always 
should be, deemed an essential quality. 

There is no report on Correspondence. We can see in their pro- 
ceedings a glimering of a brighter day in the future for our Council 
Companions of Kansas.

KENTUCKY. 


The last Proceedings received, are dated October, 19, 1870. 

The Grand Puissant, in his address, says: 

Several of our Subordinates I am informed have ceased to hold their 
meetings, and, to which I beg leave to call your attention, the Grand 
Recorder will designate them; the others are in a healthy and pros- 
perous condition and nothing has occurred during the past year to 
disturb our harmony. 

He quotes from Comp. A. G. Mackey as follows : 

“It is ceitain that there is nothing in the degree (Super-Excellent) 
which throws any light on the symbolism of Freemasonry, as a specu- 
lative science, or which it is at all necessary to the more complete un- 
derstanding ol its philosophy. Nothing is more undeniable than that 
Freemasonry has, in the present day, assumed an elevated position as a 
system of philosophy engaged in the investigation of the Lost and the 
Recovered Word, not in itself of as great importance, but as the ground 
work of a symbolism which teaches the ineffable truth of the Lost and 
the Recovered Life. There is every where about it a dualism, which 
has reference to this change of condition. Borrowing the idea from 
the Ancient Mysteries, where this symbolic resurrection was taught, it 
has its aphanisrn or loss , euresis or its discovery — its darkness and its light 
—its ignorance and its knowledge — its death and its life — its mortality 
and its immortality. All this is clearly indicated in the Lodge, is fully 
developed in the Chapter, and the necessary commentary or explana- i 
tion is given in the Council. But the degree of Super-Excellent Mas- 
ter a Ids nothing to this beautiful and consistent system. * * 

It is a development of a principle of fondness for ceremony, simply as 
ceremony, without any reference to its applicability to any given 
healthy purpose, which if encouraged may, and I fear must, end in a 
total destruction of the identity of American Masonry with that of 
other countries, and with that which was practiced by our fathers.” 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence were “not prepared to 
report.” 


LOUISIANA. 

$ 


We have the proceedings of this Grand Council, February, 1871. 

The address of the Grand Master, Rufus L. Bruce, is short and con- 
fined to a simple report of his official acts. 

The report on Correspondence, by Comps. Joseph P. Horner and 
{Samuel M. Todd, is short and concise. Of Alabnma they say: 

In his address he refers to the fact that he had decided that a Royal 
Arch Mason who had received the degrees of Royal and Select Master 
in a Chapter in Virginia, could visit Councils in Alabama, and that 
his petition for affiliation accompanied by his demit from his Chapter, 
should be received and acted upon. Such ruling is destructive of our 
independent existences and at variance with every opinion we ever 
heard on the subject, and it is a matter of great regret that the Grand 
Council of Alabama either took notice or action upon it. 
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So say we. Let their irregularities first be healed. 

In the report of Michigan, we find the following : 

Noticing that 111. Comp. Swasey’s report of that year is only about 
thirteen lines in length, says that it is “just as well." We are a little 
puzzled whether this is a compliment or not, and if yea, whether in- 
tended for the proceedings of the Grand Councils generally or for 111. 
Comp. Swasey ! 

We are u a little puzzled ” to understand his review of North Caro- 
lina, which is comprized in the following: 

The Committee on Work announced themselves ready to report, but 
it and all action thereon was postponed. 


MAINE. 


A very interesting and instructive report of the proceedings of this 
Grand Council, May, 1871. 

The address of the Grand Master, Gordon R. Garden, evidences 
that he has not been an idle officer. He reports, having witnessed the 
work of several subordinate Councils and compliments them on their 
skill. Of the importance of the Cryptic Degrees, he says: 

There has been considerable discussion during the year in reference 
to this Rite. More attention has been called to it, and more interest 
in it manifested. We know that no Royal Arch Mason can fully un- 
derstand the degrees he has received, without the possession of these 
degrees. For this reason, our Virginia and Maryland Companions 
confer them before the Royal Arch. But in my humble judgment, 
this reverses the whole plan of masonry, and is an unanswerable rea- 
son, when properly considered, for the opposite course — the one adop- 
ted by us in common with nearly all the other jurisdiction. The 
whole plan of masonic teaching is that the explanations follow what 
is explained; the symbol is first taught, and afterwards its meaning. 

It is obvious that Ave cannot test masonic legends by history; the 
historical relation may be true or false, fact or fancy; masonry is not 
intended to teach history ; its legends are lessons to illustrate and en- 
force its principles, and the symbolism of its ceremonies and legends 
teaches its lessons without regard to historical accuracy. Therefore, 
in testing the arrangement of the degrees, regard is to be paid, not so 
much to the order in which history would place the events, as to their 
effectiveness in teaching masonic principles, and the general plan of 
masonic symbolism. 

The report on Correspondence, by Comp. J. H. Drummond, is re- 
markably short for him, though one of the best on our table. We like 
his argument relation to the power and authority of Grand Council: 

He still insists that subordinate Councils are the fountain of power, 
and that Grand Councils have only the powers granted to them by 
subordinates. But does he know of a Council that has not a charter 
from a Grand Council, creating it and investing it with all the powers 
it possesses ? Did not the Grand Council of Iowa charter Councils in 
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Minnesota with certain prescribed powers, and when they transferred 
their allegiance to the Grand Council of Minnesota did they gain any 
more powers than their charters conferred ? And does not the Grand 
Council of Minnesota become their governing body ? Comp. L. is led 
away by the idea of making masonic government u a blundering imi- 
tation ” of the Government of the United States, when the funda- 
mental principles of the two are entirely different.” 

It is fortunate for the Craft that w r e have so indefatigable a statis- 
tician in our order as Comp. Drummond. As his tables, vrhich are not 
prepared without much labor, are freely given to the Craft, we copy 
them without further apology:

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MASSACHUSETTS. 

The proceedings of the Grand Council of this State at their Annual 
Convocation. December 13, 1871, are replete with valuable informa - 
t'oi. 

The Grand Master, in his address, reports that he had officially 
visited all the chartered Councils in that jurisdiction during the year, 
and found them all (fifteen in number.) in a prosperous condition. 
This Grand Council requires its subordinates to provide themselves 
with suitable regalia. 

The report on Foreign Correspondence, by Comp. Edw’d B. Mocre, 
M. D., is the most complete, we have found since we commenced our 
present labor. He reviews in a dignified and impartial mann3r the 
proceedings of twenty Grand Councils, and we regret that our limits 
forbid extended quotations from his report. In his review of the Hew 
Brunswick proceedings he says: 

Past M. P. Grand Master,- Robert Marshall, putin a “special plea,” 
for the adoption of the Red Cross Degree , by the Grand Council, and 
that Degree is now% part and parcel of the Council Degrees, in that 
jurisdiction. What the result will be, time must determine. Last 
year I characterized the adoption of the Degree by the Grand Council, 
an unwarrantable assumption ! As yet, I take nothing back. JJnfor- 
mity of work, Degrees and Titles , has, for sometime past, been the prin- 
cipal theme of remark in all the Grand Councils; and now, the Grand 
Council of New Brunswick, one of the youngest sisters in the Cryptic 
family, ’takes upon herself, without consultation with other Grand 
Councils, the responsibility of appropriating one of the Ccn,mandery De- 
grees ; recognized as such, in the United States, for nearly a century. 
Perhaps the Commanderies will give it up, without a struggle or a re- 
monstrance; if so, I mistake their mettle If the Degree could not be 
obtained in a Commandery of Canada, why not ask of the Grand En- 
campment of the United States, the institution of a Commandery in 
St.John? Then all “good men and true,” who desired it, could 
have received the Degree, without trespassing upon the rights of oth- 
ers. “Consistency, thou art a jewel !” 

We learn from this report that, in several Grand Jurisdictions, the 
Select Master’s degree is conferred before the Royal Masters. In sev- 
eral States this order has been adopted recently. To us this arrange- 
ment appears very much like harnessing the cart before the horse, but 
we will not express our opinion until we are illuminated by the Drum- 
mond light of Maine at the Convention next week. 

This Grand Council disapproves “ of the system of appointing repre- 
sentatives to other Grand Councils, but will recognize and receive 
those appointed by other Grand Councils ” 
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MICHIGAN. 

Proceedings of January 2, 1872. The Grand Puissant, in his ad- 
dress, says: 

In consequence of a great misfortune entirely beyond my control I 
have not been able to visit any of the Subordinate Councils, which I 
very much regret; but from the information received, through inquiry 
from the different sections of our jurisdiction, I am happy to state, 
that no disturbing element has been allowed to enter the secret vault 
to disturb the peace and harmony of the workmen ; and the sentiment 
of Brotherly love appears to be unsparingly spread throughout our 
jurisdiction. 

The Grand Council appointed three representatives (to attend at 
their own expense) to the Convention of Grand Councils. A report 
recommending the adoption of the Super-Excellent Master’s degree 
was referred to a Committee to report next year: 

The committee upon that portion of the T. I. G. P.’s address rela- 
ting to the Grand Council of Ontario made the following report : 

To the Grand Council of Boyal and Select Masters of the State of Michigan • 

The committee to whom was referred so much of the T. I. G. P.’s 
address in regard to the communication of the Grand Council of R. 
and S. M. of Ontario, make the following report : 

While we are Yery happy to receive from our friends of Ontario their 
very friendly regards, and as happy to return them ours, we can only 
say that, as far as Masonry itself is found in their Order of R. and S. 
Masters we fully endorse. Any other matter foreign to our teachings 
in this jurisdiction we have nothing to do with ; therefore ignore. 

Which was accepted and adopted. 

The returns of their thirty-five subordinates indicate a membership 
of 1728. 

Comp. Garra B. Noble presented a very good report on Corres- 
pondence, but our limits forbid more extended notice of it, the prin- 
cipal items of interest having been already mentioned in the review of 
other Grand Councils. 


MINNESOTA. 

This Grand Council held its first Annual Convocation, January 11, 
1871. There was no address by the Grand Master, Comp. J. C. Terry, 
and no report on Foreign Correspondence. We welcome this young 
sister to our family circle, and hope she will make her importance 
known. 


MISSOURI. 

Grand Council met October 6, 1871. Martin Collins, M. P. G. M. 
From his address we quote as follows: 
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We are not standing still, dead-locked, while all the rest of the 
world are driving past us. The Grand Council of Missouri is going 
along too, at a good square pace, on the highway of pi ogress, with a 
fair prospect of reaching the same goal of practical results to which 
other branches of the Masonic order are bound. There has been a 
wonderful advance within a year in the Cryptic rites in Missouri. The 
Councils have more than doubled in number, and spirit in the work has 
increased in proportion. The new law that you in your wisdom passed 
last year for the purpose of extending a knowledge of the Council de- 
grees, and establishing Councils in places where there are abundant 
materials for work, has done all that was expected of it in so short a 
time, and even surpassed the anticipation of many who were most hope- 
ful of the movement. The regulation to which I have reference, pro- 
vides that a lawful number of Royal and Select Masters, acting under 
the authority of the Grand Puissant, may repair to a place where it is 
desirable to plant a Council, open a Grand Council, receive and act 
upon the petitions of a sufficient number of Royal and Select Masters, 
and Royal Arch Masons who are agreed among themselves to form a 
Council — having already petitioned for that purpose — confer the de- 
grees, instruct the Companions in the work, and set them at work un- 
der dispensation. 

It has already proved to be a good, healthy law. Its merits have 
been fully tested, but its great benefits have but just begun to be 
developed. Its final result will be to establish a Council wherever 
there is a thriving Royal Arch Chapter, and then the necessity for the 
law exist no more, and it may be repealed. 

As a result of this new law nine new Councils were organized in one 
year. We would be glad to see some plan adopted, which would lead 
to similar results in our own State, and commend the subject to your 
serious consideration. 

Comp. Geo. Frank Gouley presented the report on Correspondence. 
He thus “explains” in his review of Louisiana: 

“We rise to explain.” Ho one can doubt the power of the Grand 
Council to give the Grand Master authority to grant a dispensation to 
nine Royal and Select Masters to open a Council to confer the degrees 
upon such as may be elected. Ho one can doubt the right that these 
nine new Royal and Select Masters have to file a regular petition for a 
new Council, and of the Grand Master to issue a dispensation therefor, 
which the Deputy has with him, and which he fills up with the proper 
officers and then and there institutes them and instructs them in the 
work thoroughly, when he leaves for home and they “go on” swim- 
mingly. % 

Ain’t it nice? Every good working Chapter should have a Council, 
and as we have seventy of the former, we will soon have at least fifty 
of the latter — then it would not be so “ anomalous ” as it used to be, 
for the law will then probably be repealed, as Royal Arch Masons will 
not have to go five hundred miles to get ten dollars’ worth of degrees. 
Try it in Louisiana, and you will soon have more than five chartered 
Councils sitting down at your at your annual feast.

MISSISSIPPI. 

We regret that we have not received the proceedings of this Grand 
‘Council. We learn from other reports that, in January, 1871, a reso- 
lution was adopted, submitting to their subordinate Councils the ques- 
tion of the propriety of abandoning the Council degrees to the Chap- 
ters. We suggested in a former report that such a course would be 
well, pi'ovided it could be done by unanimous consent. Now that the Su- 
preme Grand Council, thirty-third degree, has renounced all jurisdic- 
tion over the degrees of Royal and Select Master, such disposition of 
the Council degrees is more feasable than formerly, as one very formi- 
dable objection is out of the question. It was formerly argued that if 
the Council organization was abandoned the degrees would revert to 
their original possessors from whom we derived them. We doubt 
whether the majority of the Grand Councils will consent to abandon 
their organization and unless they do, we had better adopt a plan to 
increase the number of our subordinates. 

Since concluding our report we have received the proceedings of 
this Grand Council, January, 1872. The Grand Master, in his address, 
despairs of obtaining uniformity of work throughout the United States 
and recommends the adoption of a work. He thinks the Super-Excel- 
lent Degree “stands in the same relation to Cryptic Masonry that the 
Good Samaritan does to the Royal Arch.” What he means we can only 
guess , but reckon we do not differ much about it. He received the 
thanks of the Grand Council for his opinion on the subject. 

The proposition of the previous year to dispense with Councils of R. 
and S. Masters was voted down by vote of 52 to 47. 

The Committee on M. P. Grand Master’s address recommended that 
a Committee of three be appointed to adopt such measures as to them 
may seem best to secure uniformity of work. 

Comp. Wm. S. Patton presented an excellent report on Correspond- 
ence. Of North Carolina he says: “We know our North Carolina 
Companions are of the true metal, and if they will but arouse from 
their slumber, all will be right by the next meeting.” Time was when 
it was very fashionable to call North Carolina, Rip Van Winkle, but 
we have heard but littler said of him of late years. In fact we think 
we are pretty well woke up, if we except one of our number, who is 
addicted to sleeping at times, as is evidenced to all who have heard 
him snore ! ” 
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NEW BRUNSWICK. 

We are indebted to the Correspondence report of Comp. Corson, of 
New Jersey, for our intelligence from this Grand Chapter. 

In August, 1870, the following was adopted : 

4 ‘Resolved, That hereafter all Councils working under warrant from, 
the Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters of New Brunswick* 
Dominion of Canada shall have power and authority to confer the de- 
gree of ‘Red Cross’ or 4 Babylonish Pass,’ provided, always, however, 
that applicants shall first have received the degree of 4 Select,’ 4 Royal * 
and 4 Super-Excellent Master, ’ and further 

44 Resolved , That the Constitution and By-Laws shall be and are here- 
by altered and amended to meet this provision, any rule to the con- 
trary being hereby declarad null and void, and further 

44 Resolved , That the work of the degree of 4 Red Cross,’ or 4 Baby- 
lonish Pass,’ practiced in Canada, and now in the possession of the of- 
ficers of the Grand Council, be hereby adopted, and that officers of the 
respective Councils of Select Masters, under this jurisdiction, shall 
severally hold by virtue thereof the corresponding office in the said 
Councils of ‘Red Cross,’ or ‘Babylonish Pass,’ and further 

44 Resolved, That nothing in the foregoing shall be considered as 
tending to prevent Encampments of Knights Templar working within 
the Dominion of Canada, communicating the said degree, under any 
special authority, for the purpose of enabling Fratres of said Encamp- 
ments, visiting Encampments where the possession of this degree is 
made a prerequisite.” 


NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

Grand Council met May 17, 1871. The proceedings possess only 
local interest. There was no report on Correspondence. 

NEW JERSEY. 

We have in one neat volume, the proceedings of the thirteenth and 
fourteenth Annual Assemblies, January, 1871 and 1872. 

At the first of these but little was done, four months only elapsed 
since their preceding meeting. 

The address is short and of only local interest, and there was no re- 
port on Correspondence. • 

From the M. P. G. Master’s address to the last assembly, we learn 
that Cryptic Masonry is progressing favorably in that jurisdiction. 

The new Grand Councils of Minnesota and Ontario were cordially 
welcomed into fraternal fellowship and a Committee of seven was ap- 
pointed to attend the Convention of Grand Councils next week. 

We find, in the report on Foreign Correspondence, a valuable table* 
prepared by Comp. J. H. Drummond, which we deem worthy of re> 
publishing for the benefit of the Craft : 
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(From the Grand Council of Maine ) 

ORGANIZATION OF GRAND COUNCILS. 

From Report of Comp. J. H. Drummond , of Maine . 

Alabama. — Organized in 1838 by twenty-seven R. and S. Masters. 

Arkansas. — Organized in 1860 by representatives of four Councils, 
chartered by the Supreme Council 33rd degree, Southern Jurisdic- 
tion, at whose invitation the Council was held. 

California. — Organized in 1860 by delegates from four Councils, 
two chartered by the Grand Council of Alabama, one by that of Ten- 
nessee and one by that of Texas. 

Connecticut. — Organized in 1819 by eight of the nine Councils then 
existing in the State. 

Florida. — Organized in-1858 by three Councils, having charters from 
the Supreme Council, 33rd degree, S. J. 

Georgia. — A Grand Council was organized in 1825 or 1826, by Coun- 
cils established by the Southern Supreme Council, 33rd degree, but it 
became extinct soon after and no record of it can be found. The 
present Grand Council was organized in 1841. 

Illinois. — Organized in 1853 by three Councils, supposed to have 
been chartered by the G. Council of Kentucky, but it afterwards ap- 
pearing that one of the Councils had not then been chartered, it was 
reorganized in 1854. 

Indiana. — Organized in 1855 by two Councils chartered by the G. 
Council of Ohio, and one chartered by the G, Council of Kentucky. 

Iowa. — Organized in 1857 by three Councils chartered by the Grand 
Council of Illinois. 

Kansas. — Organized in 1867 by three Councils chartered by the G. 
Council of Missouri. 

Kentucky . — Organized in 1827 by six or seven Councils. 

Louisiana. — The present Grand Council was organized in 1856 by 
four Subordinates, a former G. Council having become extinct. 

Maine. — Organized in 1855 by three Councils holding charters from 
the G. Council of Massachusetts. 

Massachusetts. — Organized in 1826 by seven Councils, no one of 
which then had a charter. 

Michigan . — Organized in 1858 by three Councils chartered by the G. 
Council of Connecticut. 

Minnesota — Organized in 1870 by three Councils. 

Mississippi . — Organized in 1856 by seven Councils chartered by the 
G. Council of Princes of Jerusalem for Mississippi, which derived ita 
authority from the Supreme Council, 33rd degree, S. J. 

Missouri. — Organized in 1864 by three Councils chartered by the G. 
Council of Illinois. 

New Brunswick. — Organized in 1867 by three Councils chartered by 
the G. Council of Maine. 

New Hampshire . — Organized in 1823. 

New Jersey . — Organized in 1860 by three Councils, two of which 
were chartered by Pennsylvania and one by G. Council of New York. 

New York. — One G. Council organized in 1807, another in 1854. In 
1860 the two united, forming the present G. Council. 

North Carolina. — Organized in 1822 by four Councils.* 


* The Grand Council of North Carolina was re-organized in Wil- 
mington in 1860 by three Councils, located in Wadesboro’, Salisbury 
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Ohio . — Organized in 1830 by five Councils. 

Ontario . — Organized in 1871 by four Councils. 

Pennsylvania . — Organized in 1847 — re-organized in 1854. 

Rhode Island . — Organized in 1860 by three Councils. 

South Carolina . — Organized in 1860 by nine Councils chartered by 
the Supreme Council, 33rd degree, S. J. — re-organized in 1869. 

Tennessee . — Organized in 1847 by five Councils, two chartered by the 
G. Council of Kentucky, two by the Supreme Council, 33rd degree, 
S. J., and one by the G. Council of Alabama. 

Texas . — Organized in 1856 by three Councils, one chartered by the 
G. Council of Kentucky, one by Alabama and one by New York. 

Vermont . — Organized in 1854 by four Councils. 

Virginia . — Organized in 1820 — the jurisdiction of the degrees was 
surrendered to the G. Chapter in 1841 and the G. Council disbanded. 

Wisconsin . — Organized in 1857 by three Councils chartered by the 
G. Council of Ohio. 

We find on examination that the recorded history of the Grand 
Council of North Carolina, is very imperfect and recommend that a 
Committee be appointed to report a complete record at our next Con- 
vocation. 

The report on Correspondence is by Dr. Corson, and as heretofore 
he does full justice to the subject. We agree with him that u any 
Companion has the right to dimit when he pleases, if his dues are paid. 
Masonry is voluntary, and we have no right to force membership upon 
any one.” 

NEW YORK. 

We have been interested, instructed and amused by a perusal of the 
proceedings of the Grand Council at its Assembly in February, 1871, 
and we regret that time and space will not permit us to do justice in 
our review of them. As most of the subjects mentioned therein have 
been noticed in preceding portions of this report, we trust that we 
may be excused from details. 

The Grand Master, in his address, reports ten Dispensations granted 
"for new Councils. He advocates the adoption by the Grand Council 
of a system for paying its officers and representatives, and thinks such 
a plan would insure a full representation from its subordinates, and 
make the Grand Council independent of other Grand Bodies meeting 
about the same time and place. 

Comp. C. Craig presents two reports on Correspondence, one for 


and Greensboro’. These Councils were organized under dispensations 
from the Supreme Council of the Southern Jurisdiction A. and A. Rite. 

In consequence of the war, no meeting was again held until June, 
1866, when a Constitution was adopted. 

Since that time the Grand Council has met annually. Charters were 
granted to Councils, No. 1, 4 and 5 in 1867, No. 6 in 1868. 
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1869 which he calls supplemental, the other for 1871. Both are well 
written documents, a little crispy at times, but generally his quotations 
are well selected and his criticisms just. Here is the estimate in which 
he holds some of the members of the Mutual Admiration Society : 

Give us Drummond for an historical report ; Thornton, for a well- 
written one; Reynolds, for an argumentative and statistical one; 
Storer, for one filled with splendid selections ; Corson, for one com- 
posed of ill- intended, back-handed compliments; Gouley, for an anti- 
Scotch Rite ; but for all, give us Comp. xYustin. 

We think Comps. Corson and Gouley deserve higher seats than are: 
here assigned them. 

There is more truth than poetry in the following, which he quotes 
from Comp. Wm. W. Austin, of Indiana : 

Of Pennsylvania, speaking of 111. Comp. Creigh’s address, who calls 
“ Pennsylvania: a State pre-eminently great — moiall} 7 , scientifically, 
religiously, and Masonically ” — 

“Merit, clothed in a garb of modesty, is fair to look upon, but when 
she blows her horn and announces her approach in this grandiloquent 
style, we ask time enough ‘to get on a fence and see her go by,’ that 
we may not be crushed by her majesty.” “Truly doth the poet warble : 

“ Never, never can there he 
Pure and perfect Masonry. 

Except in Per. ns\ Ivan'- >-e; 

Nowhere Masons can you see 
Of such excessive modesty, 

As those of Pennsylvania -3.” 

There are many good things in this report, but our trainer cries 
“ Time .” 


OHIO. 

We have no intelligence from this Grand Council since September, , 
1870, when fifty-three subordinate Councils were represente 1 at Grand 
Council. 

They conclude : 

“From the recent discussions as to the source whence we have re- 
ceived the degrees of R. and S. Master, it is manifest that any juris- 
diction over these degrees exercised by a Chapter of R A. M. can only 
be assumed, and can in no sense constitute such Chapter ‘a Council 
established by proper authority.’” 

They think that the Super-Excellent Master’s Degree “adds no- 
thing ” to our system of Free Masonry. 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

We have not been favored with a copy of the Proceedings of this 
Grand Council, but as it has been suggested by previous quotations. 
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that there are some peculiarities about our u friends' 1 ' (we allude to 
those who say “ thee ” and “thy ”) we appropriate from the report of 
Comp. Blackie, of Tennessee: 

Annual Session, the twenty-fourth, was held at Williamsport on the 
14th June, 1870. 111. Comp. Christian F. Knapp, M. P. G. Master. 

Eleven Councils represented, and eight “Giblemites” in attendance. 

Pkoceedings. The Most Puissant has been at work. Immediately 
after his installation, he appointed twenty-seven Giblemites for the 
nine Arches, each of whom he expected to make report, These Illus- 
trious Companions he had clothed as follows: 

It being necessary that the Giblemites in their Grand visitations 
should be properly clothed, and being called upon to decide what Re- 
galia and Jewel should be worn, and in the absence of any law on the 
subject, I decided that the Jewel should be a union between the Grand 
Officers of similar rank of the Grand Lodge and Grand Chapter, for 
the reason that, as the Council degrees are explanatory of the Lodge 
and Chapter, our Jewel should combine both. 

The Jewel being of gold, consisting of a circle, in the circle a trian- 
gle, and in the center of the triangle the sun; on back of the Jewel 
engraved the name of the Giblemite, the number of the arch, when 
appointed, and by whom. 

The Collar — purple, edged with gold lace, nine embroided gold 
stars. The Apron — white lamb skin, trimmed with purple, edged with 
gold lace, and the Jewel embroided in center, in gold, and the trowel 
in flap of the same. Several Giblemites have procured said Jewel and 
Regalia, and trust you will approve the same. 

He recommended that the Grand Council procure Regalia and Jewels 
for its officers (but we wish he would not use the word Regalia) ; that 
some notice be taken of the untiring labors of Sir Alfred Creigh in the 
Grand Council; that a Committee on Foreign Correspondence be ap- 
pointed ; that the new degree, unearthed by that assiduous Compan- 
ion, Alfred Creigh, and styled the Past Thrice Illustrious Grand Mas- 
ter’s Degree, be exemplified and, if approved, adopted ; and that all 
the Councils be required to clothe and equip themselves in becoming 
manner. He had made 48 visitations ; initiated 91 persons and con- 
ferred 273 degrees; spent 86 days; traveled 3,813 miles, and expended 
over and above what some of the Councils contributed, $155.70; and 
for printing, stationery, postage and express, $57.45. Who can say 
that he has not done his duty ? He believes that the great evil in the 
jurisdiction is the want of instruction, and believes it to be impera- 
tively necessary that provisions be made to have this regularly and 
systematically imparted. His recommendations were all adopted, and 
the “ Giblemites ” submitted their reports, which however are not pub- 
lished. A new set of twenty-seven were appointed before the close of 
the Session. 

Statistics. Councils, 17; members, 1,270; received, 186. 

Elections. Christian F. Knapp, Bloomsfrurg, M. P. Grand Master; 
Thomas W. Wright, of Pittsburgh, Grand Recorder. 

We have a great respect for some of the peculiarities of our Pennsy- 
lvania Companions, while we think they might improve by adopting 
,some things in which others differ from them. 
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RHODE ISLAND. 

No report of Proceedings received. 

SOUTH CAROLINA. 

Proceedings of February, 1871 and 1872, in one volume. 

In 1871 the M. P. Grand Master, A. G. Mackey, was not present, 
§>ut sent his address, in form of a letter, from his new home in Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

From it we extract the following: 

The Super-Excellent degree continues to be used in many of our sis- 
ter jurisdictions, but my more enlarged experience on the subject, 
only leads me to a stronger conviction of the correctness of the opinion 
I have formerly expressed, and which you have unanimously endorsed, 
that it would be both improper and inexpedient to adopt it as a part 
of our system. 

The suggestion made by some of the Grand Councils, that the Royal 
and Select degrees should be merged in the Chapter, is one which lam 
sure you will not think worthy of your attention, unless it be emphati- 
cally to repudiate. The Grand Chapter of South Carolina, long ago 
expressed its opinion on this subject— adversely to a similar proposi- 
tion, made in the year 1826 by the Grand Chapter of Maryland. You 
have no right to abandon your jurisdiction over degrees which you re- 
ceived from your .predecessors; nor, if you had, would the Grand 
Chapter, I am certain, receive the unwelcome gift. The obligation of 
allegiance which you have all taken to the Grand Council, is one which 
cannot be conscientiously set aside ; and any act, tending to destroy 
its existence, would be a violation of that obligation. 

It will be necessary that you should repeal the clause of your Consti- 
tution which gives certain prerogatives to Inspectors General, or, if it 
remains, it must be as a dead letter; for the Supreme Council of the 
Thirty-third degree, at its last meeting, in May, 1870, formally relin- 
quished all control over the degrees of Royal and Select Master. An. 
Inspector General, in South Carolina, now possesses no more rights or 
privileges, in Cryptic Masonry, than any other member of the Grand 
Council. 

As the history of Cryptic Masonry in North Carolina is very similar 
to the following, we will, at the risk of being tedious, copy again from 
the same address: 

The Royal and Select degrees were first introduced into South Caro- 
lina in the year 1783, and were conferred by the Lodge of Perfection, 
in the City of Charleston, under the authority of the Ancient and Ac- 
cepted Rite, and for a very long time were conferred under no other 
authority. 

The first Council established in the State was Adoniram Council, 
No. 1, which was organized by mein the year 1850, in my capacity as 
a Grand Inspector General, and under the immediate authority of the 
Supreme Council of the Ancient and Accepted Rite. Subsequently, 
.and by the same authority, I established Councils at Laurensville, 
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Cokesbury, Anderson, Columbia, Lancaster, Flint Hill, York and: 
Cheraw. Some of these are still living, and a few of them extinct. 

In the year 1860, these nine Councils met on the 15th February, in 
the City of Charleston, and formed a Grar d Council. The superven- 
tion of the war was disastrous to the progress of Cryptic Masonry in 
South Carolina, as it was to the other branches of the order, but it 
has since revived, and I think that the report of the Grand Recorder 
will show that it is in a favorable condition. 

In 1872 this Grand Council adopted the following: 

The 1st Article of the Constitution of this Grand Council, was fram- 
ed in accordance with the warrants derived from the Supreme Council,. 
33d degree, and hence limited. In consequence of the renunciation, 
and to make such Article conform to the existing condition of the 
Council degrees, the Committee recommend that the last clause of said 
Article be stricken out, and, in lieu thereof, there be inserted as fol- 
lows: 1 ‘But the Supreme Council aforesaid, having now renounced 
all jurisdiction over the Council degrees, that this Grand Council do. 
now assume to itself, and retain in itself, all the rights inherent in 
such bodies.” And, also, that the words “At the hands of a Sove- 
reign Grand Inspector General,” in Article 2, be stricken out. 

They decline to recognize the Grand Council of Ontario in the fol- 
lowing dignified language : 

As adopted by the Grand Council of Ontario, Section 5, of the Arti- 
cle on Subordinate Councils under its jurisdiction, declares that such. 
Subordinate Councils shall not admit to membership any Companion 
who has not received the degrees of Super-Excellent Master and Red 
Cross. If such Councils cannot admit to membership, it must follow 
that they cannot admit to visit Companions who have not received 
those degrees. The degrees of Super-Excellent Master and Red Cross,, 
are neither conferred nor recognized in this jurisdiction, hence, it fol- 
lows that a Companion instructed here, could not visit there, and 
there can be no reciprocity. While lamenting the want of uniformity,* 
jet it appears to interpose an unpassable objection to the recognition 
of the Grand Council of Ontario by this Grand Council. 

Article second of their Constitution appears to us a little defective.. 
It reads as follows : 

No Royal and Select Master shall ever be acknowledged as regular, 
or admitted to visit any Council in the State, if he has been made un- 
der the authority of a Chapter of Royal Arch Masons, nor unless he 
has received the degrees in a just and legally constituted Council, or 
being a Royal Arch Mason. 

Sanitary laws and Quarantine regulations are very right and proper 
but would not such a law as the following be rather unnecessarily se- 
vere, “No person having been sick with cholera shall ever be permit- 
ted to enter any port in the United States.” People sometimes get well 
of cholera and after they are healed , there is no danger of contagion..

TENNESSEE. 

Convocation, November, 1871. A. Y. Warr, T. I. G. M., reports 
in his address a large amount of official labor. Dispensations were is- 
sued to four new Councils. We think he is in error on the following r 

In some Councils the T. I. M. informs the newly admitted Compan- 
ion that he is not a member of any Council until he signs the By-Laws, 
and that if he so prefers he need not belong to any Council. I would 
recommend the same rule on this point as governs Lodges and Chapters. 

The Committee, to whom the address was referred, paid no atten- 
tion to the recommendation. We have observed frequently of late in 
the proceedings of different Grand Bodies, a diversity of opinion on 
the question of membership. We hold that membership like every 
thing else in Masonry is voluntary. Men apply for degrees , not mem- 
bership. After they have gotten the degrees they may, if they aie 
pleased with the by-laws of the particular institution in which they 
received the degrees, become members by signing the by-lavcs . If, how- 
ever, they find, upon examination, that the by-laws are burdensome, 
(either from unexpected excess of dues or any other requirement, )o 
they may decline to become subject to them. A person may obtain 
degrees just as he is about to remove to some other jurisdiction. In 
In that case it would be better for him to apply for membership at his 
new home, and it would be quite superfluous for him to join a Coun- 
cil, and then immediately apply for a dimit. 

If membership is voluntary then a failure to perform the require- 
ments of membership should be punished by dismembership. In oth- 
er words — If a member fails to comply with the by-laws in the matter 
of paying dues, his name should be stricken from the roll of members, 
and he, from that time, forfeits the privileges of membership. But to, 
suspend or expel, and that without trial as is done in some jurisdic- 
tions, for non-payment of dues, is to our mind unmasonic at least. As. 
well hang a man for petty larceny. 

Representatives were appointed to the Convention proposed for; 
next week. 

We find, in the report on Correspondence, a very valuable history 
of Cryptic Masonry, compiled by Comp. J. H. Drummond, of Maine, 
in 1870. We cannot resist the temptation to re-publish for the bene- 
fit of the Craft in this State : 

There can be no doubt that the three degrees, now known as the 
Cryptic Rite, were originally all “side” or detached degrees of the. 
Ancient Accepted Rite, or Rite of Perfection, and that the possessors, 
of them were authorized to confer them at pleasure (as is the case with, 
all “side degrees”) upon those qualified to receive them — Royal Arcli. 
Masons, or Masons of the Ninth Arch. 
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They were introduced and disseminated into this country from sev- 
eral different sources. 

1. Henry Andrew Francken brought them with him in 1767, and 
conferred them upon Samuel Stringer, who afterwards removed to 
Maryland, and Moses M. Hayes, who was afterwards Grand Master in 
Massachusetts. Through Hayes the degrees— one or more of them — 
were disseminated in Massachusetts and the adjoining States, and it 
is probable that the founders of the Council in Hew Hampshire in 
1815, and of those first formed in Massachusetts, received the degrees 
directly or indirectly from Hayes. They certainly received them be- 
fore the advent of Cross, and we have been unable to find any evi- 
dence whatever of their receiving them from any other source than 
from Hayes. 

2. Joseph Myers, at the foundation of the Council of Princes of 
Jerusalem, at Charleston in 1778, deposited a copy of these degrees in 
its archives, and they were conferred, in 1783, in the Lodge of Perfec- 
tion there, upon several brethren, three of whom were living in 1827, 
when a Report was made in the Grand Chapter of South Carolina, in 
reply to the Maryland Circular, which we shall notice hereafter. The 
Supreme Council, at its formation in 1801, took charge of these de- 
grees, and by its agents, disseminated them widely through the South 
and. West. Indeed, a large majority of the Grand Councils derive 
their existence, directly or indirectly, from this source, as the histor- 
ical facts, given in this Report, show. 

It is stated that in the earlier charters for Lodges of Perfection, au- 
thority was given to confer these as side degrees. In an appendix to 
an oration delivered by Dalcho, in the Lodge of Perfection in 1807, 
he states that there are detached degrees connected with the regular 
degrees of the Lodge, and among them he enumerates the degree of 
Select Master. 

3. Joseph Cerneau brought them in 1807 from France to Hew York, 
and established a Grand Council there. This Grand Council refused 
to recognize those receiving the degrees from any other source. But 
its Subordinates, out of New York , united with Councils chartered 
from other sources. In this Grand Council, the Super-excellent degree 
was one of the series, and was conferred in its Subordinates from a 
very early date. 

4. Philip P. Eckel, of Maryland, as early as 1812, obtained the Se- 
lect degree in some manner unknown. It has been supposed that he 
obtained it from a German who came from Berlin and lived with him ; 
others have supposed he obtained it from Stringer, who brought it 
from Albany ; others, that he received it from Myers, who also visited 
Baltimore. The evidence upon this point is unsatisfactory ; but he 
received it in such manner as led him to believe that he had the con- 
trol of it. 

Comp, Harry R Taylor, of Florida, states that EbenezerWodsworth, 
of Hew York, told him that he assisted in 1819 in conferring the Ro- 
yal Master’s degree upon Comps. Eckel and Eddes, of Maryland, and 
Salem Town, of Hew York. There is no mention of any other of these 
degrees than the Select Master in connection with Eckel or his associates 
or agents till after that date (1819). It was conferred by him, and un- 
der his authority, for several years, sometimes by communication and 
.sometimes in a Council regularly, but temporarily organized by him 
for that purpose. Comp. Hezekiah Hiles was associated with him. In 
Hovember, 1817, the Grand Chapter of Maryland received a communi- 
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cation from Comp. Niles, then D. G. H. P., and, in accordance with 
his recommendation, adopted a resolution empowering its subordinates 
to ‘ ‘ open and hold Chapters of Select Masters, and confer the degree 
of Select Master Mason on such as they may deem worthy of receiving 
the same.” This we understand to be the first action of that Grand 
Chapter in relation to any of these degrees. We have not a full file 
of its Proceedings, but the next action we find is in 1820, when a reso- 
lution was passed ordering that whereas some Chapters consider it ob- 
ligatory to confer the degrees ot Royal Master and Noah’s Ark previ- 
ous to conferring the Royal Arch, and whereas those degrees are very 
imperfectly understood, Chapters may in their discretion omit confer- 
ring them. In 1824 the constitution was revised, and the degrees to 
be conferred are given in it, as M. Master Select Mason (in one place. 
Select Master), M. E. Master and Royal Arch. Returning now to 
Eckel, we find that in the autumn of 1816, he conferred the degree of 
Select Master upon Jeremy L. Cross, a native, of New Hampshire resid- 
ing in Connecticut, who had just been appointed Grand Lecturer of 
the General Grand Chapter, and authorized him to confer this degree 
without fee, on all Royal Arch Masons. Cross started on a tour through 
Kentucky, Ohio, and Missisippi, in which States he conferred the de- 
gree and established Councils of Select Masters. We are indebted to 
Comp. John A. Harris, of New Hampshire, for access to a pamphlet 
published by Cross in the summer of 1819, in which he gives a list of 
the Councils he had organized. It is a copy of the same pamphlet 
which Comp. John Dove says James Cushman took to Virginia in 1820. 
According to this pamphlet, he had organized, between November 23, 
1816, and that summer, two Councils in Kentucky, one in Ohio, one 
in Missisippi, two in Vermont by himself and seven by proxy (Cotton), 
two in Massachusetts, one in New Hampshire, one in New Jersey, 
three in Delaware, two in Virginia, and eleven in Connecticut — in all, 
thirty-three. Some of these had already been formed, but took a war- 
rant from him ; many of these survived but a few years. Before pub- 
lishing this pamphlet and after the first of the year 1818, Cross seems 
to have obtained the Royal Master’s degree. In his warrant granted 
to John Dove and others, December 25, 1817, he undertakes “by the 
High Powers in me vested by the Thrice Illustrious and Grand Puis- 
sant in the Grand Council of Select Masons , held at Baltimore,” to em- 
power the Companions “to form themselves into a regular Council of 
Select Masters while in the warrant granted September, 1819, in 
Rhode Island, we have seen that he undertakes “by the High Powers 
in me vested by the Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters, held 
in the City of Baltimore,” to empower the Companions “to form them- 
selves into a regular Council of Royal and Select Masters.” The Ver- 
mont warrants were like the Virginia warrant, and in one of the Coun- 
cils the Royal Master’s degree was not recognized till the formation of 
the Grand Council in 1854. A Council was formed in New York un- 
der the authority of Cross, but as late as 1821, when it was merged in 
the Cerneau Council, it did not possess the degree of Royal Master. 
Cross received fees for conferring these degrees and organizing Coun- 
cils, and was evidently something of an adventurer. We find no evi- 
dence of his conferring the R. M. degree before the publication of the 
pamphlet to which we have referred. We are satisfied that he acquired 
that degree in 1819, remodeled his “High Powers” by including it, 
published this pamphlet and set out on a new campaign to establish 
Councils of Royal and Masters , as he did in Rhode Island. Cushman 
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moved to Virginia and did the same thing there. So matters went on 
till 1827, when the G. H. Priest of Maryland submitted to his Grand 
Chapter a paper purporting to be an authority to Jeremy L. Cross, 
empowering him to grant warrants to Councils of Royal and Select 
Masters in States therein named. This document (which is not given 
in the Proceedings, we regret to say) was read and referred to a, com- 
mittee, who recommended the sending of a circular to other Grand 
Chapters in relation to it. This was done ; and in the circular it was 
stated that the Select degree existed in that State under the authority 
of a distinguished chief, without being recognized by the Grand Chapter 
till 1824. when it was formally recognized; that they had learned that 
Councils of Select Masons had been instituted “through a great mis- 
take or actual abuse of any authority delegated, or meant to be dele- 
gated;” and that they recommcnled the Grand Chapters to take 
charge of it The authors of the circular evidently supposed that the 
sole origin of the degree was in Maryland. 

To this circular the Grand Chapter of South Carolina replied, show- 
ing the error of our Maryland Companions, as we have quoted in our 
review under the head of South Carolina. The Grand Councils of New 
Hampshire, Massachusetts and Virginia replied substantially that, as 
there was a Grand Council inexistence in their respective States, they 
could not interfere. No Grand Chapter, so far as we can learn, replied 
favorably. In this connection, one matter should be noticed, not so 
much for its importance in this discussion, as to vindicate the truth of 
history. It has been stated, and recently repeated in an able article 
in reference to these degrees that the Grand Chapter of Maryland, at 
the suggestion of the General Grand Chapter, expelled or suspended 
Cross for his share in the transactions above recited. This statement 
is incorrect. No such action is found in the published Proceedings of 
either body. And Comp. Charles Gilman, in 1848, declared that the 
records of both bodies were in his possession, and that “nothing of the 
kind appears among them.” And he suggests further, that Cross never 
having been a resident of Maryland, but of Connecticut, Maryland 
had no jurisdiction; and also that then (1848) Cross was in good 
standing We will add to this, that however much he had abused the 
confidence of Eckel and NiJes, he had committed no offence against 
the General Grand Chapter, or the Grand Chapter of Maryland, as 
neither of them had then taken charge of these degrees, or any of 
them. It has been claimed, (and the claim recently re-asserted) espe- 
cially by our Virginia Companions, that all Grand Councils and their 
subordinates now existing, derive their authority, directly and indi- 
rectly, from Cross; and, therefore, as he had no authority to form 
Councils, they are all illegal, and the degrees should be remitted to 
the Chapters, where Eckel, their original chief, placed them From 
the historical facts hereinbefore stated, it will be perceived that in this 
claim there are several fundamental errors. 1. Eckel never had any 
authority, or claimed to have any, over the R. M. degree. 2. He was 
by no means their original chief in this country, as they were dis- 
seminated from at least three other independent sources. 3. A very 
large majority of the Councils now existing do not derive their auth- 
ority. directly or indirectly from Cross ; the Councils which organized 
the Grand Councils of Connecticut, Vermont and Virginia, were es- 
tablished by him, or under his authority ; the latter has dsssolved ;, 
Vermont has established no Councils out of the State; Connecticut es- 
tablished Xof those which took part in forming Grand Councils) three 
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in Michigan, one in New Hampshire, (and perhaps the other two were 
founded by Cross) three in New York, (which formed the second 
Grand Council there that was merged in the other) and one in Rhode 
Island, (and one of the others was foundecW)y Cross). In addition to 
these, some of the Councils in Massachusetts may have been founded 
by him. But these are all in the country which derive their authority , di- 
rectly or indirectly , from Jeremy L. Cross. As Eckel first placed the 
degree of Select Master under control of the Grand Chapter in 1824, 
when there were three or four Grand Councils of Royal and Select Mas- 
ters , with at least sixty subordinates, it will be perceived that the 
claim of the Grand Chapters to control all these degrees is utterly 
without foundation. 

It has generally been admitted that those Councils organized by 
Cross were illegal, and the Grand Councils formed by them no more 
regular, but it has been held, that by the lapse of time, and general 
acquiescence, they have acquired control of these degrees. But we 
submit the following considerations, as establishing a different view. 
The degrees were side degrees unorganized, which any possessor of 
them might confer at pleasure upon competent candidates. Or instead 
of so doing, several could unite and confer them in a formal manner. 
Eckel himself called an assembly for that purpose a Council. It was 
entirely competent for such a Council to have rules and regulations for 
its government, and make itself a permanent body, and to do this, not 
by virtue of a warrant, but by the consent of those composing it. It 
was also competent for the possessors of the degrees to agree among 
themselves that these degrees should be conferred in no other way. 
When one body was formed in this way, another could easily adopt 
the same rules ; when several were formed in a State, they could form 
a Grand Council for the government of the degrees in such State. It 
is in such manner only that any Rite can be organized in the first in- 
stance; and it is the only way confusion can be prevented. For in- 
stance, various Councils were established by the Companions in Vir- 
ginia, and a Grand Council formed. The rules of this Grand Council 
were the law in that jurisdiction, and the authority which any Com- 
panion might otherwise have had to confer the degrees were restricted. 
As this was almost universally done, it has become the law of the Rite. 
It is evident that all the possessors of any side degree (which any one 
could confer at pleasure) may agree together that it shall be conferred 
only in a certain described manner, and thus organize it, and all who 
received it afterwards would be bound by their action. So, while we 
hold that the warrants of Cross conferred no authority, we also hold 
thit the bodies which adopted his code of laws by the consent of the 
•members, and worked under them, were legitimate, and the Grand 
Councils formed by them, the Supreme power of the Rite, in the par- 
ticular jurisdiction. 

Much confusion has arisen from the erroneous assumption, that the 
degrees sprang from a single source in this country ; and we think we 
have shown that there were several sources, and one as legitimate as 
any other. 

When the Grand Chapter of Virginia assumed control of these de- 
grees in 1841, she ordered them to be conferred before that of Most 
Excellent Master — the first instance we can find in which this was 
done. In 1824, Maryland placed the Select degree between the Most 
Excellent and Royal Arch degrees, for the first time, so far as the pub- 
lished record shows ; but up to 1848, it had never been conferred (as 
Comp. Gilman says) before the Most Excellent. 
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We have given so much of the history of the Rite as the means with- 
in our reach allow. We trust the Companions in the respective juris- 
dictions will examine the records of their oldest Councils and give us 
all the facts which tend to throw light upon this subject. Massachu- 
setts, New York, Ohio, Kentucky and Connecticut can do much in 
this behalf. 


VERMONT. 

Proceedings of June 15, 1871. The following from the opening ad- 
dress of the M. P. Grand Master is too beautiful to be lost: 

In the hushed silence of our arches let us kneel with a humble and 
contrite spirit in praise of Him whose manifold goodness and fatherly 
protection we have ever enjoyed, remembering with gratitude, which 
shall be unfailing and constant, that “The Lord taketh pleasure in 
them that fear Him, in those that hope in His mercy.” 

We agree with him in the opinion that : 

No Companion who has been exalted should be without that know- 
ledge, the possession of which can only be obtained within our secret 
vault ; and I hope that active measures may soon be taken to institute 
Councils in the vicinity of all of our Chapters, believing that such ac- 
tion would lead to the most beneficent results, and that the Craft 
would be generally profited thereby. 

The report on Foreign Correspondence, by Comp. T. F. Stewart, is 
far above mediocrity, and we regret to see from his concluding para- 
graph that he contemplates, retiring from the repertorial corp. As 
we find nothing in his report to dissent from, and, as we have already 
expressed in other portions of this report our opinion of the various 
subjects, mentioned by him further comment would be superfluous. 


We have thus, my Companions, endeavored to give you a general 
idea of the transactions of our sister Grand Councils. We are consious 
of many defects in the report, but, such as it is, we commend it to the 
charity of our fellows trusting that another year the duty may devolve 
upon one better able to do justice to the subject.

The Most Puissant Grand Master submitted the following 
address : 


Companions of the Grand Council of North Carolina : 

At the close of another Masonic year, it gives me pleasure to welcome 
you again in Council assembled — together to renew our vow^, render 
thanks to that God who has so mercifully preserved us in the past, and 
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to legislate as"may seem best for the future good and prosperity of the 
Order. In all your deliberations, may that peace and harmony, without 
which grand results cannot be gained, be always maintained, so that we 
may return to our homes with the proud satisfaction of having faithfully 
performed our whole duty to the Craft. 

I regret exceedingly that the report I have to make regarding Cryptic 
Masonry in this jurisdiction is not such as will redound to our honor or 
credit. I regret that the want of interest manifested so fully in almost 
all of the Subordinate Councils is such as to weaken greatly our strength 
and consequent influence, and put in jeopardy even the continued ex- 
istence of this Grand Body. 

Placed by you as a sentinel on the watch tower, to overlook the in- 
terests of the Order and to sound the note of alarm whenever an enemy 
approaches, I feel I should be derelict did I fail in the performance 
of the duty assigned me. In other jurisdictions I find a manifest in- 
terest in, and continual enlargement of the Order, a generous atten- 
dance upon its called and stated Communications, universal peace and 
prosperity, and a promptness in furnishing a sufficiency of “ filthy lucre, ” 
(which, although so often decried, is the basis upon which our labor 
rests,) to carry on the work in view to a successful issue. How do we 
find it in our own? Little or no interest manifested, small and feeble 
Councils, the universal peace only of perfect rest, the withholding of the 
necessary financial means, without which our Councils, like our com- 
mercial interests, will come to naught. 

Early in January last, I addressed letters to the following Councils: 
Alpha No. 1; Adonriam No. 2; Greensboro’ No. 3; Wilmington No. 4i 
Enoch No. 5, and Davie No. G, requesting any information of general 
interest regaiding their past workings and prospects for the future. 
These communications elicited replies from none save Greensboro’ No. 
3 and Wilmington No. 5, the former of whom, I regret to say, have been 
under a cloud, but having rescusitated their Council upon what is, J 
trust, a substantial basis, express the hope that their former inactivity 
may be replaced by earnest efforts to regain their former position in the 
Order. The action which they took in electing officers in January last 1 
legalized, and believe now they will be faithful to their trusts. 

The report of Wilmington Council No. 4, will be made by the Grand 
Recorder, and I am glad to say, that having taken a new lease of li e 
she will henceforth be found in the front rank in the performance of 
duty. 

I call your attention to the Councils who are, as per report of the 
Grand Recorder, still delinquent, and recommend that the By-Laws be 
enforced against them. As the lifeless branches of a tree are removed 
in order that its growth may be stimulated and its beauty apparent, so 
should all Masonic excresences be cut off, that we may present to the 
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world a Masonry without spot or blemish, or any such thing; a Masonry 
perfect in its beauty and shining with undimmed splendor. 

On January 11th I granted a Dispensation to Davie Council No. 6, to 
Instal Comp. A. A. Harbin Thrice Illustrious Grand Master of that 
Council. 

On January 12th I received a communication from Comp. Geo, S. 
Blackie, Grand Recorder of the Grand Council of Tennessee, informing 
me that the appointment of Right Illustrious Jas. M. Fowler, as the 
Grand Representative of the Grand Council of North Carolina at the 
Grand Council of Tennessee, was made under a misapprehension, and 
returning his credentials, with the request that some other Companirn 
might be appointed in his stead. Accordingly I appointed and com- 
missioned Past Most Puissant Grand Master Jas. McCallum, which aj - 
pointment he has most fraternally accepted. 

Companions, I am well aware that the custom is prevalent with Grand 
Lodges, Grand Chapters and Grand Councils to appoint Companions re- 
siding in other jurisdictions as their representatives, but it strikes me 
the system is wrong. It is all very well for Mr. Smith to be received 
and acknowledged as Grand Representative of the Grand Council of 
North Carolina, but of what value is it to either Grand Body ? I shall 
not enlarge upon this theme, but recommend, so far as the Grand Coun- 
cil is concerned, that the custom be abolished. 

At the last session of this Grand Council, a resolution was passed re- 
questing Past Most Puissant Gran 1 Master, Thos. B. Carr, to attend and 
represent us in a Convention of Representatives from the several Grand 
Councils in the United States, which was to meet in the City of New 
York, in June, 1872. Cmip Carr complied with that request, and has 
his report ready for your information. 

The Committee on Nomenclature (being the only action of the Con- 
vention to which I shall allude) made the following report, which w s 
adopted. They recommend the following titles for Grand and Subordi- 
nate Bodies of the Cryptic Rite : 

1st. Most Illustrious Grand Master. 

2d. Deputy Illustrious Grand Mas;er. 

3d. Grand Principal Conductor of the Work. 

4th. Grand Treasurer. 

5th. Grand Recorder. 

6th. Grand Captain of the Guard. 

7th. Grand Conductor of the Council. 

8th. Grand Steward 

Dth. Grand Sentinel. 

For Subordinate Councils the word u Grand” is to be omitted, and 
'‘Thrice ” substituted for Most.” As it is desirable, if not important, 
that the whole body of Cryptic Masons should work harmoniously in 
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this matter, and as other jurisdictions are effecting a like charge, I res- 
pectfully recommend the adoption of the above Nomenclature. 

This Convention not having completed its labors, adjourned to meet 
at the same place on the second Wednesday of June, 1873. As the legis- 
lation of this body may prove of considerable interest to Cryptic Ma- 
sonry, I recommend that Past Most Puissant Grand Master, T. B. Carr, 
be again appointed our Representative, with authority to select an alter- 
nate, and that suitable provision be made for the payment of his neces- 
sary expenses. 

I have the honor of acknowledging the receipt of the proceedings of 
a number of Grand Councils, as per report of the Secretary, and regret 
that at our last Grand Convocation no committee was appointed to re- 
port upon what I have read with so much pleasure and profit. 

I regret to announce since our last annual Assembly, the death of Comp. 
Thos. W. Brown, so long the Grand Treasurer of this Grand CounciL 
No more fitting eulogy could I pronounce than that u He was ever faith- 
ful to his trust.” 

■‘Let the Dead rest, too sacred to me 
Is their life, their love, their memory, 

To bring them before the world’s cold eye 
To bear its heartless scrutiny. 

Ah no ! in the hearts of those they love best, 

There is the home for the dead to rest. 

Let the Dead rest, we need not be told 
By this printed page that the heart is cold, 

That the pulse beats not, that the sparkling eye 
Shall never speak its sympathy. 

Ah no! within each sorrowing breast 
Live still the dead, there let them rest. 

Let the dead rest, we too must die 
And meet them above the starry sky; 

There we may whisper, that here below. 

We wept their departure, in tears of woe. 

Mourn them in silence — the home of the blest 
Unites the long parted, there let them rest.” 

Companions, let us not be disheartened at our gloomy review of the- 
past. We have been at refreshment too long, let us now call to labor, 
and carefully removiug the noxious weeds which have so luxuriantly 
grown in this part of the Masonic Vineyard, let us infuse into it some of 
the energy and life with which Blue Lodge and Royal Arch Masonry is 
so fully blessed, so that the future may be bright in happy recollections 
of duty done, and the grand aim we have in view, (that of placing 
Cryptic Masonry in this State in the proud position to which she is enti- 
tled) be fullv accomplished.

We recommend that our Grand Constitution be amended in accord- 
ance with the suggestions of the Most Puissant Grand Master relative to 
the nomenclature, and the Constitution so amended be published with 
the proceedings. 

We fully appreciate the importance of being represented in the Con- 
vention of Representatives of Grand Councils, but owing to the depleted 
state of our treasury, we do not feel justified in recommending an ap- 
propriation for that purpose. 

We recommend that a memorial page in our proceedings be dedicated 
to the memory of our late Companion, Thomas W. Brown, who so faitl - 
fully served this Grand Council as Grand Treasurer from its organization 
almost to the day of his death.

CONSTITUTION 

OF THE

Adopted June 7th, 18S6 —Amended Juno 1S73, 


ORGANIZATION. 

Article 1 . This Grand Council shall consist of the fol- 
lowing officers, viz : Most Illustrious Grand Master, Deputy 
Illustrious Grand Master, Grand Principal Conductor ot 
the Work, Grand Treasurer, Grand Recorder, Grand Cap- 
tain of the Guard, Grand Conductor of the Council, Grand 
Steward, and Grand Sentinel^together with the Fast Most 


Illu^trkps Grand Masters, jOeputy Illustrious ^Grand JNla 
ters. Grand Principal Conduetoraof the Work,jxncl the three 
principal officers for the time being of the several Councils 
under the jurisdiction ot this Grand Council ; all of whom 
shall be entitled to a vote in the Grand Council : Provided , 
That . when any Past Grand Officer shall cease to be a mem- 
ber of a Subordinate Council, his membership in this Grand 
Council shall cease. 


REGULAR MEETINGS. 


Art. 2. The regular eo4F^oeat+or^ of this Grand Council 
shall be held in Wilmington, N. 0., on the Thursday al- 
ter the first Monday in June of each and every year. 
And in case of the absence of the Most Illustrious Grand 
Master, [the Deputy Illustrious Grand Master, or Grand 
Principal Conductor of the Work, or either of them, shall 

preside, taking precedence according to rank. In the 
o 
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absence of all the above named officers, then tlie oldest 
Grand Officer of those grades present ; and if there be none 
of the Past Grand Officers of the rank above named present, 
then the first officer of the oldest Subordinate Council 
present shall have power and authority to preside, and the 
representatives of three Subordinate Councils shall consti- 
tute a quorum. If, on the day of meeting, there be not a 
quorum present, the presiding officer may adjourn the 
Grand Council from day to day, until the close of the fourth 
day, when, if there be not a quorum present, the meeting 
shall be adjourned until the day for the next Annual 
. voca i k m, unless sooner or specially convened. j 


TIME OF ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 

Art. 3. The officers of this Grand Council shall be chosen 
at each regular Annual tfonv ocatnu ^ for tjiy term of one 


year. But should the Annual Convocation not be held at 
the stated time, they shall hold their officers until others 
are chosen, and the 3 lost Illustrious Grand Master, or in his 
absence, the Deputy Illustrious Grand Master for the time 
being, shall have power to call special meetings whenever 
they may deem it expedient, of which all the Subordinate 
Councils shall have due and timely notice. 

VOTES. 

Art. 4. All questions before this Grand Council shall be 
determined by a majority of the votes east. 

ELECTIONS AND VACANCIES. 

Art. 5. The constitutional officers of this Grand Council 
shall be elected by ballot, except the Grand Sentinel, who, 
together with the Grand Lecturer, shall be appointed by tlie 
3Iost Illustrious Grand piaster. „ All of whorm shall beffi- 
stalled before tlie closing ol the Grand Comm 
And in ease of the death or removal from this jurisdiction 
of any of the officers of rank below the then superior Grand 
Officer, the vacancy may be filled by such superior officer. 
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REPRESENTATIVES. 

Art. G. None but Royal and Select Masters, holding 
membership in a Subordinate Council, under the jurisdiction 
of this Grand Council, shall act as representative. Nor shall 
any person represent more than two Subordinate Councils 
at any Grand Ge mmunicatio nj>^^ il - xt -^^- Jt -^~^^ » 

VOTING. 

Art. 7. The Constitutional Grand and Past Grand offi- 
cers shall each have one vote, and each Subordinate Council, 
by its representative or representatives, three votes in this 
Grand Council. When the three principal officers are 
present, representing their Councils, they shall each have 
one vote ; if only two, the highest in rank shall have two 
votes and the other one; if but one be present, he shall cast 
the vote of the Council, and should any Subordinate Coun- 
cil fail to appoint a delegate in season, the Thrice Illus- 
trious Master, for the time being, if unable to attend, shall 
have power to appoint a proxy to represent his Council. 

GRAND LECTURER. 

Art. 8. The Grand Lecturer shall be furnished with a 
commission by the Most Illustrious Grand Master, under 
the seal of the Grand Council, attested by the Grand Re- 
corder; and the Councils by which he may be employed 
shall make him such compensation as may be agreed upon 
by the parties. He shall make no alterations in the work 
and lectures adopted by this Grand Council. 

TREASURER AND RECORDER. 

Art. 9. The Grand Treasurer and Grand Recorder shall 
have their books ready for examination at the commence- 
ment of each Annual 6omrmnmatiol^~ and a committee 
shall be appointed on the first day of the meeting for that 
purpose, who shall report before any election takes place. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

Art, 10, Petitions for warrants to open new Councils 


/ 
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must be signed by nine Select Masters, living within the 
jurisdiction, and accompanied by a certificate from the 
Council within the State, nearest the contemplated location 
of the new Council, vouching for the masonic abilities and 
moral character of the petitioners, and recommending that 
a charter be granted ; and the Most Illustrious Grand 
Master, or the Deputy Illustrious Grand Master may, upon 
such petition, if approved, grant his dispensation for the 
same, to remain in force until the first Grand Annual Gorrr- 
inuaication succeeding, when said Council shall petition for 
a charter, unless, for good and satisfactory reasons, this 
warrant shall be continued, and if no application is made at 
the succeeding Grand Annual G omrnmne a Ho nnor a charter, 
said warrant shall then be revoked. 


FEE FOE DISPENSATION. 


Art. 11. The fees for a warrant for a new Council shall 
be Thirty Dollars, of which the Grand Recorder shall re- 
ceive Five Dollars; and no warrant shall be granted until 
the fee is paid, which fee shall be in full, both for the war- 
rant and charter, should one be issued. 


DUES OF SUBORDINATES. 


Art. 12. The several Councils under this Grand Council, 
shall pay for the support thereof 



Recorder, annually, the sum 


That Councils under dispensation shall pay nothing for the 



But iu case of the extension of the warrant, they shall pay 
the fee as a Council under charter, for the time that the 
warrant may have been extended. 


CHANGE OF LOCATION. 


Art. 13. No Council under this jurisdiction shall change 
its location without the concurrence of this Grand Council, 
and the recommendation of the Council nearest the place to- 
which it is proposed to he removed. 
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RETURNS. 

Ai t. 14. Every Council under this Grand jurisdiction 
sha’l make returns annually to the Grand Recorder, at each 
Grand Annual Gen-vocation-, of the names of their officers Jl . 
and members, together with all admissions, deaths, suspen- 
sions, expulsions and withdrawals. And if any Council 
under this jurisdiction shall fail to assemble during any year, 
or shall neglect to he represented in this Grand Council for 
two years ia succession, or shall fail for two successive years 
to make returns as above and pay its dues, then, and in that 
case, the said Council shall forfeit to the nse of this Grand 
Council its Charter, Records, Jewels and Furniture, together 
with its money, and all other property of every kind and 
description. 

APPLICATIONS. 

Art. 15. The application of every candidate for the de- 
grees, in any Council under this jurisdiction, shall be made 
in writing, signed by the applicant and recommended by a 
member of said Council, and the said application shall lay 
over for the consideration of the members at least one meet- 
ing, unless by a unanimous vote of the members present, it 
shall be determined to ballot on said petition at the time it 
is presented; and no Council under this jurisdiction shall 
confer the degrees for a less sum than Five Dollars, which 
fee must, in all cases, accompany the petition. 

ADMISSION TO MEMBERSHIP. 

Art. 16. No Couneil under this jurisdiction shall admit 
to membership any person who is a member of, or in arrears 
to, another Council, nor without a demit from the Council 
of which he was last a member. 

DEGREES AND JURISDICTION. 

Art. 17. No Council under this jurisdiction shall confer 
the degrees or entertain the petition of any person who is a 
resident of another Grand or Subordinate jurisdiction, with- 
out the written permission and recommendation of the 
Council nearest his place of residence. 


IRREGULAR COUNCILS. 

A rt. 18. No Council within this jurisdiction, acting with- 
out a warrant from this Grand Council, shall be deemed 
lawful, and all communication with such Council, and with 
any person made therein, is hereby strictly forbidden, under 
a penalty of expulsion ; or, in the case of a Council, the ar- 
rest of its Charter. 

JURISDICTION. 

Art. 19. This Grand Council shall have original jurisdic- 
tion over all matters of controversy between its Subordinate 
Councils, and appellate jurisdiction in all matters of contro- 
versy arising therein. 



TRIALS. 

Art. 20. The trial of all masonic offences before any 
Council under this jurisdiction, shall be conducted accord- 
ing to the rules laid down in the Constitution of the Grand 
Royal Arch Chapter of North Carolina, under Article 21. 

AMENDMENTS. 

Art. 21. No alteration or amendment of this Consitution 
shall be made at any other than a^jegnla-r Communication . J

REPEAL. 

Art. 22. All former Constitutions of this Grand Council 
are hereby repealed. 




PROCEEDINGS 


The Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters of North Carolina 
held its Annual Assembly at St. John’s Hall in the City of Wilming- 
ton, on Thursday, June 4th, A. D. 1874, A. Dep.

The Grand Master delivered the following 
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ADDRESS: 

Companions of the Grand Council of North Carolina : 

The revolving wheels of time, true to the unerring law of nature, have 
brought us once more to the place of our annual gatherings with, I trust, 
hearts full of thankfulness to Him, who holds all things in the hollow of His 
hand, for the mercies and blessings vouchsafed us, during the Masonic year 
now past and gone. May His presence still abide with u3, may peace and 
harmony prevail during our deliberations, and may all be returned in safety 
to their homes, proud in the conciousness of duty faithfully performed. 

Cryptic Masonry in this jurisdiction, stands just where it did one year ago. 
It neither recedes nor advances, and the interest therein, with perhaps one or 
two exceptions, (so far as I can learn,) is not such as to indicate any very 
rapid strides in the future. It is a matter of regret to all who have its wel- 
fare at neart, that so much luke- warmness exists; this apathy may partly be 
ascribed to the fact that we have no well defined system of work. Our mode 
of conferring the degrees is broken, and detached, so that their beauty and 
impressiveness are well nigh lost. 

The Committee appointed at a former Convocation, to report a Ritual, 
having completed their labors, will, at this session, present it for your en- 
dorsement, if, as I trust, it shall meet your approbation, and be properly dif- 
fused throughout the Subordinate Councils, if earnest individual and united 
effort is made, I see no good reason why onr Councils shall not evince re- 
newed prosperity, and these degrees exceeded in beauty by none, shall not 
be as eagerly sought after, as they are, by their merits, entitled to be. 

At your last Convocation I was requested to attend a Convention of Coun- 
cils, held in the City of New York in .Tune last, or appoint an alternate. It 
being impossible for me to be present on that occasion. I appointed P. M. I. 
G. M. Thomas B. Carr, who also failed to attend; so much to my regret this 
Grand Council was unrepresented. By a reference to the published proceed- 
ings of that Body, however, we find in brief, that Alabama, Arkansas, Con- 
necticut, Illinois, Indiana, Louisiana, Maine, Massachusetts, Mississippi, 
Michigan, Missouri, New Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania, 
South Carolina, Tennessee and Wisconsin were represented. The degrees 
adopted were 1st Royal Master, and 2d Select Master, together with a form 
for opening and closing each, leaving it optional with Grand Councils to 
confer the Super-Excellent as an honorary degree. They also adopted the 
following resolutions : “That a Committee be appointed, whose duty it shall 
be, to memoralize the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the United 
States, at its next triennial Conclave, to be held in the City of New Orleans 
in December 1874, asking that Grand Body to make the Degees of Royal 
and Select Masters a necessary pre-requisite to the reception of the Orders 
of Knighthood.” 

“ That when this Convention adjourn, it adjourn to meet at New Orleans, 
on the Monday before the first Tuesday of December, 1874, for the purpose of 
forming a General Grand Council for the United States, and that the repre- 
sentatives be requested to bring this subject before their several Grand Coun- 
cils for their action.” 

“That Companions Drummond, Garden and Chase, be a Committee to 
promulgate to each Grand Council, the Ritual adopted by the Convention.” 

Companions, it is to the second resolution particularly, I wish to call your 
attention ; there are some who think it entirely unnecessary to have a General 
Grand Council, with you it may be otherwise, and you may desire a repre- 
sentation at the meeting to be held for its formation. The matter is in your 
hands to do with as it seemeth to you best, with no desire on my part to sub- 
mit any recommendation. 

August 18th last I notified Alpha Council, No. 1, of the forfeiture of their 
charter and demanded (in accordance with a resolution of this Grand Coun- 
cil) its return, together with the books, &c., to the Grand Recorder, Comp. 
M. M. Katz, of this city, to all of which no response has been made. It re* 
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mains therefore for you to take such action as your combined wisdom suggests. 

I have the honor of laying before you the resolutions adopted at the Annual 
Grand Assembly of the Grand Council of Louisiana, asking your aid and in- 
fluence in endeavoring to change the time and place for the meeting of the 
next General Grand Chapter of the United States: 

GRAND RECORDER’S OFFICE, 

The Grand Council of R. and S. Masters of the State of Louisiana, 
New Orleans, February 14th, 1874. 

At the Annual Grand Assembly of the Grand Council, held on Thursday, 
the 12th instant, the follewing preamble and resolutions were unanimously 
adopted : 

Whereas, A Convention of Royal and Select Masters was held in the City 
of New York, on 11th and 12th June, 1873, which adopted a Ritual, and 
adjourned to meet in New Orleans on the first Monday prior to the first Tues- 
day of December, 1874, (the day fixed for the Grand Conclave of the Grand 
Encampment of the United States), in order to finish their labors. 

And whereas, The day so fixed for the re-assembly of the said Convention 
is the same as that fixed for the tri-ennial meeting of the General Grand Chap- 
ter of the United States, at Nashville, and many Illustrious Companions will 
be accredited to both bodies and be consequently unable to attend both. 

And whereas, It is evident that much unnecessary expense will be saved, 
and much good enure to both bodies, if the place of meeting of the General 
Grand Chapter be changed to New Orleans: 

Be it resolved , That this Grand Council hereby extends a hearty welcome to 
the members of the Convention of Royal and Select Masters to be held in this 
City in December next. 

Resolved , That 111. Comp. Josiah H. Drummond, General Grand High Priest 
of the General Grand Chapter be and is hereby requested to issue an Edict 
changing the time and pla^e of the next Grand Convocation of that Grand 
body to this City, on the 1st Tuesday in December, 1874. 

Resolved , That a copy of these Resolutions be forwarded to the officers of 
all our Sister Grand Councils, and that their aid and influence be requested 
in order to have the above change made in the time and place of meeting, of 
the General Grand Chapter. 

Witness my official signature and seal of the Grand Council, the day and 
date above written. Fraternally,

And now, Companions, I return to you the important trust committed two 
years ago to my care, with the hope that he, upon whom your choice may 
fall as my successor, may accomplish more, and serve you better, than I have 
been able to do. HORACE H. MUNSON. 

The address was referred to a Special Committee composed of Com- 
panions D. W. Bain and T. B. Carr, who submitted the following 
report, which was adopted : 

To the Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters of the 

State of North Carolina : 

The Committee to whom was referred the Address of the Most Illustrious 
Grand Master report thereon as follows: 

It is cause for regret that the Most Illustrious Grand Master is not able to 
report increased interest in, or progress of, Cryptic Masonry in this jurisdic- 
tion, and your Committee are not prepared to submit any suggestions look- 
ing to an enhancement of the prosperity of the rite. Your Committee’s views, 
as to the cause of the apathy prevailing in the jurisdiction, accord fully with 
those expressed in the address. 

The resolution adopted by the Convention of Councils held in New York in 
June last, (to which our Most Illustrious Grand Master calls special atten- 
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tion) looking to the formation of a General Grand Council of the United 
States, has been considered by your Committee, and while we are of opinion 
that the formation of such a Body will not contribute to the advancement of 
Cryptic Masonry generally, we do not recommend any action by this Grand 
Body, pro or con , on the subject. 

The Committee recommend that the Grand Recorder be instructed to cor- 
respond with the former officers of Alpha Council, No. 1, with a view to as- 
certain the condition and whereabouts of the property of said Council and re- 
port the result of the corr spondence to the Most Illustrious Grand Master. 

The Committee recommend that no action be taken on the communication 
from the Grand Council of Louisiana, as it is officially known that the Gen- 
eral Grand High Priest of the General Grand Chapter ha? declined to inter- 
fere in the action of that Body in the selection of Nashville as the place for 
holding its next tri-ennial Convocation. 

Your Committee are satisfied that the Most Illustrious Grand Master has 
performed the duties of bis high office with an eye to the best interests of the 
rite we represent, and feel assured that he has not become weary in well do- 
ing.

We have no intelligence direct from the Grand Councils of Califor- 
nia, Florida, Georgia, Kansas, Kentucky, Michigan, Minnesota, Ne- 
braska, New Brunswick, New York, Rhode Island or Wisconsin in 
each of which States Grand Councils have been organized. As many 
of the proceedings at hand, do not acknowledge the receipt of the 
proceedings of our own Grand Council, we recommend that our Grand 
Jtecorder hereafter endeavor, by a more liberal and frequent mailing 
of copies of ours to procure the proceedings of sister Grand Councils. 

The Convention of Representatives of Grand Councils that assem- 
bled in New York last June, claims our first consideration. 111. Comp, 
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Josiah H. Drummond, of Maine, was the presiding officer, and we are 
indebted to him for the following synopsis: 

The Committee on Work met two days in advance of the Convention. It 
was not practicable for it to meet earlier on account of the wide distance 
between the residences of its members: they could meet only once, and as it 
was necessary for them to be at the Convention, they must meet about the 
time that met. All the members were not present: but Comps. Garden of 
Maine (chosen Chairman), Webb of Alabama (chosen Secretary), Chase of 
New York, Moore of Massachusetts, Edmundson of Tennessee, and Prall of 
Missouri, met and labored slmost incessantly. 

The Convention was organized as last year: nineteen Grand Councils were 
represented: North Carolina and Rhode Island, represented last year, were 
not this: but Indiana, Louisiana, Michigan, Mississippi; New Hampshire, 
Pennsylvania and South Carolina, made the number good and increased it. 

The following is an account of the action of the Convention, upon one of 
the most important questions before it: 

“111. Companion Garden, from the Committee on Work, made a partial 
report, that the majority of the Committee had voted to recommend that the 
order of degrees should be, 1st, Royal Master, 2d, Select Master, and that it 
be left optional with Grand Councils to confer the Super-Excellent degree as 
an honorary degree; that the minority believed that the Select degree should 
be first and the Royal degree second, and that, as the decision of this question 
would necessarily affect the work, the whole committee desired the action of 
the convention upon it. 

“Pending a motion to adopt the recommendation of the majority, 111. 
Comp. Moore moved to amend by substituting the recommendation of the 
minority, but his motion was lost, Maine and Massachusetts voting in the 
affirmative, and the other Grand Councils in the negative. 

“Thereupon, on motion of Comp. Harris, 

“ Voted, > That the order of the succession of degrees be; first, Royal 
Master’s; second, Select Master’s; and that it be left optional with each 
Grand Council to confer the Super-Excellent Master’s degree as an honorary 
degree. 

“Comp. John W. Jones of Louisiana, was added to the Committee on 
Work, in place of Comp. Todd, not present.” 

The committee accordingly presented their report upon this basis, and it 
was discussed and acted upon in parts, and finally adopted : 

“ Voted, That the work of the Royal Master’s degree as reported by the 
committee, and amended by the Convention, be adopted: 

“Yeas 13, Nays 4, absent or not voting, 2, as follows; 

“Yeas. —Alabama, Arkansas, Connecticut, Illinois, Louisiana, Mississppi, 
Missouri, New Jersey, New Brunswick, New York, Tennessee, South Carolina 
and Wisconsin. 

“ Nays.— Indiana, Maine, Massachusettss and Michigan. 

“Not Voting— New Hampshire. 

“ Absent. — Pennsylvania.” 

******** * 

“ The work of the Select Master’s degree, as reported by the committee, 
was amended, and after a full discussion, adopted by yeas 14, nays 2, absent 
or not voting 3, as follows : 

“Yeas. — Alabama, Connecticut, Illinois, Indiana, Louisiana, Michigan, 
Mississippi, Missouri, New Brunswick, New Jersey, New York, South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee and Wisconsin. 

“Nays — Maine and Massachusetts. 

“ Absent — Pennsylvania. 

“ Not Voting.— Arkansas and New Hampshire. 

“On motion, the work of the Super -Excellent degree, as reported by the 
committee last year, was adopted, the vote being taken by a show of hands, 
by a suspension of the rules. On this question, South Carolina, Indiana and 
Mississippi declined to vote, as they had not received the degree.” 
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The following action was also had: 

“ Besolved, That a committee be appointed whose duty it shall be to me- 
morialize the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the United States, 
at its next triennial Conclave, to be held in the city of New Orleans, in 
December, 1874, asking that Grand Body to make the degrees of Royal and 
Select Masters a necessary pre-requisite to the reception of the Orders of 
Knighthood. 

“ The following 111. Companions were appointed as such committee: Josiah 
H. Drummond, of Maine; William Hacker, of Indiana; T. J. Corson, of New 
Jersey; G. Fred. Wiltsie. of New York; P. M. Savery, of Mississippi ; 

“111. Comp. Prall, of Missouri, offered the following resolution, which was 
adopted : 

“ Resolved , That it is the opinion of this Convention that the degrees of 
Royal and Select Masters should be made a pre-requisite to the Order of 
Knighthood, and that we will use our best endeavors to secure legislation 
by the different Grand Commanderies, looking to that end. 

“On motion of 111. Comp. Lounsbury, 

“ Voted , That in the judgment of this Convention, it is expedient and pro- 
per to form a General Grand Council of the United States. 

“ On motion of 111. Comp. Chase, it was 

“ Besolved , That when this Convention adjourn it adjourn to meet at New 
Orleans, on the Monday before the first Tuesday of December, 1874, for the 
purpose of forming a General Grand Council for the United States, and that 
the Representatives be requested to bring this subject before their several 
Grand Councils for their action. 

* ******* * 

11 Voted , That Comps. Drummond, Garden , and Chase be a committee to 
promulgate to each Grand Council the ritual adopted by the Convention. 

“ [The instructions to the committee are omitted, the original resolution 
being in the hands of the Chairman.] ” 

The ritual adopted will be presented by the Committee on Work. 

We find from an examination of the proceedings of Alabama that 
they adopted the Convention work. 

The Grand Master, in his address, says : 

The necessity of a Convention to “ secure uniformity in the ritual, titles, 
&c.,” was very apparent from the great diversity which was presented before 
the committee. 

The variations in verbiage were regarded as of minor importance, the main 
object being to settle definitely the historical relations and traditions of the 
degrees. 

Two material points of difference retarded our labors: 

1st. As to the order of the degrees. 

2d. As to the manner of the deposit of the tetri grammaton upon the Ark 
of the Covenant. 

In investigating the first it appeared that the Cryptic Degrees were intro- 
duced into the United States from several different sources. The two of oldest 
date were by Henry Andrew Franken. in 1767, who introduced them into the 
Eastern States; and by Joseph Myers, who deposited a copy of these degrees 
in the archives of the Council of Princes of Jerusalem, at Charleston, in 1778. 

From the latter source they were disseminated through the South and West. 

Franken conferred them upon Moses M. Hays, who was afterwards Grand 
Master of Massachusetts, and they were thus disseminated in the Eastern 
States. But it seems that they worked the degrees separately, and conferred 
them as side degrees until about the first of the present century. 

In 1815 we find Tyrian Council of Royal Masters, in New Hampshire, prob- 
ably derived from Franken; and in 1816 that Jeremy L. Cross, a native of 
New Hampshire but a resident of Connecticut, received from Philip P. Eckle 
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the degree of Select Master; and from a pamphlet published by Cross in 1816, 
it appears that he had conferred this decree in various parts of the East, and 
established Councils of Select Masters in Vermont, Massachusetts, New Hamp- 
shire, and Connecticut. 

Subsequently (about 1819) Cross received the Royal degree, and it is prob- 
able conferred this in the same States and in the sanrn Councils already or- 
ganized as Select Masters. Thus the Select Degree, was for a series of years 
worked alone in these States, and prior to the Royal, and hence, when they 
incorporated both in their work, they naturally arranged them as Select and 
Royal. For the historical details of this statement the committee was indebt- 
ed to Companion Josiah H. Drummond, of Maine. 

We also learned from C@mpanion Moore, of Boston, a member of the com- 
mittee, that the degrees had been worked in this order in Boston for at least 
fifty years. 

It was also contended by the advocates of this view that the order of Royal 
and Select involved a chronological anachronism which necessitated a trans- 
position of historical events from their natural order. 

It was but natural then that these Companions should think themselves 
correct, and tenaciously contend for their view of the order of the degrees. 

Upon the other hand it was contended by those who had the degrees as 
Royal and Select, that the anachronism was more apparent than real, inas- 
much as Masonry does not attempt to teach history chronologically, but only 
seizes upon certain events in history calculated to illustrate and enforce prin- 
ciples in their symbolic character; and that in fact the secrets taught and 
explained in the Select Degree were not known to the Craft until centuries 
after the Royal Degree had" been instituted, — and that in the South they had 
been worked in this Order from a date long prior to the formation of Councils 
of Select and Royal Masters in the Eastern States. 

In confirmation of this, Companion A. G. Mackey stated before the com- 
mittee that he had seen a copy of the original ritual in the archives of the 
Grand Consistory at Charleston, which dates back to 1778, in which the Or- 
der was Royal and Select. With these facts before us, a majority of the com- 
mittee determined that the Order should be Royal and Select, which was con- 
firmed by a vote of the convention. 

The second point, the deposit of the tetragrammaton . was one of greater dif- 
ficulty, as the evidence was entirely inferential or traditional. The inferences 
were to be drawn, too, from the teachings of traditions as preserved in the 
different jurisdictions, and these as the work had been subjected by time, to 
variations. 

One party contended that the deposit was of necessity made in the presence 
of the three Ancient Grand Masters, otherwise it would have been a violation 
of the agreement that it could only be imparted in the presenca of the Three. 

Upon the other hand it was contended that the presence of the Three . for 
this purpose, was unnecessary, as it was only carrying out the Order of K. S. 
to keep it secure— that it was inconsistent with the traditions of the third de- 
gree— with the language of H. A. in the ritual of the Royal Degree, and with 
the tradition that the TV. was lost at the death of Grand Master II. A. 

The majority of the committee adopted the view that it was deposited by 
H. A. a short while previous to his death. 

So great, however, was the reluctance of the minority to yield this point, 
that it was agreed to leave the language of the lecture indefinite on this 
point so as not to interfere with the traditions of any Council. * * * 

It is evident to any one perusing the proceedings before us that 
much good has resulted already from the Convention. Most of the 
Councils have adopted the nomenclature recommended in 1872, and 
such as have received the ritual have either adopted it or taken such ac- 
tion as leads us to believe that it will be adopted within the next year.

Grand Council, in 1872, issued an edict 4 4 that any Royal Arch Ma- 
son, living within this jurisdiction, properly recommended, may be 
elected to and receive the degrees of Royal and Select Master in this 
Grand Council, &c.” Accordingly -we find that in 1873 nine Compan- 
ions from various parts of the State, were elected to and received these 
degrees from the Grand Council. This action of the Grand Council 
has been adversely commented upon by several Foreign Correspon- 
dence Committees, but we think that much good will result from it by 
promulgating the work, direct from the fountain head, to districts in 
which the true Light shines dimly. 

CONNECTICUT. 


The M. P. G. Master, in his address, admits the necessity of a 
change of their ritual, but the Grand Council took no action, neither 
did it adopt the uniform 41 Nomenclature. ” The report of their repre- 
sentative to the Convention was referred to a Committee, which does 
not appear to have reported. Comp. W. Wallace Lee presented a 
full report on Correspondence. From it we copy portions of the re- 
port of the Grand Council of New York; 

Most Puissant James McCredie, Grand Master of the Grand Council of Royal 
and Select Maeters af the State af Ntw-Yark: 

M. P. Sir and Comp. — In pursuance to the instruction received from you 
about the 1st of July last, I proceeded to England with the proper authority 
and necessary documents to promulgate the Cryptic Rite. 

* * * * * * * * * 

The first meeting was held Monday evening, July 31st, at Freemasons’ 
Tavern, when the degrees of Royal, Select and Super-Excellent Masters 
were conferred on the following named Royal Arch Masons: 

* ******* * 

The next assembly convened on the 21st of August, Monday evening, and 
Companions Charles Hammerton, Edward Kimber, Robert Wentworth Little, 
Henry Massey, and John Read received the degrees. 

Three additional Councils were then formed. 

* ******* * 

The four Councils then took the preliminary steps toward forming the 
Grand Council of England and its dependencies, excepting Canada, in order 
to occupy the territory and prevent the organization of other Councils with- 
out the proper authority. 

* ******* * 

It is peculiarily grrtifying, and should be regarded with feelings of just 
pride, that having received Masonry from England over a century ago, we 
have been permitted the honor of establishing the Cryptic branch there, and 
this honor has been awarded to the Grand Council of the State of New York. 
* ******* * 


J. II. CHASE, Grand Lecturer. 
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We thank Comp. Lee for his complimentary notice of our short re- 
view made in 1872. He does not try to be witty this year as he was 
cut off at the knees, at his attempting some sallies in that line, by 
Comp. Hudson, of New York. He blandly replies to him, however, 

“ Jim,” said Smith to Nokes, after a labored effort to make him “ see the 
point,” and excite a smile, “ I don’t believe you could take a joke if it was 
shot at you from a gun .” “ Why,” said Nokes innocently, “ how could you 

shoot a joke from a gun.” 


ILLINOIS. 


The T. I, Grand Master, in his address, reports his attendance at 
the Convention and says: 

Concerning the ritual, that but few changes were made from our own, 
(which was adopted as the text), and those chauges not of a radical nature, 
while the work of some jurisdictions will, by its adoption, be almost entirely 
changed; but the members of some of them pledged its adoption by their 
Grand Councils. I would suggest the appointment of a committee at this 
session to consider the matter during the coming year, and report at our 
next Annual Assembly. 

The following was adopted : 

Resalved, That it is the desire of this Grand Council that the degree of 
Past Thrice Illustrious Grand Master be recognized as a legal and official 
degree, (that may be conferred upon those lawfully entitled thereto,) under 
the patronage of this Grand Council, and under the management of the 
Council of Past Thrice Illustrious Masters now organized. 

Who has gone into the Degree manufacturing business now? Chain 
him up. 


INDIANA. 


Comp. Wm. Hacker presented his report as delegate to the Con- 
vention. The Committee, to whom it was referred, say: 

The ritual presented for examination varies so largely from that in use in 
our own Jurisdiction , as to lead us to doubt the wisdom of a hasty approval, 
and as the convention was without authority to enforce its adoption, any 
more than any other voluntary Masonic assemblage, we deem their action a 
proper subject of criticism and careful examination. Changes in ritual 
should rarely be made, and then only by the highest Masonic authority. 
The simplicity and beauty of our own ritual have endeared it to our 
companions and Councils. 

Your committee recommend that the subject be taken into careful consid- 
eration by the Grand Officers of our Council, and that they be requested to 
report thereon at our next Grand Annual Communication, and that the 
question of the appointment of a delegate to the Convention in December, 
1874, be also laid over until our next annual meeting. 
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The work that has been practiced to some extent in this jurisdic- 
tion during the past six years is in many respects identical with that 
of Indiana. Their work was carefully examined by your Committee 
on Work six years since, and was the most complete of any of the 
rituals they had access to. By comparison, however, with that re- 
ceived from the Supreme Council and that from Virginia (originally 
taught by J. L. Cross), there were found to be many inaccuracies and 
inconsistencies. Hence the Committee declined to report until after 
the action of the Convention. 

We are not surprised that our Indiana Companions are attached to 
the work which they have practiced so effectively and so long, but 
as they have so much less to concede for the sake of uniformity, than 
those who orginated the Convention, we do not believe they will be 
last to adopt its ritual. 

Comp . W. W. Austin presented a full report on Correspondence, 
containing much to commend, nothing to criticize. 

IOWA. 

Principal item of interest is the adoption of the Convention work. 
The Grand Master says: U I have carefully compared the ritual with 
that of this jurisdiction and find it in the main similar. The differ- 
ences are chiefly improvements.” 

An excellent report on Correspondence, by 111. Comp. W. B. Lan- 
giudge, concludes as follows : 

The general out-look of Council Masonry is as good, if not better, than for 
years past; the action of the New York Convention has given it a new inter- 
est and vitality. If the officers of Subordinate Councils could only be in- 
duced to perfect themselves as workmen, and to give the interest to the 
ritual that it deserves, the complaints of lethargy and dullness would 
vanish. 


LOUISIANA. 

M. P. G. M. John W. Jones, in his address, alluding to the Con- 
vention, says: 

The ritual of the work gave rise to considerable discussion, and was diffi- 
cult to settle, as no two States entirely agreed, and all had, therefore, to 
make some concessions, but finally, the ritual was adopted as presented by 
the Committee on work; and believing it to be for the good of Cryptic Ma- 
sonry, I earnestly recommend that this Grand Council adopt the ritual and 
proceedings of said Convention, so far as the same may not be inconsistent 
with our work in the degrees of Symbolic and Chapter Masonry, as soon as 
practicable, after receiving the same. 
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This Grand Council u extends a hearty welcome to the members of 
the Convention of Royal and Select Masters to be held in this City 
(New Orleans) in November next.” 

Comps. Sam’l M. Todd and Joseph P. Horner presented an excel- 
lent report on Correspondence. 

MAINE. 


The M. P. G. M., Gordon R. Garden, in his address, reports that 
he attended the Convention and says: 

The determination was expressed there unanimously, to continue the cul- 
tivation of the degrees of Cryptic Masonry. The sentiment was also expres- 
sed that the degrees should be exclusively under the jurisdiction of Grand 
Councils, and “that no one should be recognized as a Companion of this 
Rite, who has not received the degrees in a lawfully constituted Council, or 
by authority of the Supreme Council of the A. and A. Rite, previous to this 
date, or been lawfully healed.” 

This action accords with the practice of this Grand Council ever 
since its organization. We learn, in advance of printed proceedings, 
that the work has been adopted this year. 

Comp. Jos. H. Drummond presented one of his exhaustive reports 
on Correspondence from which we have already quuted at length. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 


The Committee, to whom the address of the M. I. G. M. was refer- 
red, reported: 

That, in their opinion, it is advisable for this Grand Council to adopt the 
Work of said Convention. Although some of us may object to the change in 
the order of conferring the degrees, yet, as no vital landmark is violated, 
and the substance of the work is nearly the same as heretofore exemplified 
by us, we believe that no injury can result from its adoption, but possibly 
much good. Our action will show to Companions of other jurisdictions, that 
we are not so entirely “ wedded to our idols ” that we will not yield imma- 
terial points, for the sake of “harmony and uniformity. ” 

The report was recommitted with instructions to exemplify at an 
adjourned meeting. 

The report on Foreign Correspondence, by Comp. E. B. Moore, is 
full and interesting. He hopes that a resolution adopted by his Grand 
Chapter in 1871, disapproving the appointment of Representatives at 
other jurisdictions “will be repealed with the least possible delay .” 

He says : 

Massachusetts, although one of the oldest States in Cryptic Masonry, and 
having a nomenclature, Order of degrees and Ritual, as little objectionable 


as those of any other State, yet, for the sake of harmony and uniformity , will 
not be found averse to adopting any salutary measures recommended by the 
Convention. 

He reports that 

As proxy for M. I. Grand Master Charles H. Norris, we visited New York 
city, determined to let no minor considerations influence us adversely to 
uniformitv of Work; provided that no vital landmarks should be violated. 
Our meetings, both in Committee and Convention, were always pleasant, 
and although differences of opinion often arose, yet harmony prevailed. 
The rituals of the Select degree were found to be nearly alike in all jurisdic- 
tions; but in the rituals of the JRoyal degree, there were many discrepancies. 
In those of the South and West, the Subject of the Tragedy, at the commence- 
ment of the work, is represented as a prominent actor, delivering a beauti- 
ful, impressive impromptu upon the subject of death; while, in those of the 
North and East, nothing of the kind is found. From this point, the differ- 
ences are of minor importance. What Comp. Webb says in his address, in 
relation to Alabama having the “Old Work,” because it was derived from 
South Carolina, where it was “in existence in 1783,” should, perhaps, be 
received with some grains of allowance. As the Grand Council of Alabama 
was not organized until 1838, fifty-live years after the claimed “existence” 
of the work in South Carolina, Alabama must have been extremely fortunate , 
if she received it pure and unadulterated. Nor is Comp. Webb more foitunate 
in his accusation that, “ Maine and Massachusetts have reversed the Order 
of the degrees.” Chronologically, the Select was anterior to the Royal de- 
gree, and perhaps , should be first conferred. Such has been the order of the 
degrees in Msssachusetts since 1820. 

MISSISSIPPI. 


The M. I. G. M., E. Geo. DeLap says in his address: 

1 ‘Adopt some work, get the Subordinate Councils in possession of 
it, and compel them to adhere to it.” Sensible advice which the 
Grand Council has commenced to follow by adopting the Convention 
work. 

A proposition to tender the Council degrees to the Grand Chapter 
was voted down. In Mississippi as in North Carolina no Royal and 
Select Master who has received the degrees in any Body, except a 
legal Council is allowed to visit a Council until he shall have been 
formally healed. 

111. Comp. Patton thus concludes his excellent report on Foreign 
Correspondence : 

Our fervency and zeal, may at times lead us astray, but may we never 
suffer a vain or idle curiosity to betray us into danger. May it be our con- 
stant desire to see the work of the Order completed, all the sacred treasures 
securely deposited, and we have the satisfaction of knowing that we have 
faithfully performed our whole duty to the Craft. And when the secret earthly 
vault shall be closed, and the summons of the Supreme Grand Master above 
shall come, may we all be admitted into His Grand Council, and forever enjoy 
the bliss that awaits the faithful. 
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MISSOURI. 


The Grand Master, in his address, recommended that the Super Ex- 
cellent Masters degree be adopted as an honorary degree, to be con- 
ferred subsequent to the Select Masters Degree. 

By resolution the Subordinate Councils were authorized so to con- 
fer it. 

This degree is rapidly losing favor since it was left out in the cold 
by its friends at the New York Convention. It is a very pretty play- 
thing for those who have the time and disposition to work it properly, 
but we think that there is plenty to entertain rational minds in the 
constituted degrees when properly conferred. 

The work of the National Convention was exemplified and referred 
to a Committee of five, who were authorized to meet and agree upon a 
system of work to be promulgated by the Grand Lecturer as the au- 
thorized work of the jurisdiction. 

Comp. Gouley made a short report on Foreign Correspondence, 
concluding portion of which we adopt : 

It will be observed that but one decision was made in the whole United 
States. The Addresses are generally brief and local. The Reports on Cor- 
respondence from several of the States are excellent, but as most of the 
points were discussed in our last report, we have refrained from any exten- 
ded review in this year. The Grand Councils stand, financially, etc., about 
the same as they did when we last went over their Proceedings. No legisla- 
tion of any importance was transacted. 

NEW JERSEY. 


M. I. G. M., T. H. R. Redway says in his address: 

Notwithstanding my repeated endeavors to come in possession of that 
Work, I have failed to receive it, and hence your committee are unable to 
make a report or to recommend any Work different from that now in use. 
I would say, however, that the Work adopted by the Convention corresponds 
very closely to our own, with some slight alterations and additions, among 
them a form for opening and closing a Council of Royal Masters. I would 
recommend that the Committee be continued for another year. 

Our report would not be complete, did it not contain a word from 
the gifted pen of that veteran poet laureate of Foreign Correspondents, 
Dr. Corson. 

In his review of Indiana he applies the healing oil thus : 

Companion William Hacker presented a lengthy report upon the transac- 
tions of the National Convention of Cryptic Masons, held in New York, in 
June, in which he expresses his disapproval of almost every thing that was 
done, which conflicted with or differed from the “ way we do it in lngeaney.” 
His views seemed to accord entirely with those of his Companions, for they 
give us to understand that nothing can be right and proper which varies 
from the Indiana standard. Our Companions of that enlightened State are 
eminently orthodox, on the principle that “orthodoxy is my doxy, hetero- 
doxy is anybody else’s doxy.” 


A 
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NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


The proceedings are very short. The only matter of general inter- 
est to report being that the Companions of this State are proceeding 
with their work prosperously and successfully and we doubt not that 
when their Committee on Work, which was u granted further time/' 
make their report, it will be harmonious with the rest of the family. 
The Grand Council voted to pay the travelling expenses of three dele- 
gates to the New York Convention. 

OHIO. 


The Constitution was amended to conform to the Uniform Nomen- 
clature. 

The following from the Correspondence report of Comp. W. M. 
Cunningham accords so perfectly with our own ideas, that we copy at 
the risk of being considered tedious: 

Your Committee cin not agree with our companion of Louisiana in his 
assumption that “there is no such thing as an American system of Free 
Masonry.” In our opinion, the facts in the case prove otherwise. Lexicog- 
raphers having defined the word “system ” as “ a combination of parts into 
a whole,” “ a classification,” “ an arrangement,” etc. ; Webb and Gleason 
having, beyond a doubt, made an American arrangement of degrees, in 
which the Royal and Select Degrees were subsequently incorporated, through 
Jeremy L. Cross et al . ; and Webb’s peculiar arrangement, or system, of de- 
grees being unknown, as such, in any other part of the world, when first 
promulgated, and the Royal and Select Degrees having been incorporated 
into the Webb system nearly seventy years since, and recognized then and 
now as a component part of the system, is sufficient to establish the fact of 
an “American system,” and of the Cryptic degrees being legitimately a part 
thereof. The derivation of the Royal and Select Degrees from the Scottish 
Rite, in 1767, through Francken, and, later, through Cerneau, Cross, and 
others, is immaterial to their present arrangement, and is no argument 
against the “American system,” as such, or against their being made a 
prerequisite to the Order of the Temple. In this connection we would in- 
quire if the orders of Masonsic knighthood were not also first disseminated, 
within the United States, by or from the Scottish Rite ? — while Inspectors 
General had the power and did confer the degrees of Royal and Select Mas- 
ter; yet, in every case known to the writer, they formed, or endeavored so 
to do, a regular body of the Cryptic Rite. Again, had not the Inspectors 
General the power, by assumption or otherwise, and did they not confer, by 
communication or otherwise, other regular grades than the Royal and Select 
Degrees ? 

Further : When the progenitors of our present system conferred the so- 
called side degrees of “Secret Monitor,” “Union Master,” “ Heroine of 
Jericho,” “Super Excellent Master,” etc., they were then so denominated, 
and no regular organizations made of them of which the writer has any 
knowledge, except in the jurisdiction of New York, where the degree of Super 
Excellent was included with the Royal and Select. 

The very fact of the subdivision and change of sections and parts of sec- 
tions of the symbolic grades into additional degrees, is only another proof of 
the necessity of having all of the degrees of the American system made, in a 
greater or less degree, dependent upon each other. The degree of Royal 
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Master, when correctly conferred, bears the same relation to the degree of 
Master Mason that the Select and Most Excellent does to the Royal Arch, or 
the Mark Degree bears to the Fellow Craft. 

Again, we would ask, if “ there is no such thing as an American system,” 
whence originated the “Virgin and Broken Column” interpolation in the 
Master’s Degree, unless invented by the same parties, and the illustration 
designed by Jeremy L. Cross? And why is it that the esoteric part of the 
first three degrees is so dissimilar in many particulars to the English or 
Continental rituals? 

Many other proofs of an American system, as such, might be adduced, but 
we do not deem it necessary to the present writing. Suffice it to say, that 
the Royal and%Select Degrees have a regular place in the American system, 
and Grand Councils have been recognized, as such, tacitly or otherwise, by 
nearly, if not all, our other Grand Bodies, including the Supreme Councils 
33 deg. for the N. and S. M. J. U. S. of A. 


In conclusion he remarks: 

The enemies of Cryptic Masonry are within itself. Let its members strive 
to debar the unworthy from passing its portals, and suppress the ekort mak- 
ing to incorporate the degree of Super Excellent Master as a part of the sys- 
tem — a degree which has no let itimate pretensions to antiquity, no connec- 
tion with Masonry, and imperfect in its symbolism. And the time will soon 
arrive when the possession of tie Cryptic degress will be a prerequisite to the 
Templar grade. 


ontaeio. 


This Grand Council held its third Annual Assembly in Toronto, 
Canada, 18th August, 1873. 

The M. P. G. M., in his address, says: 

Grand Council is aw r are that Cryptic Masonry, which is gradually becoming 
of considerable importance on this Continent, has been introduced into Great 
Britain, and with the assistance, and under the direction of the Grand Coun- 
cil of New York, the Grand Council of England has been duly formed. This 
is pleasing information to us, and although no official intimation of the for- 
mation of this G^and Body has reached me, I consider the matter of too 
much importance to pass it over in silence, feeling assured that you will unite 
with me in heartily wishing the Grand Council of England every prosperity. 

Grand Council is also aware that considerable diversity prevails in the 
ritual, titles of officers and the order of conlerring the degrees under the 
jurisdiction of the several Grand Councils of the United States. To remedy 
this great evil, and to secure perfect uniformity, the Grand Council of Maine, 
on the 3rd May, 1871, directed M. 111. Companion J. H. Drummond to call a 

Convention of R. & S. Masters to meet in New York, in June, 1872, 

* ******* * 

The Convention adjourned to meet again at the same place in June, 1873, 
and your principal officers were invited to be present, but unfortunately the 
invitations did not reach us until it was too late to make any arrangements 
for the Grand Council to be represented. A matter of this importance 
should receive our hearty co-operation, and I trust that authority will be 
given the Grand Master to provide for the proper representation of this 
Grand Council at any future meetings that may be held. 


On motion, it was resolved ; 
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That the M. P. Grand Master be authorized to make arrangements for the 
proper representation of this Grand Council, at any Convention of Grand 
Councils that may be held during the year. 

This Grand Council petitioned for, and received, authority from 
‘‘The Grand Prior of the United Orders of the Temple and Hospital 
of St. John of Jerusalem, Palestine, Rhodes and Malta, Dominion of 
Canada, to confer the Degree of “Red Cross.” Several of the Grand 
Councils of the United States have discussed the propriety of asking 
for like authority from the General Grand Encampment, but the pro- 
position meets with little favor. 

The ‘ 1 Grand Encampment of the United States ” in Baltimore, Sep- 
tember 22d, 1871, affirmed the decision of the Canadian Grand Mas- 
ter, and resolved to recognize the Knights made in Canada under such 
authority as may he duly recognized there” 

PENNSYLVANIA. 

The address of the M. P. G. M. refers only to matters of local inter- 
est. One of his recommendations resulted in the adoption of the fol- 
lowing resolution, which we would like to see in force here: 

Resolved , That a committee of five Past Thrice Illustrious Grand Masters be 
appointed to act in conjunction with the M. P. Grand Master. R. P. Deputy 
Grand Master, R. P. Illustrious Grand Master, and R. P. Grand Principal 
Conductor of the Work, to report at the next Annual Assembly of this M. P. 
Grand Council, upon the proper regalia, jewels, and working tools for Sub- 
ordinate Councils, and the minimum amount of each that they must possess 
before being constituted, and without which no Council shall be constituted. 

Comp. Charles E. Meyer made a full and sensible report on Cor- 
respondence. In his review of Iowa he writes: 

We note that the Grand Master presented to the Grand Council a form of 
the ritual of Council Masonry which, on motion of Comp. Parvin, was receiv- 
ed, and the cordial thanks of the Grand Council returned for the same. It 
was also ordered that the ritual remain in the keeping of the Grand Master, 
as the custodian of the work. Are we to understand that this ritual is writ- 
ten or printed. We hope not. By word of mouth we received the work, and 
are taught only so to transmit it. 

We agree with Comp. Meyer so far as the teaching is concerned, 
but so far as our observation has extended only those who follow the 
example of our first three M. E. G. M. in making a deposit of our 
“most sacred and valuable treasures ” ‘ ‘ for the benefit of future gene - 
rations ” as well as themselves, have been able to transmit them un- 
impaired to their successors. 

He reprints a valuable history of Cryptic Masonry by 111. Comp. 
Drummond of which we will avail ourselves in another report at this 
Assembly. 
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It affords us pleasure to quote the following: 

Thus closed one of the most important Conventions or meetings ever held in 
behalf of Cryptic Masonry. We regret much that Pennsylvania was not re- 
presented by at least one delegate. Our Companions must not think we do 
not approve of the object, but it came at a time when our own Grand Council 
was in session, and we were all required here. We have now changed our 
time of meeting, and we sincerely trust that the Grand Council of Pennsylv- 
ania will be represented at the next meeting of this Convention. That it will 
do us good there is no doubt. We have been too exclusively Pennsylvanian. 
We do not hold that all that is good and just is embraced in our jurisdiction, 
but that there are as good minds, profound thinkers and active workers, else- 
where, who can tell us as much about the mystery of the secret vault as we 
have ever known, and who have penetrated as far in search of the true 
knowledge as we have. 

Companions of the Crypt we greet thee. Pennsylvania asks a welcome at 
your hands, asks with you to work within the ninth arch. 

The Grand Master was authorized to heal several Companions from 
Baltimore, and to issue warrants forming them into regular Councils. 

Pennsylvania appoints a Deputy Puissant Grand Master for each of 
fifteen districts in the State and empowers them to congregate the 
Councils in their respective districts and give instruction, &c. A 
very excellent arrangement which we would be glad to see more gen- 
erally adopted. In the form of installation service we observe that 
all who are not P. T. I. Grand Masters are required to withdraw while 
the Grand Master is installed and invested. Wonder if this is the 
Degree adopted in Illinois to which allusion has been made. We con- 
clude our review of this interesting volume by quoting the following 
note : 


DESIGNATING THE CONFERRING OF THE COUNCIL DEGREES. 

For Royal Master, “honored with the degree of Royal Master.” 

For Super-Excellent Master, “greeted as a Super-Excellent Master.” 

For a Select Master, “piss the circle of perfection in Ancient Craft Ma- 
sonry by being chosen as a Select Master Mason.” 

Councils are opened in “ ample ” form when the M. P. Grand Master pre- 
sides. In “full" form when presided over by any other of the first four 
Grand Officers. In “due” form when presided over bj- its T. 1. Grand Mas- 
ter, Q. I. Grand Master, or Principal Conductor of the Work. 

SOUTH CAROLINA. 


The Committee on M. P. G. M.’s address reported: 

That the address submits no special matter which requires the action of the 
Grand Council. The address has fully abstracted the proceedings of the 
Convention, which assembled in New York, in June last. Such Convention 
adjourned to re-assemble in the same place, in June, 1873, at which time 
various committees are expected to report, and it appears to the committee 
important that this Grand Council be represented at such Convention. 
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Accordingly, in 1874, the M. P. G. M. reported that he had attend- 
ed the Convention, and says: 

The work which it was agreed srfould be recommended for adoption by all 
of the Grand Councils, will be submitted for your consideration at such pro- 
per time as you may direct. When submitted, you will perceive that it dif- 
fers in very many particulars from that hitherto used in this jurisdiction. 
There was considerable diversity from all sections, and the proposed work 
was not adopted for recommendation without much discussion and opposi- 
tion. . Although differing so greatly in many parts of it from the work of this 
jurisdiction, yet 1 early became satisfied that there was in fact no uniformity 
throughout the United States, and that if it was desirable to obtain it, it was 
necessary to abandon on all sides, and unite on some common ground. Be- 
lieving it essential to the existence of Cryptic Masonry, that there should be 
uniformity, I did not hesitate to say that while loath to give up the work in 
this jurisdiction, one of the earliest in which it was promulgated, yet I would 
cordially recommend that the proposed work be adopted, and felt confident 
that this Grand Council would cheerfully endeavor to meet its sister Grand 
Councils on common ground. 111. Comp. A. G. Mackey had been present at 
the first day, but was not at the second, and I greatly regretted that thereby 
I was deprived of his counsels in the matter. Subsequently I had a conver- 
sation with him on the subject, and found him very averse to any change or 
deviation from the work as practised here. Notwithstanding the opinion of 
so eminent a masonic authority, and rny own natural reluctance to give up 
the work of this jurisdiction, yet a sense of the general good, leads me to 
earnestly recommend to this Grand Council the adoption of the proposed 
work 


His recommendation was subsequently adopted by the Grand Coun- 
cil and the Grand Recorder instructed to furnish the work to such 
Councils as might apply for it, they paying for the necessary expense. 
The M. P. G. M. makes the report on Foreign Correspondence. 


TENNESSEE. 


The jST. I. G. M., E. Edmunson, in his address, reports fully the ac- 
tion of both New York Conventions, the first of which he says had 
Representatives from Fourteen and the last from Nineteen Grand 
Jurisdictions. We quote as follows: 

Upon the whole, I regard the enterprise a decided success. There was a 
very great diversity — no two States working entirely in harmony — and now 
the prospect is good for a uniformity — a great desideratum truly, when no 
principle or landmark is contravened by its establishment. 

I cannot hope. Companions, that this work will meet your full expectations . 
While the members of the Committee were so far apart on some points, to 
get together concessions had to be made by all; and I am sure, if Maine, 
Massachusetts, and some other States will accept it, Tennessee should not 
hesitate. The originator of the Convention, that bright Masonic light, the 
President of the Convention, 111. Companion Josiah H. Drummond, pledged 
its acceptance by Maine, and said that he was sure his State would make 
the greatest sacrifice of all the States in its adoption, and he believed when 
he called the Convention that this would be the result; but he wanted for 
the Cryptic rite one work, and by all the States adopting this, as he believed 
they ultimately would, we would have only one.

The following were adopted: 

1. Resolved , That the system of degrees and the work and lectures agreed 
upon by the Convention of Royal and Select Masters, held in the city of New 
York, in June , 1873, and exemplified by 111. Companion E. Edmundson be- 
fore this Grand Council, be and the same are hereby adopted. 

2. Resolved , That the Thrice Illustrious Masters of Subordinate Councils in 
this Jurisdiction be required to learn and practice the system of degrees and 
the work and lectures thus agreed upon. 

The report on Correspondence, by Comp. John Frizzell, contains but 
little, except the transactions of the New Y r ork Convention, which are 
fully detailed. The only other item of interest to ns is the following : 

The Grand Chapter of Maryland, from a very early day in its history, ex- 
ercised control over the Council Degrees, and in 1816, when it became a 
member of the General Grand Chapter, it was with the understanding and 
agreement that it should be permitted to continue to control the Council 
Degrees in the State of Maryland. Such has been the practice of this Grand 
Chapter until its Annual Convocation in November, 1872, when the following 
resolution was adopted : 

“ Resolved , That all Subordinate Chapters in this jurisdiction are prohibit- 
ed from conferring any other degrees than those of Mark Master, Past Mus- 
ter, Most Excellent Master, and Royal Arch.” 

As we understand, there now remain but three Grand Chapters which 
assume any control whatever over the Council Degrees: Virginia and West 
Virginia, where the degrees are conferred before the Royal Arch, and Texas, 
where they are conferred after, but in a Chapter, or under its authority. 

VERMONT. 


M. I. G. M. Edward S. Dana thus expresses himself in regard to 
uniformity : 

Deeply sympathizing with the object and aim of this gathering, I sincerely 
trust that much good may result from its labors, and a uniformity in our 
system attained to which I called attention as early as 1864. 

He was unable to attend the Convention as that Grand Council met 
the same week. 

The G. Council adopted a work as exemplified the preceding year. 

CONCLUSION. 

Thus my Companions, I have reported to you all. that I have been 
able to find that I thought would be interesting or instructive, in care- 
fully examining the proceedings of nineteen Grand Councils. 

There is a general feeling of confidence expressed in all these pro- 
ceedings, that the dark days of Cryptic Masonry are over, and the 
time near at hand, when the Rite will occupy that proud position, at 
the summit of Ancient Craft Masonry, which the beauty and instruc- 
tiveness of the degrees entitle them to.

Comp. T. B. Carr, from the Committee appointed to prepare a his- 
tory of this Grand Council, submitted the following report: 


To the Grand Connell of Royal and Select Masters of the 

State of North Carolina : 

Your Committee appointed to prepare “a record of the History of the 
Grand Council of North Carolina ” have to regret that they have been unable, 
to find reliable data for as complete a history as they would desire. We pre- 
sent the following hoping that others may be able to supply deficiencies and 
correct inaccuracies. 

The first Grand Council of North Carolina, of which we have any record, was 
formed June 21st, 1822, in Fayetteville, by a Convention of Delegates from 
Councils, No. 1, 2, 3, 4 and 6. "We are unable to say by what authority these 
Councils were formed, but from the best information we have been able to 
obtain, we presume, they were instituted either by Jeremy L. Cross in 1818, 
in which year he instituted several Councils in Virginia, or else by Cushman 
about the year 1820, who, under authority from Cross, instituted Councils in 
Virginia and, we think , in North Carolina, for we have heard old masons here 
speak of Cushman’s visit here, and we know that the work practiced was 
identical with that of Virginia, Comp. L. L. Stevenson, P. G. M., of that 
State, having been the Grand Lecturer in this. 

The authority, under which these Councils were instituted, was questiona- 
ble as we find that the Grand Council of New York held all deriving their 
origin from Cross or Cushman to be clandestine and Cross was expelled by 
the Grand Chapter of Maryland for the fraud, imposed on that State, (see 
Proceedings, Grand Chapter, North Carolina, 1850, page 15.) 

We have no record of any meeting of the Grand Council subsequent to 
1823, at which time a recommendation" was adopted 44 to place the govern- 
ment of the Subordinate Councils in this State under the Grand Chapter.” 

We are under many obligations to Comp. Josiah H. Drummond, of Port- 
land, Maine, for manuscript copies of the proceedings of this Grand Council 
for 1822 and 1823, which he had made from a printed copy, found in New 
Hampshire. We present the copies herewith and hope they will be published 
in connection with this report. [Published as Documents, No. 1 and 2, of 
Appendix, Grand Recorder.] 

We find in the proceedings of the Grand Chapter of North Carolina, 1825, 
that a communication was received from “M. E., Henry Fowle, G. D. G. H. 
P., as to the Masonic propriety of receiving the Councils formed in the State 
under the jurisdiction of this Grand Chapter, and granting power to confer 
the degrees of Royal and Select Master.” The Committee to whom the com- 
munication was referred reported that “ it is inexpedient at this time so to 
do,” and their report was concurred in. 

We find no allusion to these degrees in the proceedings of our Grand Chap- 
ter for the year 1822 and 1823, which is the latest record we have of the first 
Grand Chapter, except that we learn from proceedings, 1848, page 11, that 
the Grand Chapter met in 1830 and the inference from the context is that 
this was the last Convocation of that body. 

The Grand Chapter was re-organized in 1847, and appears to have exer- 
cised a doubtful control over the Royal and Select degrees during the first 
few years of its existence. 

In 1848 Comp. P. W. Fanning reported that the jurisdiction over the de- 
grees of Royal and Select Master had “been unequivocally and properly set- 
tled by the General Grand Chapter, authorizing the Chapters within whose 
jurisdiction no Grand Council exists ” “to assume control of the same.” 

The subject was again agitated in 1849, and in 1850 Comp. L. L. Steven- 
son was appointed Grand Lecturer and conferred the Royal and Select de- 
grees in Chapters, (see his report, 1850, page 10.) 


The same year Comp. Alfred Martin presented a full report, giving a his* 
tory of the introduction of these degrees into this country. 

At the triennial session of the General Grand Chapter, in Boston, 1850, 
Comp. L. L. Stevenson represented North Carolina and as a member of a 
Committee reported it “inexpedient to take any action on the subject of 
forming a General Grand Council.” 

In 1851 (page 5, printed proceedings) our Grand Chapter expressed itself 
in favor of forming Subordinate Councils with a view of forming a Grand 
Council. 

In 1858 an eflort was made to authorize Chapters in this State to confer 
the Royal and Select degrees and the resolution referred to a Committee to 
report the next year, at which time after considerable discussion the Grand 
Chapter disclaimed “for itself and subordinates any and all control over the 
Royal and Select Master’s degrees.” 

The present Grand Council was organized in June, 1860, by Alpha Coun- 
cil, of Wadesboro’; Adoniram Council, of Salisbury, and Greensboro’ Coun- 
cil, of Greensboro’, which were chartered by the Supreme Council of the 
Southern Jurisdiction. At this time Alexander Murdock, of Salisbury, was 
elected T. I. Grand Master. I have been unable to procure a copy of the 
printed proceedings and suggest that the Grand Recorder be instructed to 
procure a copy, if possible, and republish with the proceedings of this year. 
[The proceedings have been obtained and appear as Document, No. 3, of 
Appendix. Grand Recorder.] 

In consequence of the war the Grand Council did not re-assemble after its 
organization until 1866 when a Constitution was adopted. It has met an- 
nually since and its proceedings are doubtless too familiar to you to render 
further “History” necessary.

Resolved , That Article 2 of the Constitution of this Grand Council be so 
amended as to read: “ The next regular Convocation of this Grand Council 
shall be held at Raleigh, N. C., on the first Wednesday after the first Monday 
in June, 1875, and at such places thereafter as each succeeding Grand Coun- 
cil may determine.

Comp. Thos. B. Carr, from the Committee on the subject of Work, 
Ac., submitted the following report, which was read and concurred in : 

To the Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters of the 

State of North Carolina : 

The Special Committee appointed at the Annual Assembly in 1867, to re- 
port the “ correct titles for the Grand Officers, and also the titles of officers 
of Subordinate Councils, and also the work in the degrees of Royal and Select 
Masters,” which Committee has been continued from j r ear to year in order 
that they might avail themselves of the result of the Convention of Grand * 
Councils, held in New York in 1872 and 1873, respectfully report that the 
nomenclature of officers, both Grand and Subordinate, as recommended by 
the said Convention, having been adopted at your last Annual Assembly, no 
further action is recommended at this time on that subject. 

They present herewith the work and lectures of the Royal and Select Mas- 
ters degrees as adopted at the Convention, and recommend that the form of 
opening and closing Councils in both Royal and Select Masters degrees, and 
the work of conferriug the degrees recommended by the Convention, be 
adopted by this Grand Council. 

It will be observed that there are some slight discrepancies between the

The Grand Master appointed Comp. J. H. Separk, Grand Sentinel, and in- 
stalled him on the same occasion. 


Historical lectures recommended by the New York Convention and the lec- 
tures taught in this State by Id. Comp.L. L. Stevenson, of Virginia, in 1850, 
and which we have no doubt, are the same as originally taught by Cross and 
Cushman. Portions also of the Stevenson “ lecture ” are more concise and 
beautiful in their verbiage. We therefore recommend that the language of the 
History as taught by Companion T,. L. Stevenson, together with those por- 
tions, which were omitted in the Convention work be adhered to and that 
the Lecture of the Convention thus amended be adopted. We also recom- 
mend that the closing address to the candidates, most of which is found in 
“Guide to the Royal Arch Chapter, page 202,” by Comps. Slieville and 
Gould, should also be adopted in its original form. We think we are justifia- 
ble in our tenacity to this beautiful address as most of it originated in the 
brain of an esteemed and beloved Companion of this Grand Council. He ex- 
pressed to me his astonishment at finding it published in the “ Guide,” and 
informed me that from a beautiful illustration of the ceremonies of the first 
three degrees by Comp. John Dove, of Virginia, originated the idea of this 
address for the other degrees, and thinks that he may have given a copy to 
some one of the Graud Lecturers, who, doubtless, communicated it to others. 
The slight changes which appear in it as published, we consider as blemishes 
rather than improvements, and therefore hope that the entire address in its 
original language may be retained.

Grand Master read his Annual Address, as follows, 
which was ordered to be published with the Proceedings: 


« 
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Companions of the Grand Council of North Carolina : 

With grateful hearts to the Supreme Grand Master, that He hath pre- 
served our lives through another year, we again assemble in Grand Council 

In the language of my immediate predecessor, “Cryptic Masonry in 
this jurisdiction stands just where it did one year ago. It neither re- 
cedes nor advances, and the interest therein, with perhaps one or two ex- 
ceptions, (so far as I can learn) is not such as to indicate any very rapid 
strides in the future. It is a matter of regret to all who have its welfare 
at heart that so much lukewarmness exists.” 

We can only hope for an increased interest in Cryptic Masonry, as the 
result of a greater zeal in behalf of Capitular Masonry in this jurisdic- 
tion. We have hopes that the experiment now being tried for the first 
time in North Carolina of holding our Grand Chapter in different parts 
of the State will have the effect to create a livelier interest in the Craft, 
and eventually build up the Councils in her jurisdiction. 

My duties have been light, and having had but little intercourse with 
the Companions, I have no recommendations to offer, but submit the 
matter to your careful consideration.

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PROCEEDINGS OF THE GRAND COUNCIL OF 


The Most Illustrious Grand Master read his Annual Address 
as follows, which was, on motion of Comp. C. M. Van Orsdell, 
D. I. G. M., accepted and referred to a Special Committee com- 
posed of Comps. C. M. Van Orsdell, E. A. Wilson and E. P. 
Bessent : 

Companions: Would that I could at the close of this, another year’s 
pilgrimage in our Masonic history, present some encouraging facts, or 
suggest some ideas that would brighten the prospects for the future; 
but the year’s experience brings with it no. hopeful indications of in- 
creased prosperity. But Companions, although the past history of 
Cryptic Masonry in this Jurisdiction has not been as satisfactory as we 
might desire, the Councils that have been established being composed 
as they are, of our best Masons, with a renewed effort and a slight de- 
parture from our “old ways and customs,” may we not hope for a 
more prosperous, and even a brilliant, future ? 

My position as Most Illustrious Grand Master of Royal and Select 
Masters in North Carolina has been almost a sinecure for the last twelve 
months. I have been called on to perform but few official acts during 
the year. On the 2oth of Feb., 1876, I granted a dispensation to Mocks- 
ville Council, No. 6, to resume work under its old Charter until this 
Annual Assembly. I have received no tidings from the Companions of 
that Council since the dispensation was granted, but presume they 
went to work promptly, and that the Council will be represented at 
this Annual Assembly. I have been called on two or three times for 
an opinion on points of law and usage, which I gave promptly, and, 
as lam informed, to the satisfaction of the Companions interested. 

Beyond these brief matters I have nothing to report that is at all in- 
teresting Would that I could say something that would tend to re- 
vive the drooping spirits of the Companions, and encourage them to 
hope for greater achievements. The reports that come up from the 
Subordinate Councils give us but little evidence of increased effort. 

Companions : why this lukewarmness and indifference on the part 
of our Subordinate Councils ? Whatever impediment there may be in 
the way of the prosperity of Cryptic Masonry in North Carolina, I 
trust, will receive your serious consideration before you leave this 
Council Chamber, and I urge upon you to adopt, if possible, some 
means for the more extensive diffusion of this branch of our rite 
throughout this* Jurisdiction 

The older Companions present will remember that, up to a few years 
since, the ritual of the Cryptic degrees, as worked in nearly every 
Council in the State, was that taught by our Illustrious Companion, 
Dr. Albert G. Mackey, of South Carolina. At the Convention of Royal 
and Select Masters in the i ityof New York in 1872, a “Work” — I am 
unable to say whether it was a new icorh or not — at all events, a icorlc 
was adopted, and recommended to the various Grand Councils through- 
out the country. This Grand Council adopted that work in 1874, but 
made no provision for its dissemination among the Subordinate Coun- 
cils throughout the State, and, up to the present time, if lam correct- 
ly informed, but one Council has been instructed in the new, or Con- 
vention work. 

I would most earnestly urge the Grand Council at this Assembly to 
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adopt some mentis, not only for securing a uniformity in the work, 
but for its thorough and effective dissemination. No feasible plan of 
Lecturers, or teaching any work has been adopted by this Grand Coun- 
cil, and it is to this neglect that I attribute much of the apathy and 
indifference of the Subordinate Councils. 

No one who has ever held communion in the Council Chamber, or 
entered the secret vault can be indiffeient to the importance of these 
degrees, being as they are, in one sense, the capstone of the whole 
Masonic edifice. Let us then, Companions, before leaving these sacred 
precincts, devise some means, not only for properly instructing the 
Councils now in existence, but lor the extension of this beautiful 
branch of our order in every locality in the State where Royal Arch 
Masonry is known. 

In closing this, my last official communication to this, and perhaps 
to any other Grand body of Masons, permit me, Companions, to ex- 
press my most sincere acknow ledgments for the honors conferred on 
me, and for the kind consideration I have always received at your 
hands, and to assure you that I shall hold in grateful remembrance my 
Masonic associations here and elsewhere as the most pleasant of my 
life. 

Finally, Companions, practice the sublime teachings of Masonry ; 
inculcate its moral principles on every occasion, and show to the world 
that yon are not Masons in name only, but Masons in the broadest sense 
of that distinguished appellation ; ‘‘and then, and then only, can you 
feel that friend whip, that unison, that zeal and that purity of heart 
which should actuate every one, wdio would appropriate to himself the 
proud title of a workman that needeth not be ashamed.”

REPORT 


ON 

FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE. 


A few days before the meeting of the present Annual Assem- 
bly, the writer of this Report was approached by our worthy 
Grand Recorder and informed that he had been selected to pre- 
pare the Report on Foreign Correspondence. We plead want 
of time and arduous professional duties; but no excuse would 
our Companion receive, but with an emphatic “ you must do it” 
we submitted, under protest. We have received and reviewed 
the Proceedings of fifteen Grand Councils, as follows:

The Sixteenth Annual Assembly was held at Little Rock, on 
the 9th day of October, 1875. 

Grand Master James A. Stinson, presiding. 

The address of the Grand Master is quite brief, touching on 
nothing but matters of local importance. He alludes to the 
Convention of Grand Councils held at New Orleans in Novem- 
ber, 1874, and says the “work” has not been generally taught 


Note. — The Grand Recorder, as well as myself, regrets the absence 
of so many Grand Councils from this list. The Proceedings have not 
generally been received up to date. Committee. 
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within the Jurisdiction of that Grand Council. On this subject, 
he says: 

Now, Companions, if you do not feel disposed to adopt the conven- 
tion work, for the sake of uniformity (which is very much the same as 
our own,) would it not be well to see that our old work is correctly 
taught, as I- have learned that by innovation or improvement , that the 
work in some of our Councils differs as much from our old work as 
the old work does from the work of the New York and New Orleans 
Conventions. 

The Committee on Credentials reported present eleven Grand 
Officers, and twenty Past Grand Officers, entitled to vote, and 
twelve Councils entitled to representation; but there seemed to 
be delegates from but eight Councils present, representing a 
membership of three hundred and one. 

In regard to the “ T Vorh ” the following resolution was adopted: 

Resolved , That the Ritual heretofore adopted by the Grand Council 
be continued as the work of the Subordinate Councils in this jurisdic- 
tion; and that no Council or Grand Officer depart from or change the 
same until authorized to do so by the Grand Council. 

Charters were withdrawn from two Councils. No new ones 
granted. 

Comp. M. M. McGuire was elected Grand Master, and the 
venerable Luke E. Barber was re-elected Grand Recorder. The 
officers elected and appointed were installed by Past Grand Mas- 
ter E. H. English. 

CONNECTICUT. 

Annual Assembly at Hartford, on the 8th of May, 1876. 

Grand Master Fred. H. Waldron, presiding. 

Fifteen Councils represented. 

The Grand Master presented a most excellent address. The 
following extract is commended to the careful consideration of 
the Companions of our own State. It is sound, practical, good 
sense. Read it 

It is the practice with too many who are initiated into our solemn 
mysteries to hurry from One degree to another, and the entered appren- 
tice of yesterday is likely to be a Sir Knight to-morrow. This is high- 
ly detrimental, not only to the candidate himself, but to the best in- 
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terests of the order. I think we should discourage this as much as 
possible, and a Brother or Companion should not only have made 
“suitable proficiency” in the work and ritual before being advanced 
to higher honors and awards, but we should endeavor to have our 
teachings make a deep impression upon his mind, and he should be in 
a condition to give as well as to receive instruction. How many are 
there to-day who have taken all the degrees in Masonry who are a- 
shamed to present themselves at the outer door of the Lodge-room for 
examination ? They can be counted by the score. 

This is not as it should be. It is generally conceded that those of 
our members who manifest the least interest in the order are those who 
are ignorant of its principles and teachings — those who have hurried 
through the degrees without properly considering their meaning. 
Their zeal lasts as long as there are other degrees for them to advance 
to. and, as soon as the topmost round in the ladder is reached, their 
interest is lost, because, in their zeal to obtain all the light possible, 
they have lost sight of our first principles. 

The transactions of the Body contain nothing of special im- 
portance to those outside of that jurisdiction. 

The Grand Council of Maryland was recognized. 

An interesting report on correspondence was presented by 
Comp. William Wallace Lee. The proceedings of seventeen 
Grand Councils were reviewed, our own not included. 

Comp. William Freeston, of New Britain, was elected Grand 
Master, and Comp. J. K. Wheeler, of Hartford, re-elected Grand 
Recorder. 


ILLINOIS- 

The twenty-third Annual Assembly was held at Chicago, on 
the 27th of October, 1875. 

Comp. Edward Blackshaw, as Grand Master, presiding. 

There were thirty-three Subordinate Councils represented. 

The Grand Master, W. F. Bromfield, being absent, his address 
was read by the Grand Recorder. The Grand Master reports 
that “peace and harmony prevail among the Subordinate Coun- 
cils.” 

To the question: “Has a Council the right to refuse a Com- 
panion adimit, provided he is in good standing in the Council?” 
he decided: “ If the Companion desired to join another Coun- 
cil nearer his residence, and was in good standing in his Council, 
he was entitled to a dimit; but otherwise the Council might re- 
3 
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fuse it, because it is unmasonic not to be affiliated.” It may be 
unmasonic not to be affiliated, but by what right can Lodge, 
Chapter or Council compel a mason to remain a member against 
his will? 

We believe in Free Masonry and whenever a Mason wishes to 
sever his connection with the order, we believe in permitting 
him to depart in peace. If he can do without the Order, the 
Order can as easily do without him. 

The Report on Correspondence is by Comp. James H. Miles. 
Twenty-two Grand Councils receive fraternal notice, North Car- 
olina included. 

< ’omp. Edward Elackshaw, of Urbana, elected Grand Master, 
and Comp. Jas. H. Miles, of Chicago, re-elected Grand Recorder. 

The Annual Assembly was held at Leavenworth, on the 20th 
of October, 1874. 

Grand Master John H. Brown, presiding. 

Five Councils represented. 

The Grand Master, in the opening paragraph of his very ad- 
mirable address, says: 

Another year has closed, another page is added to our history as a 
Grand Council. We have met in Annual Convocation to revise and 
perfect the work of the past year. Forgetting all mere personal con- 
siderations, let us unite in devising means to render Cryptic Masonry 
what its uoble founders designed it should be. Before proceeding 
further, may we humbly acknowledge our dependence cn the Great 
Author of our being for the success thus far vouchsafed to us, His 
creatures, and implore His aid in all our endeavors to advance the 
prosperity of our Cryptic Rite. 

He regretted that the Grand Council was not represented at 
the Convention in New York, and recommended that arrange- 
ments he made to be represented in the future. He also recom- 
mended the adoption of the official titles suggested by the Con- 
vention. The recommendation was adopted and the Constitu- 
tion amended to that effect. 

The Committee on Charity reported verbally “ that no appli- 
cation had been made to this Grand Council for aid, nor did they 
know of any cases requiring attention.” Happy Companions ! 
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Comp. John H. Brown, of Leavenworth, re-elected Grand 
Master, and Comp. J. Lee Knight, of Topeka, re-elected Grand 
Recorder. 


ICEZbTTTir OIE^ST- 

Annual Assembly at Louisville, October 21st, 1874. 

Comp. Wm. Ryan, Grand Master, (or Most Puissant, as the 
presiding officer in that State is styled), presiding. 

His address is short, alluding briefly to his official transac- 
tions, which were confined to the granting of two Dispensations 
for new Councils. 

Sixteen Councils were represented. 

The report on Correspondence was submitted by Comp. H. A. 
M. Henderson, which Comp. Swaiii, of Wisconsin, says, “is sharp 
enough to put spirit into a mug of milk and water.” 

We can appreciate the following sentence in the report of 
Comp. Henderson. He says: 

When there is nothing to dip, and a sieve is the dipper, then you 
might die of thirst for the lack of a cooling draught. 

Grand Officers elected were Comp. Henry Bostwick, of Cov- 
ington, Grand Master, and Comp. Albert G. Hodges, of Louis- 
ville, Grand Recorder. 


Annual Assembly at Portland, May 5th, 1875. 

Grand Master Charles I. Collamore, presiding. 

Ten Subordinate Councils represented. 

The address of the Grand Master was brief, relating chiefly to 
matters within his own jurisdiction. 

The Committee on By-Laws recommended the nomenclature 
recommended by the Kew York Convention, which was adopted. 

The report on Correspondence is from the pen of that Illustri- 
ous Companion, from whom we always expect something good 
— J osiah H. Drummond. The report is full, able and interest- 
ing, being filled with valuable information and suggestions. As 
Comp. Drummond is perhaps more fully informed of all the facts 
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in connsution with what is called the “ Convention Work,” which 
has been adopted by our Grand Council, we extract the follow- 
ing from his report: 

The Grand Councils, with few exceptions, are adopting the “Con- 
vention Work” as fast as they have opportunity to examine it. 

Already Alabama, Iowa, Louisiana, Maine, Mississippi, Missouri, 
New Jersey, New York, North Carolina, Ohio, South Carolina and 
Tennessee have formally adopted it. We understand that it is prac- 
tically adopted and actually used in Florida and Wisconsin. Califor- 
nia, Georgia, Kentucky, Maryland, Minnesota, Nebraska, New Bruns- 
wick and Rhode Island have not (we believe) applied for and received 
the work. Connecticut decided that the work was almost identical 
with her own. and concluded to make no change, the two being sub- 
stantially alike. Arkansas voted to adopt it when four-fifths of the 
other Grand Councils had done so. Illinois, Kansas, Michigan, On- 
tario and Vermont have the matter in the hands of committees In- 
diana having the true (?) work and “little knowledge as to the nature 
and extent of the differences ” between it and the Convention Work, de- 
clines to adopt it. New Hampshire having another “old and true” (?) 
work declines even to examine any other. Massachusetts declines to 
adopt the Work, because it reverses the order of the degrees as she 
adopted them ; while Pennsylvania hesitates because she has still an- 
other “true” (?) work Thus far, but three Grand Councils have abso- 
lutely declined to adopt the work, and in the begining it was taken 
for granted that tm of these would do so; but the refusd of Massa- 
chusetts is a surprise. 

In regard to the Convention held at New Orleans, in 1874 , 
the following report was submitted by Comp. Drummond: 

I attended the Convention at New Orleans, as requested by the M. I. 
Grand Master. Some Grand Councils, not represented at New York, 
were represented there. The old organization was continued so "ar as 
the officers were present: in the absence of Comp. Corson, Comp. Geo. 
Fred. Wiltsie, of New York, was elected Recorder. 

There was an indisposition to make any change in the work, beyond 
the correction of a few mere verbal errors. 

There was a much stronger feeling in favor of a General Grand 
Council than I had anticipated; and on the second evening (when I 
was unable to be present on account of illness) a committee was ap- 
pointed, of which Comp. Frizzell, of Tennessee, was Chairman, to 
draft a Constitution for a General Grand Council to become effective 
when adopted by two-thirds of the Grand Councils; and the Conven- 
tion adjourned to meet with the General Grand Chapter in 1877. 

The sentiment of the Convention seemed to be unanimous in mak- 
ing these degrees pre-requisites to the order of Knighthood. A memo- 
rial to that effect was presented to the Grand Encampment and refer- 
red to a committee, a majority of which reported adversely. The Re- 
port was adopted without discussion, for which, indeed, there was 
really no opportunity. So much time had been taken up in the parade, 
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that the most important business was hurriedly transacted The next 
Conclave is to be devoted to business, and then this subject can be 
discussed and intelligently determined. 

Comp. Sumner H. Boynton, of Rockford, was elected Grand 
Master, and the venerable Comp. Ira Berry, of Portland, re- 
elected Grand Recorder. 

MASSACHUSETTS. 

Annual Assembly held at Masonic Temple, December 8 , 1875 . 

Grand Master Thomas Elliott St. John, presiding. 

Thirteen Councils represented. 

The Grand Master alludes in feeling and eloquent terms to the 
passing away of two distinguished Companions of that Jurisdic- 
tion. He says: 

Since last we met, the summons that none can disregard, has been 
heard at our outer door. Upon the death of our venerable and 111. 
Comp E. B. Moore, who for so many years had held the office of Com- 
mittee on Foreign Correspondence, I appointed to fill his place, our 
worthy and well beloved Comp Rev. George Summerfi elcl Noyes. Ere 
his work was completed, the hand of disease was upon him. He la- 
bored with a true heroic zeal, even beyond his powers of endurance, to 
complete his report for our last year’s Proceedings. The last words 
of his report are a tribute to the memory of Comp. Moore. tk Our 
great ones are falling,” said he. May the ranks be quickly repleted.” 
But ere the words he had written were read by those in whose service 
he was laboring, he had gone to his rest. He died as he had lived, an 
honest, faithful laborer in his Master’s cause. He held this Order in 
high regard, and was never weary in his labors to advance its interests, 
and honor its name. He has held many important trusts in his Ma- 
sonic life and honored, them all. May his example be an inspiration 
unto us all, bidding us to emulate his virtues and hold in due venera- 
tion the truth he sought to uphold He died in Boston, February 16th, 
1875, aged 40 years, 8 months. 

Alluding to the importance of the degrees of Royal and Select 
Master he says: 

The more I study the plan and seope of this Institution, the more 
clearly do I see the necessity o* making these degrees of the Cryptic 
Rite a regular step in the advancement of the aspirant after Masonic 
honors. In the Secret Vault alone is that knowledge obtained that 
completes the stoiy of the second temple and fits a man for a full ap- 
preciation of the Masonic tradition. Without these the Royal Arch is 
but a partial history, while upon the instructions they give, the can- 
didate treads more confidently the pathway to the Order of the Red 
Cross. 
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Comp. Charles J. Danforth, of Boston, was elected Grand 
Master, and Comp. John Haigh, of Somerville, Grand Recorder. 

LCECHIGAN- 

Eighteenth Annual Assembly held at Detroit, on the 17th of 
January, 1876. 

Comp. M. Mansfield, Grand Master, presiding. 

Forty-two Councils were represented. 

His address is brief, and confined to the consideration of mat- 
ters of local interest. The Grand Master seems to have been 
very active during the year, judging from the number of visita- 
tions reported. He, however, declined a re-election, which, judg- 
ing from his past year’s work, he richly deserved. 

The Grand Council adopted the following resolution: 

Resolved , That the thanks of this Grand Council be, and are hereby 
tendered to Past M. I. G. Master M. Mansfield, for the able manner in 
which he has presided over this Grand Council the past year. 

The report on Correspondence is from the pen of Comp. G. B. 
Noble, and is quite full and interesting. Twenty-four Grand 
Councils receiving fraternal notice, ours being included. 

Comp. George Hill, of Portland, was elected Grand Master, 
and G. B. Noble, of Detroit, Grand Recorder. 

Seventh Annual Assembly held at St. Paul, Jan’y 11th, 1876. 

The Grand Master being absent, R. 111. D. G. M., G. W. Coo- 
ley, presided. 

The proceedings contain nothing of special interest to the 
Craft outside that jurisdiction. 

The report on Correspondence is by Comp. Grove B. Cooley. 
We most heartily endorse the following, taken from the intro- 
ductory remarks, and commend the sentiments therein contain- 
ed to the consideration of our readers. He says: 

The duty is assigned us to review these proceedings and write a re- 
port. We are a “ new hand at the wheel” and hardly know how to 
commence. We feel that we can say but little, for the feeling of our 
Grand Council is, that our report should be short. 
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Although the Companion maybe a “new hand at the wheel,” 
as he says he is, he steers remarkably well. He reviews in an 
interesting and pleasant style the proceedings of twenty Grand 
Councils, our own receiving a passing notice. He concludes his 
report in the following rather racy, but exceedingly interesting 
style : 

Well, here is our work, such as it is. Should it not be deemed fit 
to be deposited in the S. V., throw it aside among the rubbish. We 
can only say, “such as we have, give we unto you but of all things, 
don’t set us down among those that languish. 

If any are sleeping at their posts, put them aside and fill their 
places. We have two of the most beautiful and impressive degrees in 
the whole system of Masonry. What do wr want of more ? We may 
seek and obtain from the Commandery the “Red Cross” degree — but 
what shall we do with it when we get it ? It has really no connection 
with Cryptic Masonry. But we can’t get it — neither will the Chapter 
of R. A. Masons take us — they don’t want us — they have* no fit place 
to put us, in Capitular Masonry. We are just exactly in the right 
place — we have all we need. Neither do we care for that class of Ma- 
sons, who are seeking the “Templar’s feather,” and would only make 
us a stepping stone to the Commandery. We don’t endorse the idea 
of compulsion in Masonry. If our hand is sought at all, we desire it 
shall be for “ Love,” and that when we are wed, we shall not be set 
aside for a more showy mistress. None of that in ours — we prefer to 
remain single. But don’t let us languish. 

Comp. G. W. Cooley, of Minneapolis, was elected Grand Mas- 
ter, and Comp. Theo. Burkhard, of St. Paul, Grand Recorder. 

The Annual Assembly was held in the Grand Council Room, 
New York City, September 14tb, 1875. 

Comp. Fred. H. Wiltsie, presiding. 

Twenty-eight Councils were represented. 

In his address, the Grand Master, gives a synopsis of the pro- 
ceedings of the New Orleans Convention of Royal and Select 
Masters; and, as many of our Companions may never have seen 
those proceedings, for their benefit we make the following 
lengthy quotation: 

Since our last Annual Assembly, and in accordance with a resolu- 
tion adopted by you at that time, it was my privilege as well as plea- 
sure to attend the third session of the National Convention of Royal 
and Select Masons of the United States of America. I will give you 
now a brief resume of its labors. 
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The Convention met in the city of New Orleans, La., at Masonic 
Temple, on Monday noon, November 3'lst, 1874, and organized tem- 
porarily by the election of 

M. I Companion Josiah H. Drummond, of Maine, as President. 

M. I. Comp. G Fred. Wiltsie, of New York, as Recorder. 

The Committee on Credentials, M. I. Companions W. C. Swain, of 
Wisconsin, E. Edmundson, of Tennessee, and G. L. McCalian, of 
Maryland, reported eighteen (18) Grand Councils entitled to represen- 
tation. 

The temporary officers were then unanimously elected as permanent 
officers of the Convention, with the addition of 

M. I. Companion John Frizzell, of Tennessee, as first Vice-President. 

M. I Companion C. F. Goodman, of Nebraska, second Vice-Pres’t. 

Rule 1 of the New York Convention of 1872, was then adopted for 
the government of the present session, (the purport of which was the 
system of voting, each Grand Jurisdiction being allowed three votes.) 

M. I. Companions Edmundson, of Tennessee, Wiltsie, of New York, 
O’Neal, of Ohio, McCahan, of Maryland, and Stinson, of Arkansas, 
were appointed a Committee on “Work.” 

M. I. Companions Brown, of Kansas, Bechtel, of New Jersey, Kir- 
ker, of Connecticut, Wheeler, of Nebraska, and Morrill, of Florida, 
were appointed a Committee on General Business. 

Evening Session, at 7 o’clock. 

M. I. Companion John Frizzell, of Tennessee, presiding. 

M. I. Companion John H. Brown, of Kansas, from the Committee 
on General Business, reported in favor of the formation of a General 
Grand Council of R. & S. M., which report, after a long discussion, 
was laid upon the table. 

Several invitations were received and accepted to attend different 
festivities in the city of New Orleans, during the session of the Grand 
Bodies. 

Two vacancies occurring in the Committee appointed by the New 
York Convention to memoralize the Grand Encampment of Knights 
Templar of the United States, to place the Cryptic degrees in their 
proper position in the American system of Free Masonry, by making 
them a prerequisite to the orders of Knighthood, they were filled by 
the Convention constituting the Committee, as follows:

M. I. Companion C. F. Goodman, of Nebraska, presiding. 

The Committee on Work, after a lengthy session, reported to the 
Convention that in their judgment no change was advisable in the 
Ritual as adopted in 1873, except to correct one or two clerical or 
chronological errors in the history of the Select Masters degree, con- 
cerning the time of the communication of the w to Moses,, and the 

lapse of time from its communication to its being lost. The report 
was unanimously adopted, all the Grand Bodies represented, many of 
which have adopted the work, expressing themselves highly pleased 
with it in its every feature. 
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The question of the organization of a General Grand Council was 
then taken from the table, and a very long debate ensued, all of the 
different Grand Bodies, through their representatives, stating at length 
their views; a large majority of them were in favor of the immediate 
formation of such a body, but at the same time being desirous of mak- 
ing no movement except to aid in the advancement of Cryptic Ma- 
sonry, and of these degrees receiving the proper attention and posi- 
tion to which they are entitled, the following resolution was finally 
unanimously adopted : 

Resolved, That a Committee of five be appointed to prepare a Pro- 
vincial Constitution for the organization of a General Grand Council 
of Royal and Select Masters of the United States of America, which 
shall be submitted to the several state Grand Bodies, for either their 
adoption or rejection.

The following resolution was then adopted: Resolved , That the pre- 
sent officers of this Convention be continued, and that the Commit- 
mittee on Provincial Constitution for a General Grand Council, be, 
and they hereby are, directed to prepare such a document, which shall 
be submitted by the officers of this Convention, to the various Grand 
Councils in the United States, for their action thereon, and when two- 
thirds thereof shall concur therein, approving such Provincial Consti- 
tution, the same shall become operative, and a meeting shall be called 
by the President, for the purpose of duly organizing such body, which 
shall be provided for by said Constitution, at such time and place as 
may be designated. 

The Committee to memorialize the Grand Encampment of Knights 
Templar of the United States reported that they had performed the 
duty assigned them, and that, after consideration, the Grand Encamp- 
ment laid the matter upon the table. 

The following resolution of adjournment was then adopted, after 
several matters of minor importance had been disposed of : Resolved , 
That this Convention do now adjourn to meet in the city of Buffalo, 
New York, on the Monday before the third Tuesday of August, 1877, 
and that the several State Grand Bodies be requested to send delegates 
to the same, unless the Convention shall sooner be called together by 
the President. The Grand Recorder was ordered to publish officially 
the proceedings of the Convention, as well as the report of the Com- 
mittee on Provincial Constitution, in pamphlet form, and issue same 
to each of the Grand Councils. 

This is a brief account, my Companions, of my labors while at New 
Orleans; amid the grand round of festivities, fraternal greetings, re- 
newals of old acquaintances, and receptions, it was almost impossible 
to keep a working majority of the different Masonic bodies there as- 
sembled engaged in their various duties; yet I am constrained to say 
that our Cryptic Companions were not found asleep , but were ever 
wakeful to the interests of our noble Rite, and each and every one 
worked with deep earnestness to advance its interests. 
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The Grand Master reports the death of Comp. J. R. Chase, 
for a number of years a prominent member of the Order, in 
New York, and author of several Masonic Works. Alluding to 
his death and past services, the Grand Master says: 

Our Grand Lecturer is uo more. Time, that dread leveler of human 
life, sooner or later will overtake us all. While we mourn the loss of 
our departed Companion, as we miss -him in our assemblies and no 
longer hear his pleasant, happy voice in our midst, while we pause for 
a moment amid the busy scenes of life, turning aside to cast a sympa- 
thetic tear over his memory, and ponder upon the uncertainty of our 
own existence, and the certainty as well, as in his case, the suddenness 
of death, let us each and everyone remember, “In the midst of life 
we are in death,” and so may we act and live that when the dread sum- 
mons shall come for us, and we shall be called to follow those who 
have “gone before,” we may be so prepared, having our “Work ” 
reaoy for inspection, that we may gain an entrance into the “Holy of 
Holies ” above, and there receive the wages due faithful Craftsmen 
and deserving Companions. “So teach us, O Lord, to number our 
days, that we may apply our hearts unto wisdom.” 

The report on Correspondence is by Comp. Charles G. Hen- 
derson, and is full, interesting and able. He thus raps Massa- 
chusetts: 

If we remember correctly, the Grand Council of Massachusetts had 
some little hand in first calling the New York Convention. But now, 
when that Convention has prepared a work in which all may unite, 
even though each one may make some little sacrifice, Massachusetts 
hesitates because, forsooth, the Convention did not see eye to eye with 
her in several particulars. The Grand Master does “ not believe it 
advisable to be anxious about adopting new things.” The whole ani- 
mus of the address and of the report on Foreign Correspondence is, 
that the New York Convention was a small affair, and that its conclu- 
sions should be ignored The reason why is very plain to be seen It 
appears as if the Companions of Massachusetts, as well as of several 
other jurisdictions, have forgotten some of their earliest Masonic les- 
sons. With too many Masons, brotherly love, self-sacrifice and hu- 
mility are words, fair in theory but hard to practice. We hear much 
of these professions when our Order is recommended to the world at 
lai'ge. but when the practical test comes, we too often find “nothing 
but leaves.” 

We are not sufficiently informed of all the facts and circum- 
stances to justify us in the expression of an opinion on the ques- 
tion under discussion, but we shall look forward with some inter- 
est to the “ return fire ” of our Massachusetts Companions. 

We extract the following from the “ conclusion ”. of this in- 
teresting report: 
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And while, by our laws and traditions, our forms and ceremonies, 
we view the past with reverence, it behooves us to look forward and 
think of the future of Masonry, to devote more time, and considera- 
tion, and labor to our own improvement, and to the embodiment of 
our principles in our lives, to study how our influence is to be made 
more effectual for the good of humanity. 

We believe we shall have to answer, not only for ourselves and our 
own mutual improvement, but also for our general influence upon hu- 
manity. 

What is our mission ? And what is our work in the future ? Our 
history has been one of grand success — prosperity has been ours. We 
have withstood the attacks and persecutions of ignorance, supersti- 
tion, fanaticism and bigotry. Every reverse has caused our Fratern- 
ity to shine forth with a more glorious lustre. May we be as full 
of . virtue and love in prosperity as in adversity ! There can be no 
doubt that the T. G. A. O. T. U., whom we worship, has given us 
this prosperity, and smiles upon our organization and labors. 

Comp. John B. Sackett, of Buffalo, was elected Grand Mas- 
ter, and George Van Vliet, of New York, Grand Recorder. 

Twenty-ninth Annual Assembly of the Grand Council of Ro- 
yal, Super-Excellent and Select Masters was held in the city of 
Harrisburg, on the 17th day of February, 1875. 

M. P. G. M. Christian Frederick Knapp, presiding. 

Fifteen Councils were represented. 

The Grand Master seems to have been very active during the 
year. He reported that he had traveled, during his official visi- 
tations eighteen hundred and sixty miles; spent forty days, and 
incurred an expense of two hundred dollars and twenty-five cents. 
Our Companions in Pennsylvania have been peculiarly fortunate 
in the selection of its presiding officer. In his address he says: 

Having served you, to the best of my ability, five years as the third 
officer of this Grand Council, five years as its second officer, and six 
years as its chief, making a period of sixteen years, I now surrender to 
you the authority with which you so often unanimously invested me 
with, with the hope that my successor will meet at your hands that 
support wffiicli you so kindly extended to me. As to my associates in 
office, who were all I could desire, I would say “ the Lord bless you 
and keep you,’ 1 and to the Illustrious Companions and members of this 
M. P. Grand Council, allow me to express the wish that 4 4 peace be 
ever within your walls, and prosperity within your palaces ” 

The proceedings contain nothing of special interest to the Fra- 
ternity outside of that jurisdiction. 
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Comp. Christian Frederick Knapp, of Bloomsburg, was re- 
elected Grand Master, and Charles E. Meyer, of Philadelphia, 
was re-elected Grand Recorder. 

SOUTH O^ROXjIiT-^- 

Annual Assembly at Charleston, February 16th, 1876. 

Grand Master Wilmot G. DeSaussure, presiding. 

Ten Councils were represented. 

The address of the Grand Master, although containing noth- 
ing of special interest to those outside of that jurisdiction, is 
one of the most interesting addresses that we have read. Un- 
like many of the Grand Masters, (your own included), Comp. 
DeSaussure had sufficient duties to perform to give him some 
thing to write about. He concludes his interesting report in the 
following beautiful and impressive style: 

Peimit me to invoke upon your labors the blessings of the Great 
Architect of the Universe, and to pray that He will so direct them, 
that good may result to our fellow men and to ourselves from w T hat is 
done in this Secret Vault. The duties which we are here called upon 
to perform are done in Secrecy, Silence and Darkness, but to the All- 
seeing eye, the “night is no darkness.” The important lessons of 
charity, forbearance, and good will, which we learn here, if profited 
by and practised, must lead us humbly and reverently and hopefully 
to approach Him who has taught us to pray, “forgive us our trespasses 
as we forgive those who trespass against us.” 

The proceedings of twenty-four Grand Councils were review- 
ed in an able and comprehensive manner by the Grand Master, 
who we are pleased to notice was re-elected for the third time, 
a compliment which his industry, ability and devotion to Ma- 
sonry justly merited. 

Comp. A. Lindstrom, of Charleston, was re-elected Grand Re- 
corder. 

TENNESSEE. 

Annual Assembly held at Nashville, November 8th, 1875. 

Grand Master W. R. Shaver, presiding. 

Thirty-three Councils represented. 

Certainly a large number for “ North Carolina’s little daugh- 
ter.” 

The Grand Master thus welcomes the representatives: 
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I offer you my personal and official greeting on assembling again at 
the close of another annual period, in the history of this venerable 
body. And, I believe, that I but express your sentiments, when I say, 
that the warmest aspirations of our hearts are due to the Father of all 
Mercies, not only for the bountiful harvest which prevails all over our 
country, enabling us to rejoice m peace and plenty, but that we are 
spared from pestilence and death, and are to-day blessed with health 
and the privilege of convening in Grand Council. 

The Committee appointed to attend the Convention of Royal 
and Select Masters at New Orleans, submitted their report, which 
was concurred in. We copy the report entire: 

The undersigned were selected, at the last Annual Assembly of the 
Grand Council, Representatives to the adjourned Convention, which 
met at New Orleans in December last. The present Most Illustrious 
Grand Master was authorized to associate with us such other Compan- 
ions as he might deem proper. In accordance therewith, Companions 
John Frizzell, W. F. Foster and H. M. Aiken, were selected. We all 
attended the Convention as required, but having taken no notes there- 
of, we are unable to give the particular transactions of the Conven- 
tion, as we have not been furnished with the published proceedings, 
as we hoped. 

There were, we believe, about twenty Grand Jurisdictions represent- 
ed, and the principal matter discussed was the formation of a General 
Grand Council, for which purpose the New York Convention of the 
previous year adjourned to this place. 

The Convention seemed adverse to such an organization, and espe- 
cially so, until they could ascertain the nature of the Constitution gov- 
erning such an organization. It was, therefore, ordered that a Com- 
mittee be appointed to draft such a Constitution for the consideration 
of the different Grand Jurisdictions. Our Companion, John Frizzell, 
was appointed the Chairman of this Committee. 

The Convention adjourned to meet again in Buffalo, New York, in 
the year 1877, when the matter of a General Grand Council is to be 
further considered. 

We regret to have to report a seeming abatement of interest in this 
Convention, to that manifested by the two preceding ones held in 
New York, in the summers of 1872 and 1878, witnessed by your Dele- 
gate, who attended all three. E. Edmundson,

No report on Correspondence. 

Comp. H. M. Aiken, of Knoxville, was elected Grand Master, 
and Comp. John Frizzell, of Nashville, re-elected Gr. Recorder, 

Annual Assembly at Burlington, June 10th, 1875. 

The Grand Master, Edward S. Dana, presiding. 
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There were twelve Councils represented. 

The address of the Grand Master is an interesting and well- 
written document, breathing the true spirit of Masonry in every 
line. It is really a pleasure to read such addresses; and how 
grand would our order be, did the same spirit pervade the breast 
of every Mason in the land. After the introductory paragraph, 
he says: 

We have come to take sweet counsel together as to the methods by 
which we may strengthen and beautify the structure which has been 
committed to our charge, and perpetuate it with its countless blessings 
to those who shall come after us; — and wdiile the wisdom of man may 
fail and the creation of genius with its magic touch may perish, yet if 
we rely upon an unseen hand for support and aid we may go forward 
with an implicit trust that our labors will meet with perpetual reward. 

Let us, as we gather here within the grateful atmosphere of fraternal 
affection, lend ourselves with cheerful alacrity to enlarge and dignify 
those influences which shall give encouragement to the patient toilers 
in the vaults, and which they shall follow, like a pillar of fire by night, 
through every darkness and peril until their mission shall close in the 
promise and plenty of merited success. 

He pays a beautiful and fitting tribute to the memory of the 
late eminent Companion, Dr. George M. Hall, and closes his ad- 
dress as follows: 

I entreat you to permit no slothful indolence in your midst which 
shall suffer our arches to crumble into decay and bury our priceless 
treasures in unmerited oblivion ; but let every officer and companion 
firmly resolve to dedicate himself anew to the service of the Cryptic 
Rite and to bring it up to the standard of perfection which shall in- 
sure that fruition and fulness of reward which crowns the labors of the 
faithful and the just. 

The proceedings contain nothing of special importance to the 
Craft outside that jurisdiction. 

The Grand Master, Edward S. Dana, of Cornwall, was re- 
elected, a compliment worthily bestowed; Comp. Wm. H. S. 
Whitcomb, of Burlington, was also re-elected Grand Recorder. 

The Nineteenth Annual Assembly was held in the city of 
Milwaukee, on the 14th of February, 1876. 

Comp. J. P. C. Cottrill, Grand Master, presiding. 
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Tlie Grand Master says he has “ been called upon for no offi- 
cial act during the year, except the granting of one dispensa- 
tion;” but is “able, however, to report a quite general condition 
of prosperity and progress in the Subordinates of the Cryptic 
Rite, and entire harmony among them.” 

The report on Correspondence, is by Comp. Wm. E. Swain, 
and is quite full and interesting, although he says it is his 
“ maiden effort.” Had he not so stated, his readers would nev- 
er have suspected the fact, for he writes like a “Veteran.” 

He twits us for holding our Annual Assemblies in different 
sections of the State, and “suggests that we get a first-class 
menagerie ” to travel with us. When we conclude to do so, we 
will go up to Wisconsin in search “trick-mules” for our travel- 
ing show. 

Joking aside. The report is one of the very best we have 
read. It is written in that interesting and attractive style, that 
almost compels you to read it through, whether you are inclined 
to do so or not. We endorse fully the following taken from the 
“ Conclusion ” of his report: 

The only panacea we know of for sick Councils, is the election of 
officers who will make the Assemblies interesting. We do not think 
it is necessary to meet as often as most of our Masonic bodies are in the 
habit of doing. Let it be understood that the Council will meet, per- 
haps once a month; that when the regular Assembly night comes, 
there will be an Assembly, and that the meetings will be made inter- 
esting, and there are few intelligent Masons who would not be will- 
ing to devote one evening in a month to this grade. 

“ This is as well said as if we had said it ourself,” and is as 
true as to North Carolina as to Wisconsin. 

Comp. James L. Bridge, of Berlin, elected Grand Master, and 
Comp. John W. Woodhull, of Milwaukee, re-elected Grand Re- 
corder.

Thus, Companions, in this hurried and imperfect manner, we 
have examined such Proceedings as have come into our hands. 
In some Grand Councils there seems to be a fair degree of pros- 
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perity, while in others the interest is manifestly indifferent and 
desponding. 

The principal questions claiming the attention of the Grand 
Councils seem to* be, (l.) Uniformity of work, (2.) The forma- 
tion of a General Grand Council, and (3.) Making the degrees 
of Royal and Select Masters -a pre-requisite to the Orders of 
Knighthood. It is not probable that either of these questions 
will seriously disturb the proceedings of our Grand Council. The 
adoption of the nomenclature and ritual recommended by the 
New York Convention disposes of the first question, unless the 
matter should be reconsidered. As to the second, we take it for 
granted that our Grand Council is not now in a condition to 
consider it; while as to the third, we have no special interest in 
it at present. 

A majority of the Grand Councils, we think, have adopted 
the New York or Convention work, but a respectable number 
continue to adhere to the work they have been practising for 
years. The second question has met with general disfavor, and 
the third has received no favorable consideration from the Grand 
Commandery, which alone can control the matter. 

We trust that a brighter day awaits Cryptic Masonry through- 
out the entire country; and especially do we desire to see for it 
a renewed interest manifested by the Companions of our own 
State. We hope that the time is not far distant when these 
beautiful and impressive degrees will be fully appreciated, and 
that they will be regarded, as they really .are, essential to the 
completeness of the Royal Arch degree, which, as now conferred 
and taught in most of the States, is not complete without the 
beautiful and impressive degrees of Royal and Select Master. 

We must beg pardon for the very imperfect and hurried man- 
ner in which this report has been prepared. Owing to the short- 
ness of the time since we commenced its preparation, and our 
professional duties claiming almost our entire time, it has been 
prepared under most unfavorable circumstances, and will, we 
fear, prove as unsatisfactory to its readers as it is to the writer. 
But such as it is — we present it.

The Grand Master delivered the following Address, which 
was, on motion of Comp. H. H. Munson, accepted with an ex- 
pression of thanks. 

My Illustrious Companions: Another Masonic year lias been 
numbered with the things that were. The ceaseless march of time 
has again brought us to the period fixed for meeting in Annual As- 
sembly. Again under the protecting care of a divine providence and 
through the mercy of the Supreme Grand Architect of the Universe 
are we permitted to meet together to renew our vows and consult to- 
gether to advance the future welfare of Cryptic Masonry, and the in- 
terests of those who have penetrated the glorious and sublime myster- 
ies of the secret vault. 

It is with a sad and almost despondent heart that I have to inform 
you that the past year in Cryptic Masonry in this Grand Jurisdiction 
has been passed in calm peacefulness and distressing inactivity on 
the part of most of our Councils, so far as I can learn. 

In my official capacity I have had literally nothing to do. I have 
not been called upon to make any decisions, constitute any new Coun- 
cils, nor to teach the work to any of those already constituted. 

The only communication I have received was from Davie Council, 
No. 6, asking me to issue a dispensation for them to elect new offi- 
cers and go to w T ork under the old charter, which had been forfeited. 
Our last Grand Council took action in the matter and prescribed the 
conditions upon which they could resume work and retain tlieir char- 
ter. Consequently I could do nothing but call their attention to that 
resolution, hoping that they would avail themselves of its very liberal 
provisions and be represented at this Grand Convocation. 
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So you will see my companions and, I hope, appreciate, the diffi- 
cult task I have had in trying to issue this, my first address, to any 
Grand Body of Masons, and I hope, my companions, to receive from 
you, one and all, that leniency and charity so beautifully characteristic 
of our beloved institution, for consuming your time with this unin- 
structive and uninteresting address. 

But, before closing, I wish to make a few remarks in regard to the 
future of Cryptic Masonry in this Grand Jurisdiction. Would to 
God, I had the gift of knowledge and power of speach to stir up and 
disperse our luke-warmness in Council Masonry and bring up our sub- 
limely beautiful and instructiue degrees of Royal and Select Master 
and place them where they, of right, belong, on the topmost round 
of Ancient Craft Masonry, and to raise them to the highest pinnacle 
of masonic fame, for I feel that no companion who has been permitted 
to enter the secret vault and learn the manner in which our valuable 
and sacred treasures were deposited and safely kept for the space of 
four hundred years, from the destructive rage of a nation that knew 
not God, who is not anxious and willing to place them in their pro- 
per place, that is as the capestone of our Masonic edifice. 

Companions, I feel that, to a certain extent, the sad and lifeless 
condition of some of our Councils to-day in North Carolina, is caused 
from our failure to discharge our duties as Royal Arch Masons. Is it 
not our privilege as well as our duty in our Chapters, when we make 
Royal Arch Masons, to try to get them interested in our Council de 
grees, by representing to them their beautiful ceremonies and their 
sublime teaching, and the necessity of obtaining them before they 
can properly appreciate and understand all the ceremonies and mys- 
teries of the degrees through which they have passed, and the utter 
impossibility of completing their Masonic education without obtain- 
ing them ? If the companions will take this matter home with them 
and act upon these suggestions where Council? now exist and strive 
to start new ones wherever there is a Royal Arch Chapter, I believe 
that we can, in a few years, disperse all the darkness and gloom that 
now surround us and that in our future Grand Annual Convocations 
we can come up and meet each other with hopeful and happy hearts, 
and if, at this time, we do feel discouraged, let us not waver in the 
good work, but renew our energies with double diligence and place 
our full confidence and hope in that never-failing source of help in 
that God whom we, as Masons, are taught to love and serve, and may

ADDRESS. 

To the Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters of North Carolina : 

Comps. : — Owing to unavoidable circumstances the M. I. G. M. — S. E. Allen, 
is prevented from attending this Annual Assembly, and thus it becomes my 
duty, as well as pleasure, to preside over your deliberations until the elec- 
tion of officers has been concluded. For want of a quorum, no meeting was 
held last year at Wilson, and therefore it becomes most desirable that such 
deliberations be had as to insure in the future full meetings, and perpetuate the 
beautiful workings of the Cryptic degrees. 

From information received of Comp. S. E. Allen, two Councils desire char- 
ters, one located at Durham and the other at Winston. 

During the past two years, as D. I. G. M., I granted dispensations on two 
occasions to Wilmington Council, No. 4, to hold elections for officers at times 
other than the regular time for holding the same. 
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From information in the possession of the Grand Recorder, we learn that a 
General Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters for the United States, was 
formed at Detroit, Michigan, on or about the 25th of August, 1880, and that 
since that time a number of Grand. Councils have, at their respective Annual 
Assemblies, ratified the Constitution of the same and become constituent parts 
of this new organization. 

From the manner in which this General Grand Council was called into 
existence — it being the offspring of a few Royal and Select Masters, who with- 
out anv previous notice, to our or any other Grand Council of their intentions, 
and for these reasons, I would recommend the adoption of the following : 

Resolved, That the Grand Council of North Carolina most fraternally decline 
to become a constituent part of the General Grand Council of the United 
States. 

Comps. : In conclusion, it is my earnest hope that our deliberations be of 
such a character as to insure permanency to our institution and infuse renewed 
vigor into the subordinate Councils under our charge.

The special committee appointed at the last Annual Assembly 
(1879), to take into consideration the propriety of dissolving this 
Grand Council, with instructions to report at the succeeding 
Annual Assembly, submitted their report as follows : 


To the Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters of North Carolina : 

The committee appointed under resolutions passed at the last Annual 
Assembly, to-wit: 

“Whereas, Council Masonry in North Carolina appears to be languishing 
and constantly decreasing in numbers, and whereas , efforts have been made in 
the General Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons of the United States, to 
consolidate the degrees of Royal and Select Master and confer them in subor- 
dinate Royal Arch Chapters ; therefore, be it 

“ Resolved , That we cordially approve of the change, deeming it best for the 
interests of Council Masonry. 

“ Resolved further, That a committee of three be appointed to take into con- 
sideration the propriety of dissolving the Grand Council, and report their 
views at the next Annual Assembly of the Grand Council,” respectfully report 
that we have maturely considered the resolutions and questions naturally aris- 
ing in connection therewith, and submit our views as requested by this body. 

The history of this Grand Council is contained in its printed transactions in 
possession of the Grand Recorder. A brief review is here given, as consti- 
tuting a part of the reasons which lead to the conclusions of the committee. 

The Grand Council was first organized in the town of Fayetteville, on the 
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21st of June, 1822, by a convention of delegates from five Councils, numbers 
1, 2, 3, 4 and 6, and on Monday, 23d day of June, 1823, in the same town, the 
first Annual Convocation was held. 

The action of those composing the first Grand Council was not such as to 
evince their faith in the permanency of the organization. The first day they 
decided to issue a call for a Convention of subordinate Councils, to be held on 
the 23d day of June, 1824, “ for the purpose of so altering and modifying the 
Constitution of the Grand Council as to provide for its permanent location in 
some one town,” with a view to “ more fully promote the prosperity of 
the degrees of Royal and Select Master in this State, and the welfare of 
Masonry in general,” and on the succeeding day the report of a committee 
was adopted as follows : 

“That they deem it unnecessary to adopt By-Laws, inasmuch as the Grand 
Council in this State must be supported at the same expense as the Grand 
Chapter, and there being no absolute necessity for the two having a separate 
existence, they therefore propose that this Grand Council recommend to the 
Convention to be assembled at Tarborough, in June next, to place the govern- 
ment of the subordinate Councils in this State under the Grand Chapter, and 
to dissolve the Grand Council, and at the same time the By-Laws adopted by 
the Grand Chapter at its present session be adopted by this Grand Council, as 
far as they can be made applicable thereto.” 

The convention of delegates from subordinate Councils seems not to have 
been held in June, 1824, and definite action upon the question of assuming 
control of the Councils was not taken by the Grand Chapter until the year 
1825, when it decided that it was inexpedient to do so. 

The original Grand Council held no Convocation subsequent to the year 
1823, and we conclude that, from that time until the reorganization of the 
Grand Chapter in the year 1847, with probably the exception of a few years, 
the Councils, if any, that maintained an existence, were left to find protection 
under a questionable sovereignty. 

The proceedings of the General Grand Chapter show that that body formerly 
exercised control over the degrees of Royal and Select Master, as the follow- 
ing action was taken at its triennial Convocation of 1829 : 

“Whereas, It is satisfactorily proved to this General Grand Chapter that 
the Constitution of Councils of Royal and Select Master Masons, in different 
parts of the United States, by sundry persons, has been without any legitimate 
authority ; and whereas , those degrees are conferred in some Chapters under the 
authority of the General Grand Chapter; and whereas , it was proved that it 
was the sole intention of the M. E, Companions from whom those degrees 
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emanated, that they should be conferred under the authority of Royal Arch 
Chapters; therefore, 

“ Resolved, That this General Grand Chapter cordially recommend to the 
different Councils in the United States to adopt measures to place those degrees 
under the authority of the State Grand Chapters. 

“Resolved, That authority be, and is hereby granted to the several Grand 
Chapters, to make such arrangements as shall be found necessary for conferring 
the degrees of Royal and Select Master in Royal Arch Chapters; provided 
always , that no Grand Chapter within the limits of which is a Grand Council, 
shall authorize the Royal Arch Chapters under its jurisdiction to confer such 
degrees without the consent of such Grand Council.” 

We find no record of a subsequent action by that body until the year 1844, 
when the General Grand Secretary, in his report, made this statement: 

“The matter of the Royal and Select Master Mason degrees still continues 
to be a subject of anxiety and irritation in the* Southern and Western States, 
and the conferring of them, in some instances, a matter of private emolument. 
It will be recollected that this subject was brought before you at the session in 
1829 ; and, as was supposed, definitely settled. It seems, however, that, not- 
withstanding the undersigned has taken much pains to promulgate the order 
of the General Grand Chapter in the premises, there are those who are still 
uninformed as to the present regulation touching those degrees, or are disposed 
to disregard it,” &c. 

This was followed by the report of a committee reiterating the action of the 
General Grand Chapter in 1829, and recommending the following resolution 
in order to produce more uniformity in our work, which was adopted : 

“ Rdsolved , That it is the sense of this General Grand Chapter, that the con- 
ferring of the degrees of Royal and Select Master, should be subsequent to that 
of the Royal Arch Degree.” 

At the triennial Convocation of 1850, the General Grand Chapter considered 
the expediency of organizing a General Grand Council of Royal and Select 
Masters. The committee to whom the subject was referred made a verbal 
report, suggesting that it was inexpedient for the General Grand Chapter to 
take any action looking to the formation of a General Grand Council, though 
no reasons are given by the committee for their conclusions. 

The next action we find in the year 1853, when the General Grand Chapter 
gave its final utterance on the subject in the passage of the following resolu- 
tion :

PROCEEDINGS OF THE GRAND COUNCIL OF 


“ Resolved , That this General Chapter, and the governing bodies of Royal 
Arch Masonry, affiliating with and holding jurisdiction under it, have no right- 
ful jurisdiction or control over the degrees of Royal and Select Master. 

“ Resolved , That this General Grand Chapter will hereafter entertain no 
question or matter growing out of the government, or working of those degrees 
while in their present position.” 

An amendment to the Constitution was adopted declaring that “ the only 
degrees recognized by this General Grand Chapter, to be conferred in Chapters 
under its jurisdiction, are Mark Master, Past Master, Most Excellent Master 
and Royal Arch Mason,” which yet remains unrepealed. 

W e revert to the position of our own Grand Chapter on this subject. 

From such information as the records furnish, your committee are of the 
opinion that the Grand Chapter, for an indefinite'number of years, continued 
its control of these degrees, but we find no positive enactment until 1859, when 
the following resolution was adopted : 

“ Resolved , That this Grand Chapter, after due consideration, hereby disclaims 
for itself and subordinates any and all control over the Royal and Select Mas- 
ters Degrees.” 

This action, it seems, led to the organization of a Grand Council in 1860, 
though no other Annual Convocation was held until 1866 (the war intervening), 
when it was reorganized and has since held its Annual Assemblies. 

The facts presented by your committee show that Cryptic Masonry has never 
had a clearly defined status or permanently established and unquestioned 
sovereignty. 

We obtain from a recently published communication of Corap. Josiah H. 
Drummond, President of the National Convention of Royal and Select Masters, 
information which we deem important, as referring to the general condition of 
Cryptic Masonry. 

He says that these degrees are now conferred in four different ways. 

1. In Virginia and West Virginia they are conferred in Chapters as a part 
of the regular series of degrees, and before the Royal Arch. 

2. In Texas they are conferred “in Councils appurtenant to Chapters, but 
otherwise independent of them.” The Grand Council of Texas was dissolved 
in the year 1864, and “since that time the degrees have been conferred in Coun- 
cils of a quasi voluntary character, claiming to be held under the authority 
of a Chapter warrant, but entirely separate from the Chapter itself, without 
control by any Grand body.” 

3. In Arkansas, Iowa, Kentucky, Mississippi, South Carolina, Nebraska and 
Wisconsin, they are conferred “ in Councils appurtenant to Chapters, and under 
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the control and authority of Grand Chapters/ 5 The Grand Councils of these 
States have dissolved after surrendering the degrees to their respective Grand 
Chapters. 

4. In twenty-two other States and in England, Ontario and New Brunswick, 
they are conferred “in Councils under the jurisdiction of Grand Councils. 55 
Measures are now pending in several of the Grand Councils looking to the 
surrender of the degrees to the Grand Chapters, and some of these Grand 
Chapters have deferred action, in view of propositions now pending in the 
General Grand Chapter to amend the Constitution of that body, authorizing 
the transfer of the degrees, and adopting what is known as the Mississippi 
plan. 

The situation of Cryptic Masonry is so unsettled as to cause, as Comp. 
Drummond suggests, “ unparalleled confusion in the entire policy of the Rite, 
and necessary conflict, even in the rituals of the different jurisdictions. 55 

In further review of the history of the Grand Council of North Carolina, 
we cannot speak in flattering terms of its progress. Though manfully strug- 
gling to increase the prosperity of its subordinates and maintain a lively exist- 
ence itself, its career of seventeen years through which it has passed in its 
several organizations, has not been marked by any degree of advancement. 
During that period but seven Councils have been organized, only four of which 
are now working. 

The original Councils which constituted the first Grand Council had, we 
estimate in the absence of data, an aggregate membership equal to that now 
existing, which is less than two hundred, according to the returns, not account- 
ing for those not affiliated. 

It appears from the proceedings of the General Grand Chapter at its Con- 
vocation of 1877, that the joint memorial of this body and Grand Chapter 
to the General Grand Chapter, on the subject of a transfer of the degrees of 
Royal and Select Masters to Royal Arch Chapters, was read and postponed 
until the next triennial Convocation, at which time a revised constitution now 
pending will, also, be considered. 

While the committee are of opinion that the interests of Capitular and 
Cryptic Masonry in North Carolina would be promoted by the transfer as pro- 
posed, yet we suggest that the question is not free from embarrassment. Chap- 
ters under the jurisdiction of the General Grand Chapter are authorized by 
the constitution of that body to confer only the four degrees of Mark Master, 
Past Master, Most Excellent Master, and Royal Arch. 

As long as this constitutional restriction exists and the Grand Chapter of 
North Carolina recognizes its fealty to the General Grand Chapter, the assump- 
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tion by the Grand Chapter of other degrees, involves, in the opinion 
of the committee, a constitutional question, regardless of the plan under 
which it may be effected. The committee express the hope that the joint 
memorial before referred to, now pending in the General Grand Chapter, will 
receive the favorable action of that body at its approaching Convocation, and 
that the conclusions of the National Convention of the Council of Royal and 
Select Masters, called by its President to meet in Detroit, Michigan, on the 23d 
day of August next, will be such as to commend to the General Grand Chap- 
ter the change of policy which is sought to be effected. 

The committee recommend that the further consideration of this subject be 
postponed until the next Annual Assembly. 


SUPPLEMENTARY. 

The foregoing report was prepared for consideration at the Annual Assem- 
bly, 1880, which was not held. The General Grand Chapter has since held its 
Triennial Convocation. The various memorials and documents which had been 
addressed to it, relating to the conferring of the Royal and Select Masters'* 
degrees under the authority of Royal Arch Chapters, were considered, and the 
following resolution was adopted : 

“Resolved, That the General Grand Chapter has no jurisdiction over the 
degrees of Royal Master and Select Master, and that it is inexpedient for the 
General Grand Chapter to take any action concerning them.' 5 

In view of this action of the General Grand Chapter, the committee deem it 
inexpedient to submit a plan for the consolidation of the two systems. 

Information has been received that a Provisional General Grand Council 
was formed in the city of Detroit, Michigan, on the 23d, 24th and 25th of 
August, 1880, with Josiah H. Drummond, of Maine, as General Grand Master. 
A number of Grand Councils has adopted the constitution of this body and 
entered into the organization. Your committee do not recommend such action 
on the part of this Grand Council, in view of the adoption to-day of the recom- 
mendation of the Deputy Grand Master, presiding, adverse to it. 

The committee are pleased to report indications of increased prosperity of 
the Cryptic rite in this jurisdiction, as new Councils are organizing and efforts 
are to be made to resuscitate others now dormant.

ADDRESS. 

Companions of the Grand Council : 

Through the blessings of Divine Providence, we are again permitted to 
assemble around the sacred altar and renew our fealty, loyalty and devotion to 
this ancient institution and legislate for the good of the Craft. 

I am pleased to greet you and trust that the deliberations of this Assembly will 
redound to the welfare of Cryptic Masonry in the good old North State, and be 
the means of placing upon a firmer basis our subordinate Councils, and of calling 
into existence new Councils composed of live and zealous material, so that we 
can be assured of a strong and lasting institution. 

My official acts during the past year have been very few. 

On June 27th, last, I signed the charter for the Council at Durham, and 
decided that it must be signed by the present officers, and not by those who 
granted the dispensation. 

In December last, I was applied to by Comp. Frederick S. Fisher, M. I. G. 
M. of Vermont, to establish fraternal relations between the two Grand Councils. 
I regretted that the request could not be complied with : the Grand Council of 
this State not recognizing the representative system. I trust that you will see 
fit at this session to adopt the system, tending as it does to bring nearer together 
those of oUr Companions who are so far distant and establishing that relation of 
companionship which should ever exist between Royal and Select Masters 
wherever dispersed.

The proceedings of the several Grand Councils contain little of general in- 
terest to the Craft, being confined mainly to local affairs. 

The following Grand Councils have resolved to become constituent parts of 
the General Grand Council established at Detroit, Michigan, in 1880 : 

Alabama, California, Florida, Georgia, Indiana, Kansas, Louisiana, Maine, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, New Hampshire, 
New York, Ohio, South Carolina, Tennessee and Vermont, 

The Grand Council of New Jersey postponed action until the session of 1882, 
and in Michigan a committee reported in favor of becoming a part of the General 
Grand Council, but the Grand Council decided to postpone until the next As- 
sembly, and submit the report to the Subordinate Councils.

Resolved , That the Grand Council of Pennsylvania most fraternally decline 
to become a member of the General Grand Council of the United States, and in 
thus declining wish the companions comprising it all prosperity and harmony, 
and that their fondest hopes may be fully realized. 

In the States of Arkansas, Iowa, Kentucky, Mississippi, Nebraska, Virginia 
and West Virginia, the degrees have been surrendered to the Grand Chapters. 

In Illinois no definite action has been taken. 

The Grand council of Wisconsin in 1878 transferred the Council degrees to 
the jurisdiction of the Grand Chapter. This Grand Council was, however, re- 
organized February 15 th, 1881. 

Reports on Foreign Correspondence were made by committees in Alabama, 
Connecticut, Indiana, Maine, Maryland, Michigan, Minnesota, Missouri, New 
York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Tennessee and Vermont. North Carolina is not 
reviewed by Connecticut. 

Comp. Daniel Sayre, Committee on Foreign Correspondence of Alabama, 
reviews the proceedings of our Grand Council for 1881, and says that he hopes 
our Grand Council will reverse the decision at our next Assembly not to become 
a constituent part of the General Grand Council. 

Comp. William W. Austin, Chairman of the Committee on Foreign Corres- 
pondence of Indiana, reviews at length the proceedings of 1881. 

Comp. George L. McCahan, for the Committee in Maryland, notices our pro- 
ceedings in 1881 at length, and says that we are not without strong hopes that 
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North Carolina will ere long be one of the great majority of those who are 
members of the General Grand Council. 

Comp. G. B. Noble, for the Committee in Michigan, furnishes a general 
synopsis of our proceedings in 1881. 

Comp. Grove B. Cooley, for the Committee in Minnesota, notices the pro- 
ceedings of 1881, and in commenting upon the action had by our Grand Council 
concerning the General Grand Council, says that they regret our action, but 
hope all will be right in time. 

Comp. Charles G. Hudson, for the Committee in New York, writes as fol- 
lows in relation to the action had at Asheville in refusing to become a part of 
the General Grand Council : “ Comp. Macks recommended that North Caro- 

lina most fraternally decline to have any General Grand Council on her plate, 
because, forsooth, of the manner the aforesaid G. G. C. was called into exis- 
tence — it being the offspring of a few R. & S. Masters, without any previous 
notice to the Grand Council of North Carolina. This is the first time that we 
knew that a few Companions called the G. G. C. into being. We had in our 
ignorance supposed that they only proposed it, and that the ratification of nine 
Grand Councils called it into existence. And we really think we were right. 
As is so often the case, the Grand Council obediently followed the command of 
the address, and as the G. M. jumped so the whole flock leaped. The General 
Grand Council can do without North Carolina better than North Carolina can 
do without it. They stand in their own light.” 

Comp. W. M. Cunningham, for the Committee in Ohio, presents a synopsis 
of our proceedings in 1881. 

Comp. Ewin Burney, M. I. G. M., of Tennessee, briefly reviews our pro- 
ceedings of 1881. 

The Grand Council has lost one of its oldest Past Grand Officers. Compan- 
ion Dolphin A. Davis died at his home in Salisbury, N. C., on the 14th of 
December last, in the 80th year of his age, having been born July 28th, 1802. 
He was Grand Treasurer in i860. While his business engagements prevented 
his attendance upon our Annual Assemblies, he felt a warm interest in the 
success of this as well as other orders in Masonry. He was an upHght man and 
highly esteemed citizen. I recommend that a page be set apart in these Pro- 
ceeding as our memorial of him. 

And now, Companions, in conclusion, I beg to offer an apology for neglect 
in not making a visitation to the different Councils throughout the State. It 
was my firm purpose to do so when we parted last year, but circumstances over 
which I had no control prevented this pleasant duty. I trust, however, that 
all will redouble their exertions and make Cryptic Masonry in North Carolina a 
complete success.

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The Grand Master delivered the following address, which 
was referred to a special committee composed of Comps. 
William Murdoch and James Southgate : 

ADDRESS : 

Companions of the Grand Council : 

In accordance with a time honored usage, it becomes the duty of the presiding 
officer to render an account of his stewardship for the past year. Let us invoke 
the assistance of our Heavenly Grand Master upon our deliberations, and may 
all our works redound to His glory. 

Since last we met, peace and prosperity have prevailed in our good old State, 
and nothing has occurred to mar the harmony that should always exist. 

My official acts have been very few. Not a single dispensation or decision 
has been applied for during the entire year. Of course, I do not consider this 
an 'omen of success. In fact, I am constrained to admit that, unless something 
can be legally done with the Cryptic degrees, to append them to Chapters, or 
to amalgamate them with the Chapter degrees, the Grand Council will soon 
cease to exist. I regret this sincerely, because the work is beautiful, and if 
properly conferred, would make a deep and lasting impression upon those who 
receive them. Besides this, there is more or less discussion on this subject 
among our sister Grand Councils, and the general tendency seems to be on the 
side of a permanent improvement and the General Grand Council appears to be 
a settled fact. 

The Grand Council of North Carolina has been taken to task for its action in 
refusing to become a constituent member of the General Grand Council, by several 
Companions throughout the United States, notably Comp. George J. Pinckard, 
of Louisiana. He uses very strong language, and without losing temper, I 
desire to say that the fact of receiving or not receiving the communication of 
Comp. Drumifiond, does not affect the position we have taken as to the regu- 
larity of the preliminary steps towards the general organization. We have 
nothing to retract. Aside from this, however, we in North Carolina do not 
deem it a matter of great importance whether a General Grand Council exists 
or not. We are more concerned about our own existence, and if our enthusi- 
astic Companion would visit us, perhaps he would coincide with the views of 
our Grand Council. 

We have in this Mate very few cities, and in the country it is impossible to 
raise a quorum for the transaction of business, and hence Councils soon disap- 
pear and become a thing of the past. The Chapters for the most part have 
stated meetings, and if the degrees could be conferred in them, perhaps we 
could augment our numbers. 

During the year I issued a commission constituting Comp. John S. Taxis, of 
Trenton, New Jersey, as the Representative of the Grand Council near the 
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Grand Council of New Jersey, upon the recommendation of Comp. John M. 
Knapp, M. I. G. M., of that State. 

Through the courtesy of the Grand Recorder, I have perused the proceedings 
of the Grand Councils of Alabama, California, Connecticut, Indiana, Kentucky, 
Louisiana, Maine, Massachusetts, Michigan, Minnesota, New Hampshire, New 
Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania, Tennessee and Vermont. 

ALABAMA, 1882. 

Grand Master W. D. Wadsworth reports accessions to the ranks, and a gene- 
ral prosperity among the Craft. He decided that a T. I. M. may call a special 
assembly of his Council to confer the degrees on Sunday. That this action 
would not be unmasonic or illegal. Seven Subordinate Councils were repre- 
sented. A report on Correspondence by Comp. Daniel Sayre includes a review 
of our proceedings for 1882, and he regrets that the Grand Council refused to 
adopt the representative system. Our Companion is in error, for the system 
was, upon my recommendation, re-established. 

Comp. W. W. McCollum, M. I. G. M. Comp. Daniel Sayre, Grand Re- 
corder. 


CALIFORNIA, 1882. 

Seven Subordinate Councils represented. M. P. Grand Master Edward 
Richards Hedges reports a measurable degree of prosperity in his jurisdiction, 
44 all the Councils have done more or less work, some of them conferring more 
degrees than during any previous year, and exhibiting a cheering and hopeful 
revival of interest. Comp. Thomas H. Caswell, Grand Recorder, presented 
the report on Foreign Correspondence. He takes North Carolina to task for 
its action in 1881 in declining to become a 44 constituent part of the General 
Grand Council of the United States,” and says we acted under a misapprehen- 
sion of the facts in the case. Such an important matter would not be treated 
with indifference, or acted upon without due consideration. We insist that it 
makes no difference whether North Carolina was duly notified or not of the 
comtemplated formation of the General Grand Council, our action was taken 
advisedly, and was not inconsistent with our ideas of the circumstances which 
led to the organization. We do not admit ignorance of some notice, and 
claim to have acted understandingly. While we do no injustice to the motives 
of the respective Companions who inaugurated and promulgated the movement 
in the direction of a general organization, we are not alone in our views of 
irregularity in the movement. It will do no good, however, -to discuss the mat- 
ter further in this connection. We hope for the best interests of the Rite. 

Comp. John Wm. Rock elected M. I. G. M., and Comp. Caswell re-elected 
Grand Recorder. 
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CONNECTICUT, 1882. 

Eighteen Subordinate Councils represented. M. I. G. M Chester Tilden, 
in his address, says peace and harmony prevail throughout the jurisdiction, 
and that his labors were (like mine) very easy. The committee appointed at 
the last Annual Assembly to take into consideration the subject of the General 
Grand Council, submitted a lengthy report with the following resolution, 
which was adopted unanimously : 

Resolved , That it is the opinion of this Grand Councd that the interests of 
Cryptic Masonry would not be promoted by its becoming a member of the 
General Grand Council under its present constitution. 

Comp. W. W. Lee presented a report on correspondence, which touched 
on North Carolina for 1881 lightly. He says “ ‘we don’t want any help from 
the General Grand Council; think they are strong enough ‘to go it alone,* 
and voted not to unite with it.’ ” 

Comp. Dwight Waugh M. I. G. M., and Joseph K. Wheeler, Grand Re- 
corder. 


INDIANA, 1882. 

Thirty-five Subordinate Councils represented. Comp. Perry W. Gard, M. 
I. G. M. In calling the attention of the Grand Council to the condition of 
Cryptic Masonry in the jurisdiction, he says “ he finds no cause for disparage- 
ment. Peace and harmony, and a measurable degree of prosperity reign 
throughout.” He says the organization of the General Grand Council has 
done much to arrest the disaffection that seemed to exist in certain quarters, 
and to stay the ravages of the Mississippi plan. 

Comp. W. W. Austin presented a report on correspondence, reviewing among 
others, North Carolina for 1882. He regrets the action of our Grand Council 
at the last Annual Assembly in appointing a committee to appear before the 
Grand Chapter concerning the degrees. He says : “ Why my good Compan- 

ions, you have entirely failed to post up. Against you take your seat and get 
out your hymn book, the preacher and choir will be home enjoying all the good 
things of the reunion feast. Grant that committee time to report sine die ; let 
the Grand Master forget to call it up. Come in; the door’s wide open.” He 
reports that eighteen out of twenty-five Grand Councils have become members 
of the General Grand Council. Illinois, New Jersey and Rhode Island have 
postponed action. Michigan, North Carolina, Pennsylvania and Wisconsin 
refuse to ratify. 

Comp. Albert Hayward elected M. I. G. 1 ., and Comp. John M. Bramwell 
re-elected Grand Recorder. 
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KENTUCKY, 1882. 

Eight Subordinate Councils. The Grand Council was convened in conse- 
quence of the Grand Chapter having surrendered the degrees. The Grand 
Council was re-organized and very little besides transacted. 

Comp. Charles E. Dunn was elected M. I. G. M., and Comp. L. D. Cron- 
inger was elected Grand Recorder. 

LOUISIANA, 1883. 

Assembled in New Orleans February 15th. Four Subordinate Councils rep- 
resented. Comp. Alfred Shaw in his address does not show any degree of 
prosperity in his jurisdiction. He reports having borrowed forty dollars to 
print the proceedings of the previous year. He attributes the stagnancy in the 
Cryptic Rite to the Chapters and Blue Lodges, but expects and hopes for bet- 
ter times. He expects beneficial results from the accomplished formation of 
the General Grand Council. Nothing was transacted excepting to declare the 
charters of four Subordinate Councils forfeited for having failed to make re- 
turns for over two years, and to listen to the reports of the officers. As stated 
in the opening portion of this address, Comp. Pinckard presented a report on 
correspondence. We admire the Companion’s zeal but think his efforts should 
be enlisted in behalf of the Grand Council of Louisiana instead of the General 
Grand Council, although he is the third principal officer of the latter. He 
takes occasion to ridicule my address of last year by terming it a review of the 
other Grand Councils, and takes ine to task for saying that in the examination 
of the proceedings of twenty Grand Councils “ they contain little of general 
interest to the Craft, being confined mainly to local affairs.” I am constrained 
to say, notwithstanding the opinion of the distinguished Companion, that, in 
reviewing the proceedings of the different Grand Councils, I find nothing that 
could be considered as being of general interest. With these few lines I dis- 
miss the proceedings of Louisiana. 

Comp. Alfred Shaw was re-elected M. I. G. M., and Richard Lambert was 
re-elected Grand Recorder. 


MAINE, 1882. 

Twenty-eighth Annual Assembly held at Portland, May 3d. Eight Coun- 
cils were represented. Comp. A. B. Marston presided as Grand Master. He 
says Cryptic Masonry in Maine during the year had maintained an “ unbroken 
quiet.” 

Comp. Josiah H. Drummond presented the report on Foreign Correspond- 
ence, in which the proceedings of twenty-one Grand Councils, are reviewed ; 
North Carolina for 1881 was noticed. He considers at some length the “ con- 
di tion of the Rite,” commenting in many instances upon its status and pros 
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pects in many of the jurisdictions. We cannot follow the Companion through 
his discussion ; his position is known generally. In his reference to our action 
in 1 88 1 in the appointment of a committee to confer with the Grand Chapter 
on the question of consolidation, he says : “As the Chapters have all they can 
do to confer their own degrees, we doubt if they will take an additional load ; 
we believe that it would be better, to give up the Council degrees altogether, if 
they cannot support themselves, rather than hang them, like a mill-stone, upon 
the neck of the Chapter.” 

The Grand Master was re-elected, as well as Comp. Ira Berry, Grand Re- 
corder. 


MASSACHUSETTS, 1882. 

Assembled in Boston December 13th. Fifteen Councils represented. Comp. 
John Haigh presented an address, reporting prosperity in the jurisdiction He 
says “the successful formation of the General Grand Council has given new 
life and vigor to quite a number of sister jurisdictions who had fallen into a 
despondent state, and followed the Mississippi plan.” No decisions were ren- 
dered by him during the year. Routine business alone was transacted. 

Comps. John Haigh and Alfred F. Chapman were elected M. I. G. M., and 
Grand Recorder respectively. 


MICHIGAN, 1883. 

Assembled in Detroit January 15th, 1883, forty-one Subordinate Councils 
represented. Comp. William G. Hudson, M. I. G. M., delivered an address. 
He says the past year has been one of peace and harmony. During the term 
he arrested the charters of five Councils for failing to make returns and paying 
dues. A resolution was adopted that any Companion who receives the Cryptic 
degrees in any body under the control of a Grand Chapter shall be considered 
as clandestinely made and cannot be received with fraternal greeting, nor can 
any Council in the jurisdiction hold any Masonic intercourse with such a Royal 
and Select Master. 

Comp. G. B. Noble made a report for the Committee on Correspondence. 
The same reviews the proceedings of twenty-two Grand Councils, in the list 
being North Carolina for 1882. Commenting upon the resolution adopted last 
year to appoint a committee with a similar committee from the Grand Chapter, 
with a view to consolidation, he says : “ We trust North Carolina will not at 

at this late date commit suicide on Mississippi-tide. If they cannot adopt the 
General Grand Council system, they can stand on their own bottom.” 

Comp. George H. Greene elected M. I. G. M., and Comp. G. B. Noble re- 
elected Grand Recorder. 
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MINNESOTA, 1882. 

Thirteenth Annual Assembly held at St. Paul, October gth, 1882, seven 
Councils represented. Comp. Grove B. Cooley, M. I. G. M., presided and 
presented an address, in which he reports peace and harmony. He very sensi- 
bly says that to make Subordinate Councils prosperous there must be officers 
selected who are willing to attend to their duties. No decisions were rendered. 

The appendix contains the report of the Committee on Foreign Correspond- 
ence by Comp. Grove B. Cooley, M. I. G. M. Thirty Grand Councils are re- 
viewed, among them North Carolina for 1882. He advises Comp. John Nich- 
ols to keep cool and not get mad and slop over. 

Comps. Grove B. Cooley and William Cheney were respectfully re-elected 
M. I. G. M. and Grand Recorder. 

NEW HAMPSHIRE, 1882. 

The twenty-first Annual Assembly was held in Concord, May 15th, 1882; 
seven Subordinate Councils represented. Comp. Edward H. Currier, M. I. 
G. M., delivered an address. He refers in appropriate language to the death 
of Comp. James Adams, Grand Chaplain. He says “ the record of my offi- 
cial acts during the past year is a very brief one. No question has been pre- 
sented me for adjustment, no decision has been called for, no controversy 
arisen.” 

Comp. George P. Cleaves presented the first report on Foreign Correspond- 
ence ever made in the Grand Council of New Hampshire. He reviews the 
proceedings of twenty-one Grand Councils ; North Carolina for 1881 being in 
the list. 

Comp. R. O. Wright elected M. I. G. M., and Comp. George P, Cleaves re- 
elected Grand Recorder. 


NEW JERSEY, i882-’83. 

At the Assembly of 1882, Comp. Charles Belcher, Jr., presided and four 
Subordinate Councils only were represented. The Grand Master’s addiess 
shows that during the year three Councils surrendered their charteis, and that 
the outlook in the jurisdiction was gloomy. The committee appointed in 1881 
to consider the expediency of becoming a constituent part of the General 
Grand Council made a report, recommending a postponement of action until 
the Assembly of 1883, which was adopted. 

Comp. Charles Bechtel presented a report on correspondence ; North Caro- 
lina for 1881 being briefly noticed. 

Comp. John M. Knapp elected M. I. G. M., and Comp. Charles Bechtel 
re-elected Grand Recorder. 

In 1883 the Grand Council held its twenty-fifth Annual Assembly in the City 
of Trenton, January 16th. Seven Subordinate Councils were represented. 
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Comp. John M. Knapp addressed the Grand Council. He reinstated three 
Councils during the year and made a large number of official visitations. No 
decisions were rendered during the year. He appointed Comp. Thomas B. 
Carr, Grand Representative near North Carolina. He recommends that the 
Grand Council should decline to become a member of the General Grand 
Council. He refers to the deaths of Comps. Marshall B. Smith, Past Grand 
Chaplain of the Grand Council, and George E. Wentworth, Representative 
near the Grand Council of Florida. 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence report briefly and say that they 
have received the reports from all the Grand Councils with whom they are in 
correspondence. That nearly all have adopted the constitution of the General 
Grand Council, thus becoming subordinate to that body. The Grand Coun- 
cils formerly “ sick unto death ” with the “ Mississippi fever,” have all recov- 
ered with the exception of Mississippi, and judging from the work exhibited, 
are more vigorous since their recovery, and bid fair to live long and prosper. 
The committee take pleasure in being able to state that a generally prosperous 
condition of the Cryptic Rite appears from the proceedings and is encouraging. 

Comp. John S. Taxis, Representative of North Carolina, presented his cre- 
dentials and was duly welcomed as such. 

Comp. Jerome B. Borden was elected M. I. G. M. and Comp. Chas. Bechtel 
was re-elected Grand Recorder. 

NEW YORK, 1882. 

We have before us the proceedings of the Grand Council of New York, 
which held its Assembly in the City of New York, September 5th, 1882 ; twenty- 
six Subordinate Councils were represented. Comp. John J. Martin, M. I. G. 
M., delivered an address, in which he says that prosperity is reigning and 
in the general thrift Cryptic Masonry, thanks to the General Grand Council 
and love of the Companions, received its full share. He refers to the death of 
Comp. F. L. Bunting, P. M. 1 . G. M., of New York, in appropriate terms. 
Also to the death of Comp. John R. Wiltsie, Grand Representative of South 
Carolina near the Grand Council of New York. He says the General Grand 
Council is a success. Eighteen Grand Councils have ratified and become a 
part of said body, and a number of others are preparing to come in under its 
provisions. 

Comp. George M. Osgoodby presented the report on Foreign Correspond- 
ence. Thirty-five Grand Councils are reviewed, and the report is an excellent 
production. This Companion is Deputy Illustrious Grand Master of the Gen- 
eral Grand Council, and consequently is enthusiastic in his support of the same 
He says of our proceedings of 1882: “Cryptic Masonry is languishing in 
this jurisdiction. A committee was appointed and will report next year, 
whether the Grand Council can surrender and the Grand Chapter receive the 
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degrees. This question has been settled by some twenty Grand Councils in 
the negative. Is it possible that a Solomon will appear in judgment at this 
late day on that question? Go slow in that direction. Companions, there are 
many pitfalls in the way and dead men’s bones are scattered around the en- 
trance to that harbor, which can be so justly termed a Morgue in which to dis- 
play the remains of those who commit harikari. Before deciding the question 
look up the present position of the Body elsewhere, and don’t try to milk a dry 
cow. This subject has been well and thoroughly investigated and the conclu- 
sion arrived at is nearly unanimous. 

Comps. John J. Martin, M. I. G. M., and George Van Vliet, Grand Recorder, 
were re-elected. 


PENNSYLVANIA, 1882. 

Thirty-sixth Annual Assembly at Lancaster February 15th. Eight Councils 
represented. Comp. Geo. C. Johnstone presided as Grand Master, by whom a 
brief address was delivered reviewing his official acts. 

A brief report on Foreign. Correspondence was presented (by whom it is not 
stated) in which the following appears : 

It caused us the greatest pleasure to receive such a large number of proceed- 
ings, more particularly as among the number were several we mourned as dead, 
and we rejoiced to find that they were but, as it were, in a dream, a trance, a 
sleep bearing all the impress of death, but from which there was a glorious 
awakening. We would ask our Companions to join with us in thanksgiving for 
the lives that were spared — California, Missouri, North Carolina and Wisconsin. 
Thrice welcome again to our Secret Vault. Let the past be forgotten ; we will 
never mention it again to wound you. We have cut off your names from our 
memorial tablet, and were it not a matter of solemn reverence for your sleep- 
ing, not departed sisters, Arkansas, Illinois, Iowa, Kentucky, Mississippi and 
Nebraska, we would raze the stone to the earth and grind it to powder, and 
scatter the dust to the four winds of heaven, so there might not remain among 
men or Masons the least trace to point to the fact of the fainting or dying by 
the wayside when there was so much work to be done. Sisters, let us again 
grasp your hands in life, let the sound of your trowels once again reach us in 
t he vaults of our Cryptic Sanctum Sanctorum. 

The committee say, “the formation of the General Grand Council has re- 
sulted in much good.” Pennsylvania, however, stands aloof rather than sur- 
render even a portion of her sovereignty, and as is poetically said of her, she 
Will play her hand alone. 

Comp. J. S. Barber elected Grand Master. Comp. Charles E. Meyer re- 
elected Grand Recorder. 


TENNESSEE, 1882. 

Thirty-second Annual Assembly in Nashville February 3d, 1882. Ten Coun- 
cils were represented. Comp. Ewin Burney presided as Grand Master, with 
Comp. John Frizzell as Grand Recorder. 
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Referring to the organization of the General Grand Council, the Grand Master 
says : 

So that out of thirty Grand Councils eighteen have become members, and 
within the next twelve months we expect the five halting bodies to join with 
us, and after the next meeting of the General Grand Chapter we may expect 
and hope to see the Cryptic and Capitular Degrees separated in the four Grand 
Chapters now conferring them together, and then the three Grand Councils that 
have heretofore refused, seeing the good results arising from our union in a 
General Grand Council, will join hands with us, and from ocean to ocean, from 
the lakes to the Gulf, will be one solid union, which will perpetuate and dignify 
our beautiful system. 

He pays a deserved tribute to the memory of the deceased Companion George 
Stodart Blackie, whose services to Masonry were valuable, the loss of which is 
recognized not only in Tennessee, but throughout the country. 

The Grand Master presented the report on “ Correspondence.” He reviewed 
briefly the proceedings of nearly all the Grand Councils, among them North 
Carolina for 1881. 

The Grand Master and Grand Recorder were re-elected. 


VERMONT, 1882. 

Twenty-ninth Annual Assembly at Burlington June 13th. Rev. Frederick 
S. Fisher, Grand Master, presided. Eighteen Councils represented. 

The Grand Master’s address is lengthy and interesting. He notices various 
subjects affecting the Cryptic rite, and discusses them intelligently and practi- 
cally. He speaks encouragingly of the prospects of this branch of the Order in 
Vermont, although it has not as yet reached that point of progress which indi- 
cates any considerable activity in the Councils. In noticing the “ Rite in 
General, he says : 

Not all of the loyal have acknowledged the General Grand Council, some 
because they do not believe in a Supreme Body, to whom we say, neither did 
we until we saw that it must be this or death to the less strong others because 
they did not need the support of this body, again we say neither did we, yet 
we were not selfish to refuse to give others the aid which our own condition did 
not need. Still we blame none who are loyal to the principles which we with 
them guard, and some of those not members of the General Council are among 
our strongest and most honored Grand Councils. There are about twenty Sub- 
ordinates to the General Council, a number which will increase as new Grand 
Councils are formed, some revived and others throw off the Chapter mis-alliance. 
Meanwhile we cannot receive in our sanctuaries any Companion greeted or in 
membership in a Council allied to any other Rite, without previous healing. 
One case like this has occurred in our jurisdiction the past year and is recorded. 


Comp. W. H. S: Whitcomb presented a brief report on Foreign Correspond- 
ence, reviewing fifteen Grand Councils, North Carolina not among the num- 
ber.

And now, Companions, again permit me to tender you my grateful acknowl- 
edgments for the courtesies received at your hands, ever assuiing you that they 
will at all times be a pleasant recollection and be enshrined in my memory as 
long as life shall last. 

I regret that my services have not been productive of better results, yet I 
trust you will cover my shortcomings with the broad mantle of charity.

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ARRANGEMENT OF TRANSFER OF COUNCIL DEGREES TO 
THE JURISDICTION OF GRAND CHAPTER. t 

To all Royal Arch Masons and Royal and Select Masters 

in the State of North Carolina : 

The joint committee appointed by the Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Ma- 
sons, and the Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters, at their recent An- 
nual Convocation and Assembly in the city of Raleigh, to determine an ar- 
rangement for the transfer of the degrees of Royal and Select Master to the 
jurisdiction of the Grand Chapter, report the following as terms of transfer, 
which are in effect from the date hereto affixed. 

ist. Subordinate Councils of Royal and Select Masters shall cease to exist 
as such, and their members shall become members of the Chapter in whose 
jurisdiction they reside. 

2d. The charters, records, seals, and other property of the several subordi- 
nate Councils, shall be deposited with the Grand Recorder of the Grand Coun- 
cil for preservation, except such paraphernalia as may be necessary for confer- 
ring the degrees of Royal and Select Master, which shall be transferred to the 
Chapter within whose jurisdiction each Council existed. The same disposition 
shall be made of the funds of the several Councils not necessary to pay their 
existing debts. Annual dues now owing to the Grand Council shall be paid to 
the Grand Recorder and accounted for by him as formerly. 

3rd. The degrees of Royal and Select Master shall be conferred after the 
degree of Most Excellent Master and before that of Royal Arch, and such 
part of the ceremony of either of the degrees of Royal and Select Master as 
may be inconsistent with this arrangement shall be eliminated, and the work 
adopted by the Grand Council is hereby modified to that extent. 

4th. All Royal Arch Masons who have not received the degrees of Royal 
and Select Master, who are members in good standing at this date, of their 
respective Chapters, shall receive the same without charge. If, however, there 
should not be in any Chapter a sufficient number of Royal and Select Masters 
to confer said degrees, a Grand Lecturer or some other competent Companion 
shall, by request of the High Priest of the Chapter, confer or communicate 
them upon, or to, any number assembled in a duly constituted Royal Arch 
Chapter. After the Chapter shall have become qualified to confer said degrees, 
in no case shall they be communicated, but shall be conferred according to the 
work of the Grand Council. 

5th. The Crand Chapter is hereby requested to amend its constitution so as 
to constitute the permanent members of the Grand Council permanent mem- 
bers of the Grand Chapter. 

6th. A copy of this arrangement, certified by the Grand Secretary of the 
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Grand Chapter, shall be transmitted to each Chapter as an edict, which will be 
its sufficient authority to confer the degrees of Royal and Select Master.

The M. I. G. Master read his Annual Address as fol- 
lows, which was ordered to he published with the pro- 
ceedings: 


GRAND MASTER’S ADDRESS 


Illustrious Companions: 

You are welcome to this, the twenty-second Annual Assembly of the 
Grand Council of North Carolina, and I trust we meet with thankful 
hearts, that we are alive as a Grand Body. Through many vicissitudes 
have we come, and often have we been faint by the way and well nigh 
despaired of life; but through all the darkness and gloom, the star of 
hope gleams and beckons on to more labor and toil in preserving from 
utter annihilation the beautiful and impressive Degrees of Royal and 
Select Master. 

During the two or three years of the Merger there was but little done, 
very few Chapters caring to be troubled with these degrees, while others 
believed it was not in keeping with the obligations to the Royal Arch to 
insert them either before or after the Most Excellent Degree. 

Last year, at Charlotte, we re organized as a Grand Council, the 
Merger having failed, and we are now, we trust, upon safe and solid 
ground once more, to work out our destiny or be buried in oblivion. 

My duties in the office of Grand Master, as you may suppose, have 
not been onerous; nor have I been called upon to inspect any work or 
preside at any called meetings. I have had a quiet, peaceful year as your 
Grand Master, but ever ready to answer any call or perform any duty.

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NECROLOGY. 

I have not been officially informed of the death of any members of 
this Grand Council, and while we should be thankful that the Grim 
. Reaper has spared our field, we ehouid mourn with those who have been 
stricken in other jurisdictions and drop the tear of sympathy over the 
graves of their departed ones. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

Iam happy to report that a Dispensation was asked for at Charlotte, 
May 3rd, 1895, to open a Council, and it w T as cheerfully granted, Geo. H. 
King being named as Thrice Illustrious Master, T. R. Robertson, 
Deputy Illustrious Master, D. G. Maxwell Principal Conductor of the 
Work. 

There are several points in our State at which Councils should be es- 
tablished, and especially where Commanderies of Knights Templar are 
located. If there are enough Royal Arch Masons to form a Commandery, 
surely there are enough to form a Council; and this will be done in all 
cases if the Grand Encampment should ordain that the Royal and Select 
Degrees are necessary before the Order of the Red Cross can be given. 

MERGER. 

Much has been said and written in regard to incorporating the Cryp- 
tic Degrees with those of the Chapter but in only a few States are these 
Degrees so placed, and in one or two it is now a question of a few years 
only when they will be given up and allowed to return to their own 
Councils where they lightly belong. 

I have been favorably impressed with the disposition of the Council 
in one Grand Jurisdiction where it has not been merged into but made 
appendant to the Chapter. After the Chapter is closed theCouncil is 
immediately opened, and the work of the Council proceeded with, just 
a3 in the case of passing from one degree to another in Lodge or Chapter. 
The plan seems to work charmingly, and if our Chapters would agree to 
thus assist the Councils we could soon have strength enough to work in- 
dependently. I trust some such scheme may be considered at this meet- 
ing to carry out this or some other plan to arouse the members of the 
Cryptic Rite to greater interest and larger growth. We may be con- 
sidered the lowest on the roll of Grand Councils in the United States, 
and this should stimulate us to greater diligence and a livelier interest. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

I have to acknowledge, with thanks, the Proceedings of Connect!- 
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cut, Illinois, Kentucky, Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, Minnesota, 
Missouri, New Hampshire, New York, Ohio, Vermont, and the General 
Grand Council United States for 1894, and Pennsylvania, Kansas, and 
Tennessee for 1895. The general condition of Cryptic Masonry seems to 
foe good in most of these States and in others fair. Nineteen States have 
united with the General Grand Council and twelve have not, and North 
Carolina is included among the latter. This question may come up for 
your consideration at this meeting. 

GRAND REPRESENTATIVES. 

Nearly all the States keep up the system of appointing wc 11 informed 
Masons near other Grand Bodies to represent them. While there are 
many individuals who are opposed to the system, yet, when brought up 
for consideration by a Grand Body, it is generally continued. I have, 
in accordance with the usual custom, appointed and commissioned Com- 
panion V. A. McCutchen to represent the Grand Council of North Caro- 
lina near the Grand Council of Kentucky. Also Companion B. B. Farns- 
worth to represent this Grand Council near the Grand Council of Maine. 

Four Foreign Grand Councils, viz: Canada, England and Wales, 
New Brunswick, and Scotland are in correspondence and fraternal rela- 
tions with this Grand Council, and the fact that the Masonic world seems 
to be largely interested in the preservation and perpetuation of the Cryp- 
tic Rite, should encourage us to shake off our lethargy and ‘‘keep up with 
the procession.” 

CONDITION OF THE CRAFT. 

I regret that I have nothing encouraging to report. There are now 
four Councils in the entire jurisdiction, viz.: Munson at Wilmington, 
Enoch at Raleigh, Durham at Durham, and Charlotte, TJ. D. It is re- 
ported that one meeting has been held at Wilmington and Raleigh, each, 
but the one at Durham is practically dormant, there not being enough 
members living in the city to form a quorum. This is a sad commentary 
and should nerve us to action. There is ample material to build up the 
Councils, and by making the fee for the degrees nominal, or allowing 
them to be conferred free, depending upon dues for revenue, at least for 
one year, it might stimulate the members to work more heroically to re- 
deem the Royal and Select Degrees from the sad state into which they 
have fallen. 

CONCLUSION. 

I thank you, Companions of the Cryptic Rite, for your kindness in 
promoting me to the exalted honor of Grand Master, and at the close of 
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my administration, I feel that I have done nothing to meiit your consid 
eration. I trust my successor will be able to accomplish much in bring- 
ing darkness to light and making crooked things straight, and that soon 
prosperity and peace may reign where now chnos seems to envelope our 
horizon and darken our sky. 

The Grand Council of North Carolina can now proceed to business.

I have endeavored to get possession of the Seal, Books, and Papers of 
the Grand Council, but have rot succeeded. No trace of them can be 
found among the effects of the late Grand Recorder. I would recom- 
mend that a new seal be procured. 

On April 25th, 1895, by direction of the M. I. G. Master, I issued Com- 
missions to 111. Comp, V. A. McCutchen, as Representative of the Grand 
Council of North Carolina near the Grand Council of Kentucky, and to 
III.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF THE 

Grand Council of Royal and Select 
Masters of North Carolina. 


ORGANIZATION. 

Article i. — This Grand Council shall consist of the following offi- 
cers, viz: Most Illustrious Grand Master, Deputy Illustrious Grand Mas- 
ter, Grand Principal Conductor of the Work, Grand Treasurer, Grand 
Recorder, Grand Captain of the Guard, Grand Conductor of the Council, 
Grand Steward, and Grand Sentinel, together with the Past Most Illus- 
trious Grand Masters, Past Deputy Illustrious Grand Masters, Past Grand 
Principal Conductors of the Work, Past Grand Treasurers, and Past 
Grand Recorders, and the three principal officers for the time being of 
the several Councils under the jurisdiction of this Grand Council; all of 
whom shall be entitled to a vote in the Grand Council: Provided , That 
when any Past Grand Officer shall cease to be a member of a Subordinate 
Council, his membership in this Grand Council shall cease. 

REGULAR ASSEMBLIES. 

Art. 2. — The Annual Assemblies of this Grand Council shall be held 
at such places as may be designated by the Grand Royal Arch Chap- 
ter for holding its Annual Convocations, immediately before, during, or 
succeeding, the sessions of the Grand Chapter. And in case of the ab- 
sence of the Most Illustrious Grand Master, the Deputy Illustrious Grand 
Master or Grand Principal Conductor of the Work, or either of them, 
shall preside, taking precedence according to rank. In the absence of all 
the above named officers, then the oldest Grand Officer of those grades 
present: and if there be none of the Past Grand Officers of the rank above 
named present, then the first officer of the oldest Subordinate Council 
present shall have power and authority to preside, and the representa- 
tives of three Subordinate Councils shall constitute a quorum. If, on the 
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day of meeting, there be not a quorum present, the presiding officer may 
adjourn the Grand Council from day to day, until the close of the fourth 
day, when, if there be not a quorum present, the meeting shall be ad- 
journed until the day for the next Annual Assembly, unless sooner or 
specially convened. 


TIME AND ELECTION OP OFFICERS. 

Art. 3. — The officers of this Grand Council shall be chosen at each 
regular Annual Assembly for the term of one year. But should the An- 
nual Assembly not be held at the stated time, they shall hold their offices 
until others are chosen, and the Most Illustrious Grand Master, or in his 
absence, the Deputy Illustrious Grand Master for the time being, shall 
have power to call special assemblies whenever they may deem it expedi- 
ent, of which all the Subordinate Councils shall have due and timely 
notice. 

VOTES. 

ART. 4.— vAlI questions before this Grand Council shall be determined 
by a majority of the votes cast. 

ELECTIONS AND VACANCIES. 

ART. 5. — The constitutional officers of this Grand Council shall be 
elected by ballot, except the Grand Sentinel, who, together with the 
Grand Lecturer, shall be appointed by the Most Illustrious Grand Master. 
All of whom shall be installed before the closing of the Grand Assembly, 
And in case of the death or removal from this jurisdiction of any of the 
officers of rank below the then superior Grand Officer, the vacancy may 
be filled by such superior officer. 

REPRESENTATIVES. 

Art. fi. — None but Royal and Select Masters, holding membership in 
a Subordinate Council, under the jurisdiction of this Grand Council,, 
shall act as a representative. Nor shall any person represent more than 
two Subordinate Councils at any Grand Assembly. 

VOTING. 

Art. 7. — The Constitutional Grand and Past Grand officers shall each 
have one vote, and each Subordinate Council, by its representative or rep- 
resentatives, three votes in this Grand Council. When the three princi- 
pal officers are present, representing their Councils, they shall each have 
one vote; if only two, the highest in rank shall have two votes and the 
other one; if but one be present, he shall cast the vote of the Council, 
and should any Subordinate Council fail to appoint a delegate in season, 
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the Thrice Illustrious Master, for the time being, if unable to attend, 
shall have power to appoint a proxy to represent his Council. 

GRAND LECTURER. 

Art. 8. — The Grand Lecturer shall be furnished with a commission 
by the Most Illustrious Grand Master, under the seal of the Grand Coun- 
cil, attested by the Grand Recorder; and the Councils by which he may 
be employed shall make him such compensation as may be agreed upon 
by the parties. He shall make no alterations in the work and lectures 
adopted by this Grand Council. 

TREASURER AND RECORDER. 

Art. 9. — The Grand Treasurer and Grand Recorder shall have their 
books ready for examination at the commencement of each Annual As- 
sembly, and a committee shall be appointed on the first day of the meet- 
ing for that purpose, who shall report before any election takes place. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

Art. 10. — Petitions for warrants to open new Councils must be sign- 
ed by nine Select Masters, living within the jurisdiction, and accompan- 
ied by a certificate from the Council within the State, nearest the contem- 
plated location of the new Council, vouching for the masonic abilities and 
moral character of the petitioners, and recommending that a charter be 
granted; and the Most Illustrious Grand Master, or the Deputy Illustrious 
Grand Master may, upon such petition, if approved, grant his dispensa- 
tion for the same, to remain in force until the first Grand Annual Assem- 
bly succeeding, when said Council shall petition for a charter, unless, for 
good and satisfactory reasons, this warrant shall be continued, and if no 
application is made ac the suceeding Grand Annual Assembly for a char- 
ter, said warrant shall then be revoked. 

FEE FOR DISPENSATION. 

Art. 11. — The fees for a warrant for a new Council, shall be Thirty 
Dollars, of which the Grand Recorder shall receive Five Dollars; and no 
warrant shall be granted until the fee is paid, which fee shall be in full, 
both for the wanant and charter, should one be issued. 

DUES OF SUBORDINATES. 

Art. 12. — The several Councils under this Grand Council, shall pay 
for the support thereof into the hands of the Grand Recorder, annually, 
the sum of Fifteen Dollars: Provided , That Councils under dispensation 
shall pay nothing for the time that may elapse between the date of such 
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dispensation, and the next succeeding Gra^d Annual Assembly. But in 
case of the extension of the warrant, they shall pay the fee as a Council 
under charter, for the time that the warrant may have been extended. 

CHANGE OF LOCATION. 

Art. 13. — No Council under this jurisdiction shall change its location 
without the concurrence of this Grand Council, and the recommendation 
of the Council nearest the place to which it is proposed to be removed. 

RETURNS. 

Art. 14. — Every Council under this Giand jurisdiction shall make re- 
turns annually to the Grand Recorder, at each Grand Annual Assembly, 
of the names of their officers and members, together with all admissions, 
deaths, suspensions, expulsions and withdrawals. And if any Council 
under this jurisdiction shall fail to assemble during any year, or shall 
neglect to be represented in this Grand Council for two years in succes- 
sion, or shall fail for two successive years to make returns as above and 
pay its dues, then, and in that case, the said Council shall forfeit to the 
use of this Grand Council its Charter, Records, Jewels and Furniture, to- 
gether with its money, and all other property of every kind and descrip- 
tion. 


APPLICATIONS. 

Art. 15. — The application of every candidate for the degrees, in any 
Council under this jurisdiction, shall be made in writing, signed by the 
applicant and recommended by a member of said Council, and the said 
application shall lay over for the consideration of the members at least 
one meeting, unless by a unanimous vote of the members present, it shall 
be determined to ballot on said petition at the time ii is presented; and 
no Council under this jurisdiction shall confer the degrees for a less sum 
than Five Dollars, which fee must, in all cases, accompany the petition. 

ADMISSION TO MEMBERSHIP. 

Art. 16. — No Council under this jurisdiction shall admit to member- 
ship any person who is a member of, or in arrears to, another Council, 
nor without a demit from the Council of which he was last a member. 

DEGREES AND JURISDICTION. 

Art. 17. — No Council under this jurisdiction shall confer the degrees 
or entertain the petition of any person who is, a resident of another Grand 
or Subordinate jurisdiction, without the written permission and recom- 
mendation of the Council nearest his place of residence. 
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IRREGULAR COUNCILS. 

Art. 18. — No Council within this jurisdiction, acting without a war- 
rant from this Grand Council, shall be deemed lawful, and all communi- 
cation with such Council, and any person made therein, is hereby strictly 
forbidden, under a penalty of expulsion; or, in the case of a Council, the 
arrest of its Charter. 


jurisdiction . 

Art. 19.— This Grand Council shall have original jurisdiction over 
all matters of controversy between its Subordinate Councils, and appel- 
late jurisdiction in all matters of controversy arising therein. 

TRIALS. 

Art. 20. — The trial of all masonic offences before any Council under 
this jurisdiction, shall be conducted according to the rules laid down in 
the Constitution of the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of North Carolina, 
under Article 24. 


AMMENDMENTS. 

Art. 21. — No alteration or ammendment of this Constitution shall be 
made at any other than an Annual Assembly. 

REPEAL. 

Art. 22.— All former Coustiutions of this Grand Council are hereby 
repealed.

Death, the dread Messenger, has visited the ranks of our Grand Body , 
and I have to record the fact that Companion George W. Blount, the 
Past Grand Treasurer of this Grand Council, departed this life, November 
29th, 1895, in the town of Wilson, whore he had spent the greater portion 
of his useful life. He had received many honors from the Craft, being 
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Past Grand Master of Masons and Pa3t Grand High Priest of Royal Arch 
Masons. 

He was a true frien l, a devoted husband and father, and highly re- 
spected by all who knew him.

dispensations 

On the 6th of June, 189o, in answer to an enquiry I made of the Com- 
panions at Greensboro, N. C., I granted a Dispensation to Companion 
J. J. Thornton and others to reorganize Greensboro Council No. 8 . I am 
informed that the Council was opened and Degrees conferred upon seven 
candidates. The election of officers was held and the Council put on its 
feet again. This Council will t>3 represented at this assembly. 

CONDITION OF THE CRAFT. 

While our advancement is slo^\ yet we are in better condition than 
at this time last year. Durham Council has affiliated six new members 
and conferred the Degrees upon four Companions and this taken in con- 
nection with the fact that it had not held a meeting for nearly two years, 
is encouraging. 

The Charlotte Council which was reorganized last year is aliv£ yet 
and will send a report to this meeting. 

The Companions at Asheville are yet in a quandary what they can do, in 
vie\^ of the fact that several years ago they raised the money to pay for 
a Dispensation to start a Council, but the Companion who received the 
funds left the State without accounting for them, and nothing has been 
done since looking towards starting a Council. It may be perhaps well 
for the Committee on Charters and Dispensations to inquire into this 
matter and make arrangements to induce these Companicns to organize 
a Council. 

I had hoped Councils would have been started at Winston and 
Wilson where flourishing Chapters are located and possibly arrangements 
will be made the coming year to inaugurate measures looking to that 
much desired end.

fires upon our altars. While returning thanks to a kind Providence for 
the many and varied blessings we have enjoyed during the year just 
closed, we must not forget that we continually need the guiding, though 
unseen hand of Him who is all powerful, slow to anger, and plenteous in 
mercies. 


DISTINGUISHED DEAD. 

We have to record the death of one of our Grand Council during the 
year just passed. 

R. B. DeVault departed this life in early manhood in the city of 
Raleigh, C., December 27th, 1896. In his life he exemplified in a 
high degree the principles of our noble or ler an 1 was a devoted member 
of Lodge, Chapter, Council and Comma ndery. At the dme of his death 
he was Grand Captain of the Guard of this Grand Council and we are 
called upon to mourn the loss €>f a faithful Christian Mason. 

We have notice of the death of Illustrious Companion Ch/ts. H. But- 
terfield, who passed away suddenly at Evansville, Indiana, Jan. 13th, 
1897 in his sixty-third year. 

Ohio was called upon to mourn the loss of Companion Rev. Thomas 
Jefferson Mel ish, Right Illustrious Grand Chaplain, who died also sud- 
denly at his home in Clifton, Cincinnati, on November llih„ 1816 in his 
seventy-fifth year. 

Pennsylvania records the death of one of her most gifted Companions, 
viz. : Illustrious Companion Thomas Millspangh, R. p. Deputy Grand 
Master of the Grand Council of Pennsylvania who departed this life Au- 
gust 31st., 1896. He also died suddenly and at his post of duty. 

This Grand Jurisdiction was stricken a second time In t he death of 
Past M. P. Grand Master Illustrious Companion David A. Stcvtnson, 
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who after a short illness passed peacefully away Jan. 8th. 1897, at his 
home in Pittsburg leaving many friends to mourn his loss. All of these 
were bright, particular stars in the masoniG firmament and we trust may 
shed radiant light about the pathway of many a traveler who is seeking 
to grope his way through the darkness of earth to the realms of happiness 
in the great beyond. 

DISPENSATIONS. 

I have not been called upon to grant any special dispensations to do 
work out of the usual time for the reason perhaps that no work has been 
done or degrees conferred. I was pleased to grant a Dispensation on the 
6th of October, 1896, to establish a Council U.D.at Asheville, N. C., to be 
known as Ionic Council U. D. naming Companions W. F. Randolph Th. 
111. Master; A. J. Wells, Deputy 111. Master; and A. H. Stubbs, Principal 
Conductor of the Work. From a report made by Companion Randolph 
we have hope that the Cryptic Rite is safe in his hands and that ere long 
he will have the most flourishing Council in the State. 

CONDITION OF THE CRAFT. 

While I cannot report the Cryptic Rite in a very healthy condition, 
yet there are some indications of a revival c f interest in the beautiful 
Degrees of Royal and Select Master, and we long for the time when we 
can plant their banner on every eminence where the Royal Arch has a 
tent. I trust the next Grand Master will have great success in the work 
of spreading the influence of this Grand Council all over our State and 
bring to light the hidden mystries of the “Secret Vault” to many weary 
sojourners in search of light. 


CONCLUSION. 

I have for the third time to thank you Companions, for conferring 
upon me the distinguished honor of presiding at your meetings. I have 
survived the abundant (?) labors and turn over to you the affairs of the 
Grand Council in better shape than when I found them three years ago. 
Then we had three Councils but now we have five, and while we have 
nothing to boast of yet we can be thankful for what we are, what we 
have, and hope for better days and brighter skies.

The Most Illustrious Grand Master read his Annual 
Address, as follows, which was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Doings of Grand Officers: 


Grand Master’s Address. 


To tfce Grand Council of Royal and Select Masters of N. C.: 

Companions: It seems to me indeed remarkable that we are again 
assembled in Grand Council, but the further statement that it will be 
very strange if one year from now we are not assembled in the most in- 
teresting session we have ever held, may strike you as stranger still, and 
certainly inconsistent. Yet, I firmly believe that one year hence we will 
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assemble in a Grand Council, whose deliberations will interest all, and 
whose printed proceedings will be preserved as a history of the revival of 
Cryptic Masonry in North Carolina. 

When a year ago you elected me as the head of the Order in North 
Carolina, I accepted the trust, believing that my own willingness to work 
for the Council, in season and out of season, and to expend money in vis- 
iting any towns in the State, taking with me bright and experienced 
Council Masons for the purpose of establishing new Councils, not less 
than seven or eight Councils would be added to our number, and that 
interest would be revived in those already existing; but when at the close 
of the year only one town had responded to my proposal, and it at the 
twelfth hour, and my own Council had failed to hold one meeting dur- 
ing the year, and discouraging reports had been received from a majority 
of the new Councils of the jurisdiction, do you think it strange that I 
should have despaired altogether, and that I should expect no Council to 
assemble at this time. 

Do you think it strange that I should have experienced such a com- 
plete revulsion of feeling, and that I should prophecy so bright a future 
for us, when before me are men from every section of our State, full of 
words of encouragement and promises of hearty co operation. I have 
been promised, by those who realize what a promise means, that at our 
next assembly every Council in the State will be represented, those now 
dorment will be re-established and fall into line, and that new Councils 
will be formed in Newbern, Wilson, and perhaps Hamilton. Winston 
no doubt will have done what she should have done years ago, and re- 
port a flourishing Council also; and to this add that the necessary steps 
will be taken at this session to place the Grand Council of North Caroli- 
na under the jurisdiction of the General Grand Council of the United 
States of America, and then tell me if I am not warranted in expecting 
great things during the coming year. Companions, for transforming me 
from a state of gloomy despondency to one of joyous expectancy, I 
thank you. 


DISTINGUISHED DEAD. 

The only notice of death among our number that I have received is 
that of Companion W. B. Brewer, of Durham Council, No. 7. and this 
contains no date. I trust that the Committee on Necrology will see that 
proper tribute is paid to his memory, and also to the memory of the dis- 
tinguished dead of other jurisdictions. I have received official notice of 
the following: 
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Alexander Thomas, Past Grand Master of the Grand Council of Indiana, 
died at Terre Haute, July 26, 1897. 

George Spronson Jones, Past Grand Master of the Grand Council of Indi- 
ana, died at Covington, August 26, 1897. 

William H. Stanzberry, Past Grand Master of the Grand Council of Mis- 
souri, died at Harrisonville, August 23, 1897. 

Wm. Abram Love, Past Grand Master of the Grand Council of Georgia, 
died in Atlanta, February 15, 1898. 

DISPENSATION. 

On May 4, 1898, I granted Dispensation to Companion E. B. Neave 
and others, of Salisbury, to re-organize Adoniram Council, No. 2. The 
following clipping from the “Daily Sun” shows what was done: 

New Masonic Council of Royal and Select Masters Organized 
Last Night. — After a lapse of more than a quarter of a century the local 
Masonic Council of Royal and Select Masters, was reorganized last night* 
Among the well known Masons who were present to organize the Council 
were Major Fugle, of Columbia, S. C., Grand High Priest* J. A. Barron, 
of South Carolina, and Thrice Illustrious W. S. Liddell, of Charlotte. 
After the institution of the Council a banquet was served the Masons at 
the Central Hotel. Those who took the Council Degrees last night, upon 
the institution of the new Council, were:

In the year 1851, the Supreme Council of the Southern States, sitting 
at Charleston, granted to Alexander Murdoch, D. A. Davis, and F. C. 
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Shafter, all of this city, a Warrant of Constitution, under seal, confer- 
ring upon them the Degrees of Royal and Select Masters, and authorizing 
aud empowering them to open and hold a Council of Royal and Select 
Masters in Salisbury. They did so, organizing Adoniram Council, No. 2, 
which was the second Council organized in North Carolina. The Coun- 
cil was broken up by the civil war, but was reorganized under happy 
auspices last night. 

Salisbury Council, Royal Arch Masons, recently discovered in its 
archives the original Warrant of Constitution granted to Murdoch, Davis 
aud Shafter. This relic was displayed in the Council Hall last night. 

The Masonic Orders of the city are in a flourishing condition and are 
growing rapidly.— Salisbury Daily Sun. 


NEAR OTHER GRAND JURISDICTIONS. 

I have appointed and commissioned a number of Companions in oth- 
er jurisdictions to represent the Grand Council of North Carolina near 
their respective Grand Councils, which is a custom I heartily approve. 
Their names will appear in the Report of the Graud Recorder.

Companions: Your Committee on Necrology respectfully report that 
only one member in this Grand Jurisdiction, W. B. Brewer, of Durham 
Council, No. 7, has passed beyond the vail, September 17, 1896, aged 28 
years. 

Companion Brewer was a devoted Mason, and a true and constant 
friend, a valuable citizen, ready and anxious at all times to succor the 
needy, visit the sick, and do good unto all men. 

Among the departed in other Grand Jurisdictions we note the name 
of Past Grand Master Alex. Thomas, of Indiana, whose record among the 
Masons of that Grand Jurisdiction is beyond praise. 

Of George Spronson Jones, also Past Grand Master of Indiana, who 
passed from death to life at Covington, Aug 26, 1897, whose noble char- 
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acter left its impress on all with whom he came in touch. The various 
offices through which he passed from Master Mason to Grand Master of 
Indiana, testifies to the confidence reposed in him as a master thoroughly- 
skilled in the work.
